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Lost in Space 

Marking time with seasonal ghosts

The problem, of course, is my attention 
span - or, more accurately, my lack of one. 
I am easily bored, searching constantly for 
stimuli, and nearly always tired; my rhythms - 
the beats by which I live my life - have always 
been off. Referring to them as rhythms, in 
fact, is already misleading, as is using the term 
“arrhythmic,” as that implies some harmonic 
pattern. It isn’t that I march to the beat of a 
different drummer, but rather that I follow one 
of a band of tone-deaf, narcoleptic drummers. 
My life appears, even to me, to be like printed 
words that are duplicated with the registration 
slightly off, so there is a letter as well as the 
ghost of the letter. 

Working at a weekly publication has done 
nothing to help me find or stabilize a beat. 

Any of my personal interests, inclina- 
tions, or characteristics are likewise off-point. 
Gambling, for example, has never interested 
or attracted me. I don’t have that kind of luck. 
I am lucky - actually almost absurdly so, in a 
way - but it is a narrowly focused and incon- 
sistent luck. It is not the good luck of claim- 
ing pots or buying winning lottery tickets nor 
the bad luck of being in plane crashes. It is a 
slower luck, less pronounced and more eccen- 
tric. I would say that I’m sure I don’t deserve 
it, but luck, by its very nature, is capricious. 
As a religiously devoted whiner, a fan and col- 
lector of my own personal disappointments, I 
never count on luck. Instead I’m often rooting 
against it, but when it happens, it is almost 
always a narrow category of luck. 

In general, my personal style and forward 
movements are so severely unaligned that 
they come across as deliberate eccentrici- 
ties rather than the result of a whimsical, 
anarchist central nervous system. Logically, 
or so it would seem to me at least, working 
for a publication that operates on a weekly, 
specific timetable should have pushed me 
into some kind of reliable routine, or at least 
sometimes-predictable pacing. It hasn’t. The 
publication’s schedule has not generated any 
synchronistic response. 


Looking back on my life’s history or the 
run of this paper invariably leads me into 
mazes and Mobius strips until it deteriorates 
into a dense fog of confusion, with movement 
in any direction unavailable. 

Every week, a new Chronicle is finished (usu- 
ally on Wednesday), sent off to the printer to be 
published, and then distributed. This happens 
week after week, each and every week, year in 
and year out. 

Finishing one issue means work on other 
issues has already begun. Always, in the back- 
ground, one can hear the dull beat of a drum 
marking the passage of time, reminding all 
that new deadlines are already here. 

Given the past, present, and future issues 
of this publication, almost every day 
is not a single day in a solo week 
but instead a multidimension- 
al marker that can indicate 
different things, depending 
on which issues provide the 
context: 

The Future: On Thursday, 
then, there is the new issue, 
just published (focused a half- 
week to a week ahead). Even 
before one issue is done, serious work 
has begun on the next issue (which means 
focusing a week to two weeks ahead). 

The Present: One’s fife that, when being 
lived, is always in the present. Each issue 
produced is about the present and for a cur- 
rent readership. 

The Past: The past is unusually detailed 
and preserved, as marked by the hundreds 
of issues behind us. The many issues of the 
Chronicle are also our personal histories. 

This combination of past, present, and 
future - by which any given day can represent 
none, one, or all of these - creates confusion 
and the muddying of histories. 

I began thinking about all of this 
because we are about to crash into anoth- 
er Thanksgiving. Driving along Lamar the 


other morning, I noticed that the Christmas- 
tree lot near 29th Street was set up but still 
without trees. It has been there nearly every 
year I’ve lived in Austin. Erected before 
Thanksgiving, it is stocked and opened 
for business the Friday morning following. 
Almost too quickly, it is Christmas, and then 
Christmas past, with the lot not yet torn 
down but barren of any trees. 

The way my fife is lived, there 
are no constants and little reliability, but there 
are markers. This lot of Christmas trees is one 
of them. For decades now, I’ve gauged the 
passage of time by it. Looking over at it is to 
receive near-formal notice that the end of the 
year is upon us all. 

The year’s pace can be discerned by how I 
interact with the lot. I go by so quickly 
some years that it barely registers 
except as a loud voice shouting out, 
“one, two, three, four!” I see a stop- 
motion film of the empty field, the 
structure built but not stocked, 
then stocked and selling, then just 
the structure, until finally it is again 
only an empty field. When it is there 
and then gone, when I don’t savor it 
while thinking of my fife in this town, then 
I know I’m moving way too quickly, living my 
fife too fast to enjoy it. 

It is better when I go by more slowly, catch- 
ing it day after day after day. Seeing it calms 
me, and watching families buying Christmas 
trees cheers me up. ■

While not per- 
fect, it was intense, meaningful, and successful. 

Like most citizens, I would have been the first 
one to “call in” this program if I felt any of the 
allegations were true. I was able to see how 
politics and the desire for power can destroy 
something like Woodside Trails. 

To my amazement, most of the media devel- 
oped a frenzy over facts that were never proven. 
No one bothered to get the “other side” of the 
story except The Austin Chronicle and News 8. 
Even after the verdict was in and all allegations 
were cleared. No frenzy then. Only dabs of the 
truth. It should not be that only bad news sells.

INJUSTICE TO WOODSIDE IS A TRAGEDY 

Dear Editor, 

I read the articles about Woodside Trails in 
the Nov. 21 issue of the Chronicle [“Campfire 
Horror Story,” News]. I am a past chairman of 
the Woodside board of directors. I raised more 
than $1 million from foundations and individuals 
in order to improve the facility. We built an office, 
a kitchen and dining area, an indoor shower and 
restroom building, and an outstanding school 
staffed by the Smithville Independent School 
District. As we raised money, we continued to 
upgrade the entire camp. 

The injustice to Woodside has been one 
of the biggest disappointments in my life of 
87 years. The wilderness program was the 
life-saving future for hundreds of sexually and 
physically abused kids that nobody wanted. 
Not only was Woodside’s CEO, Bebe Gaines, 
competent, but she loved all the boys, and they 
truly loved her. Also, the staff was well-trained 
and dedicated. 


Upon arrival at Woodside, most of the boys 
had no self-esteem; were defiant, uneducated, 
used foul language; and were unclean and 
uncaring. When they left, they had a much better 
chance to live decent lives. 

The article about Bebe Gaines told the true 
story. I’m sorry that Carole Keeton Strayhorn 
didn’t meet with Bebe Gaines to answer her 
questions. Bebe wasn’t there the day Strayhorn 
visited the camp. I think she would have realized 
how wrong she was. One complaint Strayhorn 
had was that the boys were sleeping outside 
even though it was very cold. Actually, the plastic 
on their sleeping areas was up by late November. 
The kids don’t get motivated until it gets cold 
and then do a wonderful job. They’re not told 
when to do it; they do it when they’re ready. 
Strayhorn needed to ask the questions and get 
the right answers. A wonderful safe haven for 
at-risk boys was destroyed.

ARTICLE BROUGHT BACK MEMORIES 

Dear Editor, 

I just finished reading the long article in 
the Chronicle about what happened out in 
Lost Pines, and I have to tell you: I’m in tears 
[“Campfire Horror Story,” News, Nov. 21]. 

I had the opportunity back in about ’97 to help 
facilitate a drum circle out there, and it became, 
for me, one of those events that changes the track 
of your life without your conscious awareness. 

I had been on the road traveling for a while; 
had landed in an intentional community near Lost 
Pines; had been out to Hawaii for a while; and 


had just returned to Texas when someone asked 
if I could help with a drum circle out there. I said 
sure and arrived at Lost Pines to be offered din- 
ner in the dining hall, and one of the boys was 
assigned to me as my guide. I can’t remember 
his name, only that he spoke very quietly and 
proudly of the fact that he had recently earned 
his “graduation” from the camp in the form of 
a four-month Appalachian hike. He showed me 
the campsite and explained how things were run 
and the expectations placed on all the boys. He 
showed me the site that he and the other boys 
had prepared for the evening drum ceremony. It 
was beautiful. Majestic stumps had been placed 
all around a giant fire pit, wood was stacked and 
ready to burn, and the boys were eagerly awaiting 
the evening. 

Two things I’ll never forget: first, the complete 
and utter abandon with which the boys participat- 
ed in our ceremony - faces painted, looking like 
warriors - they placed their “majic” sticks (sticks 
into which they had symbolically placed their 
fears, angers, and pain) into the fire, shouting 
as the sticks burned. Second, the love and trust 
that most of the boys I interacted with seemed 
to feel for the staff and for one another. 

I personally spent 10 years living outside 
year-round, sleeping on a second-story screen 
porch even when the temperature dipped below 
25 degrees, cutting wood for the wood stove 
in winter, and playing guitar by lamplight for my 
children at night. The only person who would 
ever wonder at the appropriateness of children 
living outdoors all year is a person who has 
never awoken to the majesty of a forest at dawn 
or felt pain begin to diminish in the softness of 
a breeze or the companionship that develops 


around a campfire at night. That person should 
ask my children if they believe their new life in 
the city is a comfort. My daughter will adamantly 
tell you it’s not and that she longs for the woods 
and has spent four years trying to adjust to the 
sound of cars at night that has replaced the 
sound of coyotes, owls, and frogs; she’ll tell you 
the television has stolen her mother from her 
and that there is no longer music in our home in 
the evenings. 

I’ve now been working with at-risk youth in 
the city of Austin for the past four years as a 
drum instructor and have recently been awarded 
a grant from the city ... and whenever I feel the 
pain of 60-hour work weeks, the continuous 
drone of “comfort,” and the total disconnect 
from the natural world around me, I remember 
those whooping, howling, laughing, crying lost 
boys of Lost Pines ... thank you, Bebe Gaines, 
for the work you did there.

WE MUST ASSURE INTEGRITY 
OF VOTING PROCESS 

Dear Editor, 

On Oct. 25, KXAN reported that a voting facil- 
ity in South Austin was found unlocked and unat- 
tended after regular business hours. I am quite 
surprised about how little press this incident 
received, especially at a time when the future of 
our nation was at a turning point. A “miscommu- 
nication” was cited as the cause of this incident. 
Recent history has shown us that those with the 
right technical know-how could tweak electronic 
systems and tamper with the outcome. How can 
we assure that the integrity of the voting process 
remains unscathed? 

The U.S. Election Assistance Commission 
publishes a quick-start management guide for 
local election administrators to train poll work- 
ers. This guide is quite general and allows much 
flexibility by the poll managers implementing 
procedures. According to the Pew Research 
Center, poll workers’ training, conditions, laws, 
and compensation vary greatly among states 
and counties. In Austin, election poll workers 
are trained and compensated by Travis County. 
Although the state of Texas spends $3,000 per 
voting machine, poll workers only get paid mini- 
mum wage. This resource imbalance might be at 
the heart of these safety incidents. 

Evidently, the system failed in this instance. 
Although a knee-jerk reaction might be to blame 
the individual tied to this incident, a closer look 
may indicate a fracture in the process. Uniformity 
across the board is needed. A change in policy 
that requires in-depth, standardized national

Former Attorney General Jim Mattox, “the peo- 
ple’s lawyer,” passed away in his sleep last week. 
Mattox lay in state Monday at the Texas Capitol; 
funeral services were held Tuesday morning at 
the First Baptist Church Downtown. 

> Rhoda Mae Kerr has been confirmed as the 
Austin Fire Department’s first female chief. 
Ironically, the Austin Firefighters Association 

is set to conclude voting on Wednesday on wheth- 
er to accept a new contract where changes to 
female and minority recruitment and promotion

> The Live Music Task Force presented its recom- 
mendations to City Council last week, chief 
among them creation of a municipal Music 
Department.

> The new Downtown Cap Metro station, near the 
Convention Center, was completed this week; it’ll be 
one of nine stations on the MetroRail Red Line to 
begin commuter rail service in March 2009.

> AISD TEACHERS GET AN A The Austin 


Independent School District has cleared another 
No Child Left Behind Act hurdle - by proving the 
quality of its teachers. The district announced last 
week that for the 2008-09 academic year, 4,839 
(99.88%) of the district’s 4,845 teachers are clas- 
sified as highly qualified, and AISD hopes to reach 
100% by Dec. 11. To achieve the classification of 
highly qualified, a teacher has to hold a bachelor’s 
degree or better in the subject taught, have full 
state teacher certification, and demonstrate 
knowledge of the subject. AISD’s qualifying teach- 
ers taught 12,755 (99.62%) of the 12,804 class- 
es given in the 11 core subjects measured. 
Superintendent Pat Forgione said he was proud of 
the “high percentage of highly qualified teachers 
in Austin classrooms.” All of which raises the 
question: Why does the Texas Education Agency 
think that forcing districts to get rid of 75% of a 
school’s teachers when it repurposes a school (as 
it did with Johnston High School this year and 
looks set to do with Pearce Middle and Reagan 
High next) is a good idea? - Richard Whittaker 

> HURRICANE DOLLY VICTIMS SUE FEMA The 

Federal Emergency Management Agency has reject- 
ed housing repair claims for damage done by last 
July’s Hurricane Dolly, and some Cameron and 
Hidalgo County residents are asking why. In a suit 
filed in the U.S. District Court in Brownsville, Texas 
RioGrande Legal Aid alleges that FEMA rejected an 
abnormally high number of applications from families 
in the Rio Grande Valley. The agency’s reasoning? 
That the damage was not caused by the storm but 
by poor construction and bad maintenance, which 
made the buildings more prone to damage. TRLA 
attorney Jerome Wesevich argued that the agency 
used “unpublished and unascertainable” standards 
to exclude applicants, adding, “Their homes may not 
have been perfect before the hurricane, but that 
does not make them any less deserving of aid than 
a wealthy family.” This is the third time that TRLA

Giving Thanks 

In a dark time, among us walk ordinary heroes

In general, I’m not a big fan of holiday-themed 
columns. But this year, despite the twin storms of 
war and economic crisis, I’ve got a lot to be thankful 
for. In particular, I want to mention a couple of 
people who have passed on and to whom I owe 
great thanks, because over long, well-lived lives as 
observers and writers, they did what they could to 
keep their eyes and ears open and to tell the truth. 

The first is the inimitable Studs Terkel. 
who at the very ripe old age of 96, died at 
his home in Chicago on Oct. 31, a few 
days before he might have celebrated 
the election of Barack Obama along 
with thousands of other Chicagoans. 

Near the end, he was mostly house- 
bound, and I suspect he voted absen- 
tee. Terkel had been an actor, reporter, 
radio and TV interviewer, and activist most 
of his long life - “a long, full, eventful, sometimes 
tempestuous, but very satisfying life,” said his son 
- and by the end was most famous worldwide for his 
books of “oral history” (a term he thought pomp- 
ous) interviews with people from all walks of life. 
Perhaps the most succinct and heartfelt tribute came 
from his friend and colleague, the film critic Roger

Ebert, who wrote, “He was the most widely and 
deeply loved man I ever hope to know” 

Although famously convivial, Terkel had no use 
for sanctimony He would be pleased to know that 
he still annoyed the high-and-mighty sufficiently 
that a few days after his death, The New York Times 
published a sneering retrospective by Edward Roth- 
stein, who accused Terkel of being overinfluenced by 
“models shaped by Marxist theory”; worse, 
Rothstein harrumphed, “He even wore 
something red every day to affirm his 
attachment to the working class.” Now 
there’s a dangerous radical. 

When I was just a kid in Indiana, 
maybe 13, I wrote a letter to Studs 
thanking him for hosting Stokely 
Carmichael on his TV show and for talk- 
ing frankly about race. Remarkably, he wrote 
me back, advising me “never to be silent.” I’ve 
tried to keep the faith. Raise at least one glass of red 
wine this weekend in honor of Studs, and recall this 
bit of Terkelian wisdom: “Who built the pyramids? 
It wasn’t the goddamn pharaohs who built the pyra- 
mids. It was the anonymous slaves.”

said TRLA Communications Director Cynthia Martinez, “Neither were vic- 
tories - they were more compromises.”

> HELP AUSTIN WIN A SHELTER MAKEOVER ZooToo.com, which bills 
itself as “the leading networking site and resource for all pet lovers,” is 
holding its second annual Shelter Makeover Contest. Designed to 
increase adoptions by enhancing cooperation between communities 
and shelters, it will award a $1 million shelter makeover to the winning 
entrant and $195,000 in cash prizes to 19 runners-up. Twenty-seven 
Texas shelters, including the Austin Humane Society and the Central 
Texas Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals in Leander, 
are in the running, “which makes the state the second highest in par- 
ticipating shelters just below California,” according to spokeswoman 
Megan O’Haus. The contest is divided into three phases: registration 
and point accumulation (until March 13, 2009), selection of 20 semifi- 
nalists based on point totals and of 10 finalists based on site visits, 
culminating in a public vote in late April. Shelters earn points when sup- 
porters log on to ZooToo’s website to share opinions and advice and 
upload photos and videos, among many other activities. According to 
the latest tally, Austin Humane Society has racked up 22,447 points, 
and CTSPCA 15,739; top-ranking Liberty Humane Society, of New 
Jersey, has 267,821 points.

> AMERICANS FAIL TO BE REPUBLICAN ENOUGH Media outlets nation 

wide are bemoaning the results of a study by the Intercollegiate 
Studies Institute claiming that Americans know less than ever about 
America. The report, “Our Fading Heritage,” says that, among the 2,508 
randomly selected Americans who each answered a 33-question multi- 
ple-choice test, the average grade was 49%, a resounding F. But while 
most of the questions were straight out of a fifth-grade civics textbook 
(No. 3: “What are the three branches of government?”), some read like 
items of conservative political dogma (No. 30: “Which of the following 
fiscal policy combinations would a government most likely follow to stim- 
ulate economic activity when the economy is in a severe recession?”). 
So what exactly is the Intercollegiate Studies Institute? Founded by pale- 
oconservative Frank Chodorov, its purpose is to build an intellectual right 
wing to counter perceived liberal bias in academia; its publishing arm 
promotes authors like anti-feminist Elizabeth Fox-Genovese and the gay- 
marriage-hating former U.S. Sen. Rick Santorum. - R.W. 

> CONTROVERSY OVER FIREFIGHTERS’ CONTRACT At press time, 

Austin firefighters were voting on an employment contract that would 
offer modest pay raises over the next three years and guarantee pen- 
sion benefits going forward. Still, a movement was afoot to nix the 
agreement, which took the firefighters union and city officials more 
than five months to negotiate. At issue, it seems, is a clause that 
would allow the fire chief to implement new hiring standards not 
already contained in the employment agreement. The idea, says City 
Council member and former Austin firefighter Mike Martinez, is to allow 
incoming Chief Rhoda Mae Kerr flexibility in trying new strategies to 
diversify the department. Apparently, this ambition hasn’t been taken 
at face value by everyone. Bargaining team member and AFD battalion 
chief Bob Nicks wrote in an e-mail to firefighters that the contract gives 
up too much to management. Others argue that it would downgrade 
the quality of firefighters on the force; Martinez says that just isn’t 
true, because the contract does nothing (nor could it by law) to change 
state standards, which stipulate that firefighters not only need to know 
how to fight fires but, for example, must also be certified emergency 
medical technicians. Union President Stephen Truesdell declined to 
comment while contract voting was ongoing. - Jordan Smith

Call it a study in contrasts: two presentations, the former 
as technical and dry as the latter was raucous and impas- 
sioned. But both briefings at City Council last week - one 
on the recommendation process for selecting a design 
team for the new central library, the other presenting the 
findings of the Live Music Task Force - shared a hidden 
connection: What wasn’t being said was just as important 
as what was. 

Befitting the library talk’s decidedly wonky nature, it was 
officially billed as the Briefing on the Design Team RFQ 
Process for the New Central Library and Staff’s Recom- 
mendation. RFQ means “request for qualifications ' 

- but watching the briefing proceed, a different 
acronym sprang to mind: CYA. Watching Assist- 
ant City Manager Bert Lumbreras pore over 
evaluation matrices, staff ethics training guide- 
lines, point values, and more, the central pur- 
pose of this presentation became readily 
apparent: to bolster city staff’s credibility after it 
recommended Barnes Gromatzky Kosarek 
Architects and Taniguchi with Holzman Moss 
for the library contract. “It is based on the standard 
methodology,” said Lumbreras, describing how BGK, as he 
called them, scored ahead of their competition (albeit nar- 
rowly) in preliminary and secondary rounds of city scoring 
and vetting. 

So if everything was on the up-and-up, why the ceremoni- 
al PR? Well, chatter around City Hall had it that members of 
the Library Commission, which advises council on such 
biblio-matters, were less enthusiastic about the BGK team 
than about its competitors - hence the full recounting of 
the selection process. While they said nothing at the lec- 
tern to indicate their pleasure or displeasure with the staff 
selection, fellow bookworms at the Austin Public Library 
Foundation strove to impart the importance of the decision 
on council - especially choosing a design team with a far- 
reaching, ambitious vision. “To a person, the number one 
thing [library donors] are excited about is getting a great 
architect for an inspiring building,” said Teresa Oppedal, 
foundation president. “You think about it. I think everyone is 
on the same page about this being a once in our lifetime 
opportunity to have a civic building that’s more than a civic 
building.” Council is scheduled to make its final decision at 
the next meeting, Dec. 11. 

Despite the bureaucratic babble, the library presentation 
nonetheless garnered a capacity crowd, council chambers 
becoming standing-room-only for the headlining act: the Live 


Music Task Force’s recommendations. (Will Wynn joked, 
“Everybody but Elvis is in the building.”) For the next hour, 
task force Chair Paul Oveisi made the case for “this thing 
we call live music,” while the chairs of the group’s four sub- 
committees - examining live-music venues, musician servic- 
es, entertainment districts, and sound enforcement and 
control - presented their various findings. It was an emo- 
tional discussion, punctuated with wild cheers and applause 
from the crowd - no more so than at its end, when Wynn 
capped some meandering remarks on the local economy, 
the role of Austin’s music in it, and the worsening econo- 
my by concluding he would “figure out how to be 
supportive of us creating a music department as 
soon as possible.” 

But separate from the applause and jubila- 
tion was recognition among City Hall insiders 
that musicians and venue owners still have a 
massive fight in front of them to implement the 
task force recommendations - especially with 
respect to sound and sound limits. The scuttle- 
butt behind the scenes Thursday was that some at 
the city had to convince neighborhood advocates not to 
come to council to complain about what they saw as too-lax 
sound requirements. That rumor, combined with the word 
that decibel-phobic members of the task force had been 
considering releasing their own minority report, disagreeing 
with the general recommendations, should be a clear signal 
to the music community that if it thinks the work is over at 
City Hall, it’s gravely mistaken. 

Council members must already be anticipating an encore, 
as Randi Shade asked for the working groups to stick 
together in anticipation of further deliberations and discus- 
sions. It’s clear this set’s just getting started. (On a side 
note, creation of a music department - which, as proposed, 
would be separate from the existing Cultural Arts Division 
and would report directly to an assistant city manager - is 
the main, but not only, recommendation from the task force; 
read the report in its entirety at www.cityofaustin.org/music.)

Although he passed on nearly 20 years 
ago, I seldom think of Studs without also 
recalling I.F. Stone (1907-1989), another 
journalistic hero with a healthy contempt for 
official power and official information. Stone, 
who covered Washington virtually on his own 
for decades, was famous for ignoring press 
conferences, press releases, and especially 
“off the record” communication designed to 
obfuscate and justify as much as inform. 
Asked how he could hope to cover current 
events without relying at all on official 
sources, Stone would say: “Establishment 
reporters undoubtedly know a lot of things I 
don’t. But a lot of what they know isn’t true.” 
I thought of that aphorism often in the run- 
up to the Iraq war, when most of the entire 
corps of mainstream 
journalists, from the 
Times on down, was 
uncritically transmitting 
the pro-war propaganda 
from its “inside” sourc- 
es without ever stop- 
ping to examine the 
dishonest presump- 
tions underlying it. 

Stone’s most famous reporter’s dictum 
was that “All governments lie,” almost a tru- 
ism. Fewer remember his corollary, “but 
disaster lies in wait for countries whose offi- 
cials smoke the same hashish they give out.” 
Much of the national and international catas- 
trophe of the last eight years is a consequence 
of an administration and a political class that 
has been smoking its own hash. It will take 
more than one election to purify the air. 

Like Terkel, Stone had no taste for sancti- 
mony, and he would be gratified to know 
that he’s still being vilified these days (again 
in the Times) as a supposed Stalinist sympa- 
thizer, which is patent rubbish. A radical all 
his life, Stone would probably prefer the 
attacks, however, to being respected as “ven- 
erable.” “If you live long enough,” he said, 
“the venerability factor creeps in; you get 
accused of things you never did and praised 
for virtues you never had.” 


Humanity’s Cross 

So here’s two cheers and lifelong thanks- 
giving to Studs and Izzy, and to contempo- 
rary reporters in their tradition, who hero- 
ically and persistently dig out the news as 
they find it and tell the truth as best they 
can. I think most immediately of Seymour 
Hersh and Amy Goodman, but Jeremy Scahill 
and Chris Hedges are also on the list, and a 
host of less well-known writers who work 
precariously on the slightly disreputable 
margins of the media but thus are less likely 
to succumb to the groupthink always in the 
public air. At the moment, led by the Times, 
the groupthink is devoted to “centrist prag- 
matism” - declared to be the only path avail- 
able to the new Obama administration and 
to be patrolled on the boundaries by the 
established media for 
any deviation from con- 
ventional orthodoxy. 

Well, I take my wis- 
dom where I find it. 
Reading through sto- 
ries about Studs Terkel 
and I.F. Stone, I came 
across John Nichols 
(another fine reporter) 
quoting, of all people, President Dwight 
Eisenhower on the futility of war. Consider it 
something to read aloud over your 
Thanksgiving dinner, as we wait, once again, 
for this country to turn away from the out- 
of-control militarism that has dominated our 
last dishonorable decade. 

“Every gun that is made, every warship 
launched, every rocket fired signifies in the 
final sense a theft from those who hunger 
and are not fed, those who are cold and are 
not clothed” (“Eisenhower declared in the 
spring of 1953,” wrote Nichols, “as he was 
dialing down the Korea conflict”). 

“This world in arms is not spending money 
alone. It is spending the sweat of its laborers, 
the genius of its scientists, the hopes of its 
children. . . . This is not a way of life at all in 
any true sense. Under the clouds of war, it is 
humanity hanging on a cross of iron.” 

Amen. ■

APD Scores Low on Police Lineup Procedures 



Best Practices for Better Lineups 

A set of “best practices” for conducting police lineups has been around for at least a decade 
and has been endorsed by varying groups, including the U.S. Department of Justice, the 
International Association of Chiefs of Police, and the American Bar Association. Still, the 
guidelines have not been widely implemented. Experts recommend that lineup procedures 
include four key safeguards: 

• A cautionary statement given to witnesses, prior to viewing the lineup, that the suspect 
might not appear in the lineup. 

• A photo or live lineup that is fair in composition, with each individual resembling the descrip- 
tion of the suspect provided by the witness. 

• Blind administration, meaning the officer conducting the lineup doesn’t know who among the 
group is the suspect. 

• Full documentation using video or audio, if possible. If not, police should be sure to have the 
witness write a statement of confidence about the chosen suspect prior to receiving any feed- 
back from police. 


According to a new report released by the 
Justice Project, the Austin Police Depart- 
ment “meets the minimum legal require- 
ments” for administrating live and photo- 
graphic lineups of criminal suspects - but it 
“does little to ensure that its lineup proce- 
dures provide the best evidence possible in 
any given case.” 

The nonprofit contacted more than 1,000 
police departments across Texas requesting 
policies and procedures for lineups; 750 
departments responded, but just 88 had any 
written protocols for administering lineups - 
and among that group, the Justice Project 
found that the policies and procedures pro- 
vided are “largely inadequate” and are 
“inconsistent across departments.” More 
than 600 departments - including the Travis 
Co. Sheriff’s Office - returned a form 
affirming that they have no written policies 
governing lineup procedures. (Another 284 
departments failed to respond to the group’s 
requests, as required by the Texas Public 
Information Act. The group has sent those 
agencies a second open records request and 
has contacted the Texas attorney general’s 
Open Records Division.) 

That’s troubling news for criminal justice 
reformers: Faulty eyewitness identification has 
played a role in 75% of the 223 DNA exonera- 
tions that have taken place nationwide. In 
Texas, mistaken identification has been impli- 
cated in 31 of the 38 cases where a defen- 
dant was exonerated by DNA. Texas now leads 
the nation in the number of DNA exonerations. 

The Justice Project is calling for legislation 
that would improve the quality of eyewitness 
identifications and implement best practices 
for the administration of lineups. “This overall 
lack of sound, scientifically-based policy 
indicates that the State of Texas must pass 
legislation that requires departments to 
adopt written policies that implement best 
practices for the conduct of eyewitness identi- 
fication procedures,” reads the report. Those 
best practices involve four issues: eyewit- 
nesses should be given a cautionary instruc- 
tion - typically a warning to the witness that 
the perpetrator of a crime might not be 
included in the lineup; police should take care 
with the lineup composition, making sure that 
each person included in the lineup generally 
matches the witness description of the sus- 
pect (a way to make sure that no one person 
stands out); police should use blind adminis- 
tration to make sure that the investigator 
doesn’t give overt or subconscious cues to 
the witness regarding which suspect to select 
(ideally, the lineup administrator would have 
no connection to the case); and police should 
fully document the lineup - if not with video 
cameras, police should at least be sure to 
ask a witness how confident they are in their 
selection and should be sure to document 
those statements prior to the witness being 
given any “confirming feedback,” said Edwin 
Colfax, the Justice Project’s director of state- 
wide reform campaigns, at a Capitol press 
conference Nov. 19. 

Amazingly, the group received policies from 
only 43 departments that required some 


form of cautionary instruction to be given to 
eyewitnesses (arguably, the easiest reform to 
implement); 69 departments provided poli- 
cies regarding the composition of the lineup, 
but only 53 included best practices; just 
seven departments use blind administration 
- including the Richardson PD, which is the 
leader in eyewitness identification reform in 
Texas; and just four departments “require full 
documentation of lineup procedures and ask 
for a confidence statement from the wit- 
ness,” reads the report. 

Unfortunately, according to documents 
received by the Justice Project researchers, 
APD is not currently in step with any of these 
best practices. The department does not 
require a cautionary statement, does not 
require documentation of the procedure (only 
a written statement of confidence, if the wit- 
ness selects the police suspect), and does 
not use blind administration (the policy man- 
dates only that “detectives will in no way aid 
witnesses/victims in the identification of a 
suspect,” which ignores the possibility that 
nonverbal cues or encouragement can be a 
problem in the identification process, the 
report notes). While APD does have a detailed 


procedure for the composition of a live lineup 
- providing for suspects who resemble one 
another, to cut down on obvious fillers or 
suspects - the department has no such policy 
for photographic lineups, which are used far 
more often. 

APD Cmdr. Julie O’Brien says that although 
it isn’t reflected in the department’s written 
policies, some of the department’s units - 
including homicide and robbery - use an 
“admonition” that the suspect may not appear 
in the lineup. However, she wrote to the 
Chronicle, APD will “evaluate that practice fur- 
ther for possible implementation department- 
wide.” While the department’s practices for 
composition fairness are “sound,” she said, 
she believes there is “merit” to reviewing the 
recommendations of the Justice Project - so, 
too, for documentation procedures. The Justice 
Project recommendations are “generally” what 
is contained in the written statement APD 
detectives take after the lineup, but she said 
that APD “can do a better job of ensuring 
consistency by having a specific policy that 
describes the purpose of the written state- 
ment and what should be contained within it.” 
Finally, O’Brien said that implementing blind 


administration will “require continued discus- 
sion and evaluation” - APD is “certainly not 
closed to the idea,” she wrote, and the Justice 
Project “report raises some valid points,” but 
the department needs first to “hear feedback 
from those actually presenting the photo and 
live lineups about any possible problems with 
using a blind administrator before mandating 
it department-wide.” APD is always open to 
reviewing its practices, she wrote. “We are all 
on the same page here. No one wants an 
innocent person incorrectly identified as a 
suspect, no one wants to delay the closure 
and justice due the victim because an incor- 
rect ... identification has been made, and no 
one wants the police to waste investigative 
time pursuing an innocent person.” 

Travis County Sheriff’s Office spokesman 
Roger Wade says that while the office 
doesn’t have a written policy, it does address 
lineup procedures when training detectives, 
and it largely follows APD’s procedures. TCSO 
detectives do offer a cautionary statement to 
witnesses and take pains to make sure line- 
up composition is fair - if the suspect photo 
is black-and-white, for example, all the filler 
photos must be black-and-white also. 
Detectives tell witnesses not to select any- 
one unless they are 100% confident in their 
selections, and while they don’t always have 
an officer uninvolved in the case administer 
the lineup, the detectives “take great pains 
to make sure [the witness] doesn’t have a 
clue” who the suspect is. That said, Wade 
added that Sheriff Greg Hamilton is not 
opposed to adopting a written policy and that 
since the issue has been brought to his 
attention, it “might be a good idea” to do so. 

Sen. Rodney Ellis, D-Houston, has already 
filed a bill (Senate Bill 117) that would 
require all law enforcement agencies to 
adopt written policies that reflect the best 
practices for lineup administration (and would 
have the Texas Commission on Law 
Enforcement Officer Standards and 
Education develop a model policy and 
“associated training materials”). 

While the lineup best practices have been 
around for nearly a decade, says Iowa State 
University psychology professor Gary Wells, 
who has spent three decades studying eyewit- 
ness identification, they still have not been 
widely implemented. Nonetheless, when 
employed, solid eyewitness identification pro- 
cedures cut down on the chance of misidentifi- 
cation - not only helping prevent wrongful con- 
viction but also helping police run more effi- 
cient and targeted investigations. Indeed, says 
Colfax, eyewitness identification is much like 
forensic trace evidence: “If it is not collected 
carefully ... it can be tainted and can be 
ruined.” With the Lone Star State’s status as 
the leader in the exoneration of the wrongfully 
convicted, Colfax says, “It is increasingly reck- 
less to go on without standardizing this type of 
police work.” And implementing these basic 
reforms is also an easy way to return a modi- 
cum of integrity to the criminal justice system, 
Wells told members of the state’s Criminal 
Justice Integrity Unit last month. These pro- 
cedures instill “confidence back into the sys- 
tem because it removes [the system] as a 
contributor to mistaken identification,” he said. 
“And it is now a contributor.” - Jordan Smith 
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Beware that beady-eyed biology teacher in 
your child’s high school. She might be one of 
those “militant Darwinists.” 

State Board of Education member Terri 
Leo of Spring actually used that phrase to 
refer to supporters of evolution last week in 
a public hearing on possible changes to the 
Texas Essential Knowledge and Skills 
requirements for the teaching of science in 
public schools. The SBOE will vote next year 
on the revisions. 

For years, Texas teachers have been required 

- over the objections of many in the scientific 
community - to teach the “strengths and 
weaknesses” of various scientific theories, 
including evolution. In September, a writing 
team appointed by the board removed that 
language from the TEKS, but in a new draft 
released Nov. 17, similar language reappeared 

- now, in three courses, students must learn 
“strengths and limitations” of the theories. 
Also added was a requirement for middle 
school students to “discuss possible alterna- 
tive explanations” for natural phenomena. 

Two days later, that brought to the hearing 
a standing-room-only crowd composed largely 


of academics and activists worried that the 
language would be used to sneak the con- 
cepts of creationism (or the creationist-based 
pseudoscience of “intelligent design”) into 
the classroom. 

“All of a sudden, a new draft appears with 
loaded buzz words that evolution deniers have 
used repeatedly to launch phony attacks on 
evolution,” complained Kathy Miller of the 
Texas Freedom Network, a nonpartisan 
nonprofit that combats the religious right, in 
a prehearing press conference. “This raises 
serious questions about what and who is 
driving the process here. We hope writing 
teams will have an opportunity to fully discuss 
and reverse this troubling change. 

“Scientists have been crystal clear in 
explaining that these phony arguments against 
evolution are based on ideology, not science,” 
Miller said. “It’s like arguing that there are 
weaknesses or alternatives to gravity or that 
maybe Earth doesn’t really revolve around 
the sun after all. And the price for dumbing 
down the science curriculum will be paid by 
Texas kids who aren’t prepared to compete 
and succeed in the 21st century.” 


Religious figures joined the scientists to 
dispel the notion that science and faith are 
completely at odds. “Acknowledging that we 
can never know everything there is to know 
about our world is not an argument for dis- 
mantling the things that we have been able 
to discern and prove about the world,” 

Rabbi Nancy Kasten of Dallas said in the 
press conference. “Questions of theology, 
morality, and faith can be addressed in pub- 
lic schools, but they should be separated 
from proven science and included in curricula 
that deal with theology, culture, and other 
related topics.” 

The anti-evolutionists mobilized, as well. 
Jonathan Saenz of the Plano-based Free 
Market Foundation - and no, we re not 

quite certain what the connection is between 
free markets and evolution - handed out a 
froth ing-at-the-mouth, and quite misleading, 
counterattacking press 
release, writing that the 
proposal before the board 
is to “eliminate a 20-year 
policy of teaching the 
strengths and weaknesses 
of all scientific theories. 

The recommendation is 
being veraciously support- 
ed by a radical left-wing 
organization that opposes 
academic freedom,” pre- 
sumably meaning TFN. 

(And presumably he meant 
“voraciously,” as “vera- 
ciously” would mean it’s 
being supported in a 
truthful manner.) 

“I don’t know of any respectable scientist 
who would sacrifice the basic tenets in the 
progress of science for left-wing ideology,” 
Saenz wrote. “Saying you can’t teach the 
strengths and weaknesses of all scientific 
theories - that’s what science is all about - 
critical thinking and questioning. The Board 
is being asked to choose between free and 
scientific inquiry and censorship; that’s an 
easy choice.” 

Saenz must not know many scientists. 
TFN just completed a survey of 464 biology 
and biological anthropology faculty mem- 
bers at 49 colleges and universities 
around Texas, and 95% of them fully 
oppose teaching anything other than evolu- 
tion in biology classrooms. And 98% of 


them reject “intelligent design” as valid 
science. (You can read the report on the 
survey at www.tfn.org.) 

During the hearing, in an exchange with 
former legislator and former board member 
Joe Bernal, Leo worried that “federal law 
basically says that you can’t pull out evolution 
and teach it separately. But that’s what we 
would be doing if we removed that language, 
because we apply scientific strengths and 
scientific weaknesses to all theories, not just 
the theory of evolution. People who are mili- 
tant Darwinists ... want to pull out that lan- 
guage and treat evolution separately than 
how we teach all other theories.” Guffaws 
broke out from the crowd at the phrase “mili- 
tant Darwinists.” 

Bernal shot back with pointed criticism of 
the board. Three members of the writing team 
are strongly anti-evolution, including Stephen 
Meyer of the Seattle- 
based Discovery 
Institute, a prominent and 
well-funded promoter of 
“intelligent design theory.” 
“You would apply scientif- 
ic methodology [in the 
exploration of evolution- 
ary theory’s ‘limita- 
tions’]?” Bernal asked. 
“And it has no relation- 
ship to prior creationism 
and intelligent design? 
Although the people you 
brought in from outside, 
to counter what your 
teachers are saying local- 
ly - these people from 
the outside, from Seattle - my understand- 
ing is that they’re connected to the old cre- 
ationism and intelligent design concepts. 

And you’re bringing them in as experts 
against the teachers you selected to write 
the revisions.” 

“Their scientific credentials can stand on 
their own, just as the other experts can 
stand on their own,” Leo replied, noting that 
she didn’t appoint Meyer, before board Chair 
Don McLeroy of College Station cut off the 
discussion to move on to more witnesses. 

The board members - all of whom are 
presumably militant gravitationalists, since 
they didn’t float out of their chairs at any 
point - are expected to vote on the final 
revisions in March. - Lee Nichols 


Changing of the Guard at APA 


In a stunning upset, Austin Police Association members have elected Sgt. 
Wayne Vincent (top right) to be the union’s next president, taking over for retiring 
top dog Lt. George Vanderhule. Conventional wisdom had Vincent as an underdog 
in the race against Officer Wuthipong “Tank” Tantaksinanukij (bottom right), the 
union’s current vice president. (CpI. Mike Bowen won the No. 2 spot and will take 
over for Tantaksinanukij in January.) But when the votes were tallied earlier this 
month, Vincent won an 83% landslide, with 861 votes to Tantaksinanukij’s 178. In 
the first board election since veteran President Mike Sheffield retired in 2006, 
more than 71% of the union’s 1,465 members voted - more than the number who 
turned out to vote on the contract in September. Vincent has spent most of his 23 
years with the department working patrol, and that might have won him the race. 

It appears that Vincent’s message - that the union should be more responsive to 
the needs of cops on the street and should work to expand its community pres- 
ence - resonated with beat cops. As a union official, Tantaksinanukij has worked 
hard for the rank-and-file, officers told the Chronicle, but nonetheless was tagged 
as out-of-touch with patrol and too friendly with Austin Police Department admin- 
istration - in particular with Chief Art Acevedo. - Jordan Smith

Accepting this H the task force 
look a new lack: If the Mills 
community couldn't stay 
together, at least its subdivi- 
sions could remain whole.

ECT Envisions the Legislative Session 


need legifimate county authority in the 
Hill Country this next session," declared state 
Rep. Patrick Rosa, speaking for the interests 
uf Blanco, Hyy*. and Caldwell counties at the 
2009 Legislative Forum held Nov, 10 by 
Envi&tan Central Tax». That position had 
the sympathies nf the Travis. Co. delegation 
present - Rep Donna Howard!, Rep. Eddie 
ftodriguai. and Sen Kirk Watson. Before an 
impressive power-luncheon crowd, ifie panel- 
ists teed! up hoi policy topics - transportation, 
water, air quality - that need increased region- 
al planning attention.

Watson matte the case that since the 
Slate is no longer funding “the big Stuff." it 
needs to hand off to local communities the 
planning tools and powers to get major proj- 
ects planned and funded tty voters. Referenc- 
ing the updated 2035 plan he's overseeing 


as chair of the Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Offjani/fltifm. Watson said: "We 
can't put roads into our transportation plan 
that don't go to efficiently planned develop- 
n>eni. We can't do that anymore." 

Concurring that the stale needs to empow- 
er regtenai planning was retiring Rep Robert 
Cook district covers Bastrop and five 

other rural counttes. He expressed the most 
concern about water resources: "Nothing 
happens without water." he said. Like Watson 
and others, he made a plea for bipartisan and 
rural-urban cooperation on big-picture planning. 

"I'm feeling outnumbered up here; quip 1 
ped Rep Dan esatfi* the lone Republican, 
who agreed that sound water policy required 
statewide planning but made the predictable 
pitch for private property rights. "Any zonipg 
authority we give to counties takes some 
thing from someone else: landowners," he 
warned.

"In the urbanizing copies, it's also impor- 
tant to balance individual rights with commu- 
nity interests," countered Travis Co, Commis- 
sioner Sarah Eckhardt “The market is always 
thin Hi rg about today.

Rost said counties need the power “to 
deny development rights to a big, dense 
development when there’s not water under 
the ground to sustain it."

The DEA’s Dopiness 

Hemp farmers growing nothing but impatient at government roadblocks

Two North Dakota farmers were 
back in court Nov. 12, arguing before 
the 8th U.S. Court of Appeals that 
the federal government should not 
be allowed to block their attempts to 
farm nonnarcotic industrial hemp. 
Specifically, the farmers argue that 
because their proposed cultivation is 
an entirely intrastate proposition, 
sanctioned by state law, the 
Constitution’s commerce clause pre- 
cludes the Drug Enforcement 
Administration’s ability to regulate 
their hemp farming within the state. 

“The question is whether the mere 
existence of [the hemp] plant on the 
farmers’ property can affect” marijua- 
na commerce, the farmers’ attorney 
Joe Sandler argued to the court. 

“The answer to that is no.” 

North Dakota lawmakers in 1999 
passed legislation that would allow 
state farmers to cultivate industrial 
hemp - a cousin of the drug marijua- 
na that contains only trace amounts 
of tetrahydrocannabinol, the drug’s 
main psychoactive ingredient. Hemp 
was once a major American staple 
crop (the federal government actually 
encouraged farmers to grow it during 
World War II), but by the end of the 1950s 
(thanks to a variety of factors, including a 
weakened market), the crop disappeared 
from the landscape. 

Farmers David Monson (also a veteran 
Republican state representative recently 
named speaker of the North Dakota House) 
and Wayne Hauge (a certified seed dealer 
and certified public accountant) were the 
first two farmers to apply for, and receive, 
state licenses to grow the crop. But they 
have yet to plant any seed because, accord- 
ing to the DEA, hemp is nothing but dope - 
and dope is illegal. Although the agency has 
received multiple requests to grow the crop, 
it has ignored them, critics charge - includ- 
ing an application to plant a research crop 
made by North Dakota State University in 
1998. (The agency finally took action on the 
NDSU permit late last year, after being 
roundly criticized by a federal district judge 
for its perpetual stalling.) 

Annoyed by federal narcos, North Dakota 
lawmakers in 2007 amended their hemp- 
farming law, removing a requirement that 
state-licensed farmers first obtain DEA 
approval before cultivating their crops - the 
concession to the feds wasn’t really neces- 
sary, because the nonnarcotic portions of 
the plant aren’t subject to federal regula- 
tion, thus their farming wouldn’t in any way 
affect the illegal market for drug marijuana. 
Still, the DEA argues otherwise, and Monson 
and Hauge have been reluctant to move 
forward, afraid that the feds might try to 


charge them with drug cultivation. According 
to the DEA, marijuana is a Schedule I drug 
under the Controlled Substances Act, and 

therefore possession or cultivation is abso- 
lutely prohibited without DEA permission. 

The farmers agree that marijuana is regulat- 
ed by the CSA, but they argue that the non- 
narcotic portions of the plant - the silk, 
fiber, sterilized seeds, and oil - are exempted 
from DEA control. The DEA opposition has 
created an odd situation: Hemp products 
are legal to buy, sell, and possess in the 
U.S., but according to the DEA, the plant 
cannot be grown here, which means that 
the raw hemp has to be imported, as do 
many of the finished consumer products. 
(Currently, most U.S. hemp goods are 
imported from other countries, including 
Canada, which reauthorized hemp farming 
in 1997, and China.) 

Monson and Hauge first headed into fed- 
eral court in Bismarck, N.D., last year, asking 
for the judge to intervene and tell the DEA 
to butt out of their plans to grow hemp. That 
didn’t happen; while Judge Daniel Hovland 
was not impressed with the DEA’s handling 
of the case, he nonetheless concluded that 
there is no difference between hemp and 
the drug marijuana under the CSA. Monson 
and Hauge say Hovland erred in his conclu- 
sion and are asking the 8th Circuit to over- 
rule that conclusion. The court’s ruling is 
expected next year. ■

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Not in My Graveyard: 

RAMP vs. Covenant Presbyterian

In an affluent, urban landscape, land 
comes at a premium. Sometimes the strug- 
gle for space makes for strange foes - like, 
say, a church and a cemetery. 

Sharon Blythe’s husband died of cancer 
in 1989, and she buried him in Austin 
Memorial Park Cemetery, a tree-dotted 
swath of grassy acreage just east of MoPac 
between Hancock and Northland drives. 
Since then, Blythe has become a self- 
appointed protector of the municipal ceme- 
tery, which she sees as under siege. She 
leads an organization called Rescue Austin 
Memorial Park Cemetery, or RAMP The 
group has about 700 members - who are 
kept abreast of cemetery issues via e-mail 
and postcards - in its database, she says. 
Most of the members became involved by 
signing a petition circulated at the cemetery. 

Blythe’s husband, she says, was American 
Indian. “In his culture, you don’t mess with 
stuff like this,” she says, as she drives 
slowly along a narrow drive slicing through 
the graveyard. The “stuff like this” she 
refers to is what she sees as the desecra- 
tion of what she calls sacred ground by - of 
all things - a church. 

Covenant Presbyterian Church’s prop- 
erty line abuts the cemetery to the north. 
Just a few feet of asphalt separate church 
buildings and the cemetery border. Last 
year, the Austin City Council voted 7-0 to 
rent the church a 50-by-400-foot strip of 
vacant, city-owned cemetery property to 
stage construction of a new building and 
provide access for construction vehicles. 

The four-story building, scrunched onto the 
church’s crowded lot, will house the church’s 
youth programs and preschool and provide 
space for community events. 


The church paid the city $55,000 in rent 
last year for the strip of cemetery. Last 
month, the city manager’s office approved an 
extension until February, at an additional rent 
payment of $10,500. A chain-link fence - 
screened to conceal construction equipment 
and materials stored there - surrounds the 
staging area, which rests on an unoccupied 
end of the cemetery, hundreds of feet from 
the nearest grave. Church officials say that, 
no matter what, the church will be off ceme- 
tery property by Feb. 9 and that the land will 
be returned to its former state. 

So what’s the problem? Blythe has lots of 
them. First and foremost, she says, it’s 
against state law to use dedicated cemetery 
land for any other use (a judge disagreed). 
And the fact that City Council Member Brew- 
ster McCracken is a member and deacon of 
the church doesn’t sit well with her. He 
should have recused himself from the 7-0 
vote, she says. (McCracken was publicly 
open about his membership, church officials 
say, and in no way enriched himself with his 
vote. The council member was on his honey- 
moon at press time; however, a city ethics 
official determined McCracken’s vote was not 
a conflict of interest.) Nevertheless, “He 
voted to give his church a $200,000 bene- 
fit,” Blythe says, referring to the church offi- 
cial’s admission in court that the congrega- 
tion could have coughed up that amount for 
a construction crane, staged construction in 
its parking lot, and avoided using cemetery 
land. Her overreaching fear, however, is that the 
church’s encroachment on cemetery land is 
the latest tactic in an ongoing plot to acquire 
part of it and build a parking lot. “Once the 
cemetery is gone, it’s gone,” Blythe says. “This 
is a great resource for the city of Austin.” 


The church - whose 1,800 members hail 
from Allandale, Tarrytown, Rosedale, and 
Northwest Hills - is bursting at the seams. 
The site lacks parking spaces, so members 
are shuttled from area businesses for 
Sunday services. The church unsuccessfully 
tried to lease cemetery property for parking 
space from the city in 1991. And in 2004, 
the church offered to build a $2 million 
columbarium in the cemetery, which would 
have included parking spaces for both the 
cemetery and the church. The church struck 
a similar deal with the city in 1997 when it 
built a joint-use parking lot for the adjacent 
Northwest Recreation Center. 

“We try to deal in win-win scenarios,” says 
Covenant administrator Frederick Clement. 
However, the church, he says, no longer has 
ambitions to gain cemetery land. “I told the 
City Council in August of 2007 that we have 
absolutely no intention of acquiring cemetery 
land,” he says. “I don’t know how much more 
clear I can be.” 

“I have never heard that they [the church] 
want to buy a piece of the cemetery,” 
McCracken aide Rossana Barrios confirms. 
“There’s never been any talk about that in 
this office.” 

Blythe doesn’t buy it. In her efforts to pre- 
serve the cemetery, she has waged a lobby- 
ing effort involving frequent letters, meetings, 
and phone calls with city officials and the 
press. At times, the riff between the church 
and RAMP has gotten dead ugly. In a con- 
frontation at the church, Clement says that 
Blythe once commanded him to go to h-e- 
double-toothpicks - Blythe says she merely 
informed him of where he was already going 
-and the church’s attorney, Douglas Kilday, 
says she once prophesied that the entire 
congregation was destined for eternal dam- 
nation. Blythe, who characterizes the church 
folk as “smooth” and “very aggressive,” 
says Kilday has ridiculed her activism as a 
“dog-and-pony show.” 

Blythe has been extraordinarily successful. 
She managed to kill the 2004 deal and 


dashed any lingering hope the church may 
have had to build parking in the cemetery. 
Nevertheless, she continues the fight. “She 
won,” Clements says. “Mrs. Blythe doesn’t 
know how to take 4 yes’ for an answer.” 

Last October, RAMR Blythe, and three other 
individuals filed a lawsuit and asked for a tem- 
porary injunction to keep the church from using 
cemetery land to stage its construction. A judge 
denied the injunction and threw out the lawsuit. 
In November 2007, she successfully lobbied to 
have the 90-year-old Austin Memorial Park 
named a Historic Texas Cemetery by the Texas 
Historical Commission, adding an additional 
layer of legal protection. In September of this 
year, she testified before City Council in an 
attempt to stop the extension of the rental con- 
tract. And she continues to lobby City Hall for 
an ordinance permanently disallowing alterna- 
tive uses on municipal cemetery land. 

“You can’t count on what the city says today 
will happen tomorrow,” Blythe says. “That’s 
why we have to change the code. We need a 
permanent solution.” 

Clement says the church is just trying to be 
a good neighbor. The congregation could have 
scraped together $200,000 for a crane. 
Instead, it paid the city $65,500, which is ear- 
marked for cemetery improvements - another 
of Covenant’s “win-win” constructions. The 
new building will be available to community 
groups not affiliated with the church. And 
church members are doing their part to curb 
urban sprawl, pollution, and traffic congestion 
by making use of the plot they’ve got. 

“We decided eight years ago not to move 
out to the burbs,” says Elizabeth Christian, 
a church member, wife of former Mayor 
Bruce Todd, and president of a PR firm bear- 
ing her name. “We are a neighborhood 
church; 70 to 75 percent of our members 
live within three miles.” 

A good neighbor, she believes, but the 
church refuses to let Blythe and RAMP bring 
it down. “We don’t get down on our knees,” 
Christian says. “We’re Presbyterians.”

The Cable Channel Shell-Game Shuffle 

Whoops! There goes another one; 
and watching the monochrome news.

The Federal Communications Commission 
is investigating Time Warner Cable and 
other cable systems around the country 
over the practice of moving channels from 
analog to digital tiers, an apparent attempt 
to prod people to pay for the more expensive 
digital service. 

Earlier this month, Time Warner dropped 
KLRU2, an alternative channel for the local 
public broadcasting affiliate, from Channel 20, 
making it available only on digital Channel 
255. With Channel 20 now broadcasting 
color bars, Time Warner offers customers 
four empty channels in its lower “basic” tier, 
including the spot vacated when the National 
Geographic Channel was moved to digital - 
only 18 months ago. 

Time Warner says it is simply making room 
for more high-definition channels. “We’re not 
looking at taking anything away from custom- 
ers,” said Stacy Schmitt, Time Warner 
Cable’s vice president of communications. 
“We’re looking to give customers what they 
want, which is more HD channels.” But 
consumer advocates believe the strategy 
is a thinly veiled ploy to push customers 
toward digital packages, 
which require the rental of 
a set-top box. “Consumers 
should not have to pay more 
to receive those channels,” 

FCC Chairman Kevin Martin 
told reporters recently. “Nor 
should they pay the same 
as they had previously for 
less channels if those chan- 
nels are moved from a 
basic pricing package to an 
all-digital tier.” 

KLRU General Manager 
Bill Stotesbery declined to 
speculate on Time Warner’s 
motivation for dumping 
KLRU2 from Channel 20, 
beyond expressing his “dis- 
appointment.” But he is 
“frustrated” that Time Warner customer ser- 
vice reps are reportedly telling callers that it 
was, in part, KLRU’s decision to move the 
channel, which is not true. When a Chronicle 
reporter called Time Warner to question the 
decision, a customer representative said the 
move was made “for quality purposes.” 

As part of the investigation, the cable 
systems have been ordered to forward all 
complaints to the FCC. 

Meanwhile, Time Warner plans to move 
the Austin Community College education 
channel (Channel 19) to its digital tier in 
January. But the cable system is offering ACC 
fans a free, stripped-down digital converter 
box. The box will allow them to watch the 
ACC channel, but they will still have to pay 
for the other digital channels. 


IF YOU’RE BLACK, GET BACK ... 

Barack Obama has been elected leader of 
the free world, but there’s still at least one 
job apparently beyond the reach of African- 
Americans - an evening weekday anchor 
position with an Austin TV news station. 
None of the local stations features an 
African-American in a lead role, a longstand- 
ing situation that doesn’t necessarily fit the 
racism-is-dead, kumbaya vision inspired by 
Obama’s election. 

While black reporters and weekend 
anchors are common, the dearth of African- 
American lead news anchors - and minority 
lead anchors, in general - is a common phe- 
nomenon in markets around the country, 
most often dismissed within the industry as 
an anomaly, a quirk of the business. Except, 
at some point, you have to ask why. If there 
is no color line, why aren’t there more blacks 
in lead anchor roles? 

The selection of top anchors - the news- 
readers who handle the most-watched eve- 
ning newscasts - is no accident. They are lit- 
erally the “faces” of the news operation, 
heavily promoted and paid the top salaries. 
Choosing a lead anchor is usually a careful 
process; highly paid con- 
sultants are typically hired 
to help, and all candidates 
are vetted for their per- 
ceived ability to attract the 
largest possible audience. 

Yet minority lead anchors 
remain a rarity on Austin’s 
network affiliates. The 
last African-American lead 
anchor in Austin, veterans 
say, was Stephanie 
Rochon, who teamed 
with Dick Ellis on KTBC 
in the mid-Nineties. 

Two of the local network 
affiliates, KXAN and KVUE, 
recently went searching for 
new lead anchors - both 
settled on Caucasian 
women. (And, sticking to the regimen of TV 
news, both replaced women with women, pre- 
serving the male-female combos that are 
almost universally used on every news desk. 
Apparently broadcasters believe viewers would 
go into convulsions if two women or two men 
were reading the news.) KVUE General 
Manager Patti Smith says a black woman 
was a finalist to replace Christine Haas, but 
she accepted another job. Smith says it’s 
hard to find qualified black anchors with big- 
league talent and experience - an oft-repeat- 
ed position by TV news managers. Under this 
theory, African-Americans are not taking jour- 
nalism classes and pursuing TV news careers, 
apparently uninterested in jobs as highly paid 
newsreaders. “It would shock you how few 
minorities apply for these jobs,” Smith said. 




Bob Butler, a regional director of the 
National Association of Black 
Journalists, who has led research projects 
on diversity in TV news, doesn’t discount that 
few African-Americans are moving up through 
the system. “It is hard to explain,” he said. 
But he believes there are clearly additional 
factors at work. So many blacks are assigned 
the weekend shift, it’s sometimes called the 
“soul patrol,” he notes. “Part of it is the 
good old boy network,” Butler said. “People 
are going to hire who they are comfortable 
with, and it’s who you know.” 

Recent studies by the National Association 
of Black Journalists found only 11.4% of 
executives in network-owned stations are 
black (only 4% are Hispanic); 40 of the 61 
stations surveyed had either one or no man- 
agers of color. There is not a single African- 
American executive producer running a major 
network news program, NABJ found. 


ADS TO SWOON? 

Bad times are ahead for the local TV sta- 
tions. The Television Bureau of Advertising 

predicts local TV ad revenue will drop 7% to 
11% in 2009. The only thing that saved the 
2008 numbers was political ads, analysts say. 

New Texas Monthly president and Editor- 
in-Chief Evan Smith has decided it will take 
two people to replace him as the magazine’s 
editor. Senior Editor Jake Silverstein is the 
new editor, while article Editor Brian D. 
Sweany is the new editor of special projects. 

KXAN owner LIN Television and Time War- 
ner were typically coy about results of their 
protracted retransmission negotiations, which 
knocked the station off the cable system for 
a few weeks. But LIN CEO Vincent Sadusky 
was less diplomatic in a call with analysts. 
“The bottom line is we received the compen- 
sation that we set out to receive from Time 
Warner,” he said. ■ 


Listening in on LB J 

As the latest Texan in the White House starts 
packing up, we’re about to learn a bit more about 
the first Texan to be commander-in-chief - and the 
last Lone Star Democrat to hold that position. It’s 
been 40 years since the end of Lyndon Baines 
Johnson’s presidency, and as part of the yearlong 
Centennial Celebration marking that anniversary, 
the LBJ Library and Museum is releasing record- 
ings of his telephone conversations from his last 
nine months in the Oval Office, stretching from 
May 1968 through January 1969.

Sustainable Biodiesel: 
Made in Austin 

How two guys are putting Austin on the biodiesel map... again

In 2006, Austin had more biodiesel pumps 
than any other U.S. city, a distinction that 
owed much to Jeff Plowman, who co-founded 
Austin Biofuels in 2003 with mechanical engi- 
neer Kurt Lyell and diesel mechanic (and beer 
brewer) Robby Plenge. Plowman had discov- 
ered biodiesel almost by accident in 1999, 
while handcrafting soap for his previous busi- 
ness, Herbal Soapworks. Batches would some- 
times go wrong, leaving a watery layer of oil 
that was essentially biodiesel. Plowman tried 
the home-brewed fuel in his diesel van - it 
worked, and before long, he was building 
Austin’s biodiesel market from scratch, as Aus- 
tin Biofuels. The company opened Texas’ first 
public biodiesel pump in 2003 and by 2006 
had built an estimated customer base of 200 
customers, with sales of 20,000 gallons a 
month. The heyday, however, was short-lived. 

In January, Austin Biofuels ended its direct- 
sales operations, and Plowman switched his 
focus to consulting. He cites many reasons, 
among them insufficient access to capital and 
credit, as well as what he and others in the 
business consider an arcane and overreaching 
regulatory stance toward popular biodiesel 
blends by the Texas Commission on Environ- 
mental Quality Austin Biofuels isn’t the only 
supplier closing out; the sinking price of 
petroleum diesel has made it less cost effective 
for gas stations to provide the more eco- 
friendly variation. The result is that today, 
with the exception of official city of Austin 
sources for fleet vehicles, biodiesel has been 
reduced to a solitary retail source (Eco-Wise at 
HOW Elizabeth), and it’s not clear when that 
situation will improve. However, changes are 
in progress in the local industry, with the 
expectation that they will ready the ground for 
a revival. 

Early this year, Austin Biofuels sold its 
pumps and equipment to Jason Burroughs of 
DieselGreen Fuels, Austin’s first commercial 
purveyor of waste vegetable oil and Austin 
Biofuels’ former competitor. Not long thereaf- 
ter, Plowman was appointed the executive 
director of the Sustainable Biodiesel Alliance. 
And last month, Plowman and Burroughs - 
the two biggest players in Austin’s biodiesel 
game - got together to make a deal. Plowman 
transferred ownership of a big blue tanker 
truck to Burroughs, and in doing so, the man 
who helped put Austin at the forefront of the 
national biodiesel market effectively handed 
over the keys to Austin’s day-to-day biodiesel 
business to the next generation. 

Now in the retail driver’s seat, Burroughs is 
intent on building a profitable business using 
local resources to produce biodiesel for Austin- 
ites. In the meantime, as head of the SBA, 
Plowman will widen his focus to broader 
issues, such as biodiesel’s impact on global 


food supplies and climate change. And in 
bringing the SBA to his hometown, he’ll be 
once more establishing Austin as a center of 
innovation for the biodiesel industry 

Setting Industry Standards 

Energy experts agree that biodiesel isn’t 
going to be the silver bullet that ends our oil 
addiction. It’s more like a silver BB in a shot- 
gun blast of sustainability that includes sev- 
eral technologies. But unlike a lot of promis- 
ing green innovations, biodiesel is here right 
now. The renewable fuel is commonly made 
from waste and virgin vegetable oils such as 
soy, canola, cottonseed, and sunflower, as 
well as rendered animal fat, and is chemically 
processed to be usable in unmodified diesel 
engines. Biodiesel can be blended at any ratio 
with petroleum diesel yet burns much cleaner 
than petroleum. But while biodiesel might 
become a partial remedy to oil dependency, 
critics note that biofuels exacerbate other ills 
- global food shortages, tropical deforesta- 
tion, and climate change - by driving produc- 
ers to grow fuel crops on land that was once 
forest or used to grow food - and then ship- 
ping it long distances. Those are problems 
Burroughs and Plowman each plan to address 
in his own way. 

One should be able to pull 
into a fueling station, see 
the biodiesel pump labeled 
with a sustainability 
seal, and know that it 
was produced with a low- 
carbon footprint from 
American feedstocks. 

For Plowman, that means working with SBA. 
The alliance’s mission is to establish biodie- 
sel-industry standards and best practices that 
promote localized, low-carbon production 
and distribution, while directly addressing 
claims that biodiesel must compete with food 
or hasten global warming. Its goal is to estab- 
lish a seal of sustainability - comparable to 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture “Organic” 
seal, says Plowman - based on a strict set of 
biodiesel standards. Jump-started with 
$100,000 from the Hard Rock Cafe, the SBA 
arose from a discussion among actress Daryl 
Hannah; Annie Nelson, the wife of biodiesel 
advocate and Red Headed Stranger Willie 
Nelson; and Kelly King, co-founder of indus- 
try pioneer Pacific Biofuel. The Hawaiian 
company opened the first public biodiesel 
pump in the U.S., turning Maui’s waste vege-

table oil into fuel. Sustainable biodiesel, says 
King, can be both green and economically 
beneficial to communities by keeping fuel dol- 
lars local. She said the SBA is in Austin solely 
because of Plowman, whose pioneering work 
in the field suggests that he and the city are a 
good fit for the organization. 

In October, industry leaders gathered in 
Austin to begin drafting the guidelines for the 
SBA seal. A draft set of guidelines is posted on 
the group’s website, www.fuelresponsibly.org, 
and is set to be finalized in the coming weeks. 
“All biodiesel is not created equal,” said 
Plowman, “so establishing baseline practices 
for biodiesel production and distribution is 
critical to creating transparency in the market- 
place and allowing consumers to know if the 
biodiesel they are purchasing is part of the 
solution or part of the problem.” Fuel from 
small, regional production facilities using 
locally sourced feedstocks is preferable to fuel 
produced in Florida and trucked to 
Washington, he said, or to biodiesel made 
from palm oil grown on clear-cut tropical rain 
forest land and shipped to the U.S. 

Overall, the SBA’s certification system will 
evaluate factors such as feedstocks, water use, 
carbon release, working conditions, air emis- 
sions, waste handling, community benefit, and 
quality. Plowman cautions that using “biodie- 
sel for biodiesel’s sake could be a double- 
edged sword.” With local and national biofuel 
mandates expected to grow (Austin already 
fuels all city-owned diesel vehicles with a 20% 
biodiesel blend), trucking in biodiesel from a 
far-flung plant simply to meet a quota may 
contradict the goal of sustainability. Small, 
local plants serving local needs are best, he 
said. For the customer, the sustainability seal 
is about making things as easy as possible. In 
the SBA’s view, one should be able to pull into 
a fueling station, see the biodiesel pump 
labeled with a sustainability seal, and know 
that it was produced with a low-carbon foot- 
print from American feedstocks. “I want biod- 
iesel that I feel good about available to me,” 
said Plowman. 


Filling the Vacuum 

The realization of the SBA’s vision depends 
heavily on the work of start-ups like Burroughs’ 
DieselGreen Fuels, Austin’s only biodiesel 
retailer since the close of Austin Biofuels. He 
says he founded the company to help “fill a 
leadership vacuum in this country.” Big oil 
companies’ unwillingness to make biodiesel 
available to customers has given rise to simi- 
larly successful biodiesel start-ups around the 
country. Burroughs plans to use Plowman’s 
big blue tanker truck to haul the large quanti- 
ties of waste vegetable oil he collects for free 
from restaurants around town - an improve- 
ment over the trailer-mounted tanks he was 
using before. He’ll sell some of the grease to 
locals who have converted their cars to run on 
straight vegetable oil, but most will be carted 
to Carl’s Comer, the iconic truck stop and 
longtime Willie Nelson haunt outside Waco. 
Carl’s Comer is currently undergoing a major 
overhaul and will reopen in the next few 
months as a bona fide biodiesel tmck stop, 
both producing and selling biodiesel thanks to 
an on-site plant operated by Pacific Biodiesel, 
which is currently up and running. 

Burroughs works a day job in the tech 
industry out of his East Austin home and has 
yet to take a salary from DieselGreen. He sees 
himself as part of an emerging new culture of 
green entrepreneurs: unsatisfied cube-dwellers 
who have devoted their spare time and money 
to eco-enterprises. He moved to Austin in 
1996, for modest beginnings, building com- 
puters for $6 an hour. By 1999, the tech boom 
had treated him well - well enough to buy a 
fancy sports car (a Dodge Viper, “the epitome 
of conspicuous consumption,” he calls it) on 
the foreboding date of Sept. 11, 2001. Soon 
thereafter, Burroughs found himself working 
in a cubicle at Dell asking, “What’s next?” 
Tike many of his peers, he was growing weary 
of the tech industry’s “hollow pursuit” of 
making things ever faster and smaller. Jaded 
by the Iraq war and the conflict’s intrinsic 
relationship to Mideast oil, Burroughs recog-

Algae: Slime to the Rescue 


A lot of folks are hoping a slimy green 
superhero called algae will emerge from its 
murky lagoon to help us defeat the dual 
threats of oil dependency and climate 
change. Many believe algae is the next-gener- 
ation biofuel with the best potential to offset 
oil consumption, especially of heavy oils such 
as diesel and jet fuel, which power the 
planes, big rigs, trains, and bulldozers that 
aren’t well served by batteries. Algae can 
yield up to 100 times more oil per acre than 
today’s biofuel crops, and it doesn’t require 
soil or fertilizer. The uni- 
cellular organism can 
double its mass every 24 
hours and thrives on sun- 
light, carbon dioxide, and 
brackish or salty water - 
all of which are plentiful 
in Texas. In Austin, work 
is well under way to bring 
algae to the forefront of 
the industry. 

Norm Whitton is 
responsible for much of 
the local algal progress. 

The oil-industry veteran 
of nearly 30 years spoke 
last week at Algae: Pond 
Powered Biofuels, a 
forum held by the University of Texas’ Clean 
Energy Incubator. He recalled living in 
Singapore in 2001 and consulting on a mas- 
sive new Chinese oil refinery. When he real- 
ized that China hoped to satisfy its fast- 
growing consumption with the same oil 
sources as the U.S., he extrapolated the 
results and said to himself: “Wow, I’m 
scared. I’ve got to do something.” Since 
2006, Whitton’s company, Sunrise Ridge 
Algae Inc., has been collaborating with the 
city of Austin’s Hornsby Bend Biosolids 
Management Plant (the destination for 


everything you flush down the toilet) and var- 
ious departments from UT, which claims to 
maintain the largest algae species library in 
the world. 

Whitton envisions a 500- to 600-acre 
local algae plant that pumps Austin’s waste- 
water and C0 2 (captured from a nearby natu- 
ral-gas power plant) into closed ponds that 
look like giant water beds. Today, algae must 
be dried out or treated with a chemical 
called hexane to extract its oily contents. But 
Robert Hebner, director of UT’s Center for 
Electromechanics, is per- 
fecting ways of tearing 
open algae cells with 
electromagnetic fields - a 
more efficient way to 
extract the oil. At a cur- 
rent cost of $10-40 a gal- 
lon, algae power is still a 
long way off, but venture 
capitalists, oil companies, 
airplane makers, and 
state and federal govern- 
ments are all taking 
notice and taking out their 
checkbooks. Investments 
in algae development 
have jumped from $2 mil- 
lion in 2004 to more than 
$206 million this year. 

Whitton hopes to be producing algae com- 
mercially in four to five years and thinks plants 
like his will one day fill the role of today’s myri- 
ad small and large oil producers, while he 
foresees companies such as Shell, BP, and 
Chevron continuing to manage the refining and 
distribution, much as they do today. Whitton is 
optimistic about algae, but he’s cautious, too: 
“It would be nice if something came along to 
solve our problem so that we didn’t have to 
change our lifestyle,” he said. “The reality is 
that ‘it’ isn’t here yet.” - D.M.

What is biodiesel? 

Biodiesel is diesel fuel made from waste and virgin vegetable 
oils like soy, canola, cottonseed, and sunflower, as well as rendered 
animal fat - all chemically processed to be usable in unmodified 
diesel engines. 

How is biodiesel made? 

Biodiesel is produced through a refinery process called 
“transesterification,” which involves a reaction between the oil (from 
vegetables or animal fat) and an alcohol used to remove the glycerin, 
a byproduct used to make products like cosmetics and soap. 

Removing the glycerine allows unmodified diesel vehicles to burn 
biodiesel, produced to industry specifications, in order to ensure 
proper performance. 

What's the difference between 
ethanol and biodiesel? 

Ethanol, which is made from fermenting starch crops (typically corn or 
cellulosic biomass such as grasses or agricultural waste), is intended for 
use in gasoline engines, while biodiesel is intended for diesel engines. 
What’s referred to as “ethanol” is a blend of 85% ethanol and 15% 
gasoline called E85, and it can only be used in flex-fuel vehicles designed 
to handle the fuel. Ethanol contains about 25% less energy than gas and 
therefore results in diminished fuel economy. Ethanol is frequently used 
as an additive to help reduce smog-forming emissions; gasoline in many 
metro areas in Texas contains 10% ethanol. Pure biodiesel contains about 
10% less energy than petroleum diesel. However, a Minnesota 
Department of Agriculture study found that ethanol returned 34% more 
energy than it took to produce it, while biodiesel returned 220% more - 
that’s compared to gasoline’s -19.5% and diesel’s -15.7%. 

What's the mission of the 
Sustainable Biodiesel Alliance? 

SBA’s mission is to establish biodiesel industry standards and best 
practices that promote localized, low-carbon production and distribution, 
while addressing claims that biodiesel must compete with food or hasten 
global warming. 

What is “sustainable biodiesel”? 

The SBA defines sustainable biodiesel as “biodiesel that is produced 
in a manner that, on a life-cycle basis, minimizes the generation of 
pollution, including greenhouse gases; reduces competition for, and 
use of, natural resources and energy; reduces waste generation; 
preserves habitat and ecosystems; maintains or improves soils; avoids 
use of genetically modified organisms; and provides community 
economic benefit that results in jobs and fair labor conditions.” 
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How does an engine 
run on vegetable oil? 

In a vegetable oil system, the 
engine preheats the vegetable oil 
before it is introduced into the 
injection system. The driver begins 
each car trip on diesel (or biodie- 
sel) and warms the engine to its 
normal operating temperature 
(around 180 degrees Fahrenheit) 
before activating the system. 
Activation stops the diesel from 
entering the engine and allows 
only vegetable oil into the fuel 
system until the driver approaches 
his destination, at which point he 
enters the “flush” or “purge” 
mode, reintroducing diesel to the 
injection system. If veggie oil is 
left to cool in the engine, it can 
clog the fuel system; the purge 
procedure pushes the oil back to 
its tank, eliminating it from the 
injection system and allowing the 
engine to start easily once it has 
cooled off. - D.M. 


Can my car or truck use biodiesel 
or waste vegetable oil? 

Most diesel vehicles can run on biodiesel without 
modification (vehicles built before 1992 may need some fuel 
lines replaced in order to use pure biodiesel). When 
switching to biodiesel for the first time, be prepared to 
replace your fuel filter. Diesel vehicles require a conversion 
kit to burn veggie oil, but any diesel car or truck can be 
converted. DieselGreen Fuels sells and installs waste 
vegetable oil conversion kits for $3,000. 

Can I recycle my oil from 
holiday deep-frying? 

Yes. Both DieselGreen and the city of Austin will accept 
used residential cooking oil and grease to be recycled as 
biodiesel (the city may use it for other environmental 
products as well, such as soap). Just put the oil back in its 
original container (or something with a sealable lid) once it 
cools, and drop it off at either DieselGreen, 5217 E. Cesar 
Chavez (247-FUEL) or the Household Hazardous Waste 
Facility, 2514 Business Center Dr. (974-4343).

nized biodiesel as a potential solution he 
could produce in his own garage. 

DieselGreen started as a Google Group for 
biodiesel home-brewers, then transitioned 
into the nonprofit Austin Biodiesel Cooperative 
before Burroughs switched to a for-profit 
model in 2006. He now has two full-time 
employees, collects oil from 100 restaurants, 
and has set his sights on building Austin s 
first biodiesel plant. “It’s shocking that there’s 
not a biodiesel plant within 100 miles of 
Austin,” he said, given that Austin currently 
consumes more than 500,000 gallons of 
biodiesel per year (New York, San Francisco, 
and Portland, Ore., all have plants to serve 
their metro needs). In two years, DieselGreen 
has gone from selling 1,000 gallons of fuel per 
month to selling about 4,000 gallons a week, 
with nearly $1 million in annual revenue. 
“My vision is to collect 50,000 gallons of 


waste veggie oil per month from 1,000 local 
restaurants” and process it into biodiesel 
locally, Burroughs said. He sees the use of 
waste vegetable oil for biodiesel as a “higher 
and better use” than its current applications 
- which, he points 
out, include coat- 
ings for otherwise 
indigestible types 
of cattle feed such 
as corn cobs and 
chicken feathers. 

The Next Phase 

For biodiesel ultimately to prosper and yet 
remain sustainable, producers will have to 
determine how to make more fuel from waste 
products (as in Burroughs’ model), as well as 
from nonfood crops such as algae produced 


on land that’s otherwise unfarmable (see 
“Algae: Slime to the Rescue,” p.35). Burroughs 
and others are also eyeing sludgelike brown 
grease or “trap grease,” which all restaurants 
are required to have removed every quarter, 
as an untapped 
biodiesel feed- 
stock. Plowman 
says brown grease 
plants are already 
in the works in 
New York and San 
Francisco. On the 
public-policy side, the industry could use a 
few more biodiesel lobbyists. Texas biodiesel 
was crippled by the way the TCEQ chose to 
apply its Texas Low Emission Diesel Program 
to biodiesel blends beginning last January, 
requiring expensive testing and fuel additives 
that producers call pointless (see “Biodiesel 


Industry Fumes Over State’s Heavy Hand,” 
March 14). Biodiesel receives a fraction of the 
incentives and giveaways granted to the 
petroleum industry, and a key state produc- 
tion tax credit was dropped this year, spook- 
ing investors. 

On the national front, biodiesel did get a $ 1 
per gallon tax credit in the federal economic 
bailout, a national renewable-fuel mandate 
calling for 500 million gallons per year of 
biodiesel use takes effect next year, and 
President-elect Obama is said to be a fan of 
biofuels. By 2010, automakers are expected to 
roll out more than a dozen new clean-diesel 
cars and trucks. And with aggressive entrepre- 
neurs like Plowman and Burroughs driving the 
industry, Austin is likely to remain at the fore- 
front of biodiesel progress. ■

IMPROV FOR EVIL ‘You’re a loose cannon, Cochise!’ 


More shooting stars than ever 


Richardson, who charmed audiences as lisp- 
ing Winthrop Paroo in that same TexARTS 
show, was cast in the revival of Gypsy head- 
lined by Patti LuPone and directed by Arthur 
Laurents, who wrote Gypsy's book. But they’ve 
just been joined by three more Austinites: 
David Bologna, 2008 B. Iden Payne Award 
winner for his turn in the Zach Performing 
Arts School’s Golly Gee Whiz, is sharing the 
plum role of Michael, cross-dressing best bud 
to Billy, in Billy Elliot: The Musical, which 
opened Nov. 13, and Nicole Lowrance, 
Westlake High class of ’97, and Virginia Kull, 
Bowie High class of ’00, are both part of the 
sizable comic ensemble in Horton Foote’s 
Dividing the Estate, which opened Nov. 20. 

Kull and Lowrance followed parallel career 
tracks before crossing paths in Estate’s noted 
off-Broadway run in 2007. Each graduated 
from a strong theatre training program 
(Juilliard for Lowrance, Meadows School of the 
Arts at Southern Methodist University for Kull) 
and was staying very busy with roles in region- 
al theatres. And despite the size of Estate's 
cast (13), each earned her share of apprecia- 
tive comments from the press, in the previous 
and current runs. Ben Brantley’s glowing 
notice in The New York Times cited Kull as 
among the young performers who “are impa- 
tient and uncomprehending in just the right 
ways, signaling the future that can’t arrive 
quickly enough for them.” And in the New York 
Daily News, Joe Dziemianowicz wrote: “Jenny 
Dare Paulin and Nicole Lowrance turn their 


small roles as Mary Jo’s pretentious, design- 
er-clad daughters into big fun. The look on 
their faces when they get a load of Uncle 
Lewis’ working-class girlfriend, Irene (Virginia 
Kull), in her burger-joint uniform is priceless.” 

The 13-year-old Bologna may be younger 
than these actresses, but all signs point to 
the New Orleans native - whose family relo- 
cated to Austin after Katrina - having the 
showbiz savvy to pull off a big supporting role 
in a Broadway musical. Greg Jbara, the star 
who plays Billy Elliot’s dad, described the 
youth this way to Playbill.com: “We all say, we 
need David Bologna to hold a class in come- 
dy. That kid, we think he is actually an 
80-year-old Borscht Belt veteran trapped in a 
12-year-old body. That kid blows us away 
every single night.” Bologna had honed his 
performing chops well before he reached 
Austin, in numerous stage productions as 
well as North American Irish Dance 
Championships. Little wonder that reviews 
refer to him as charming, delightful, and 
scene-stealing. 

The fact that Bologna has worked with 
Dede Clark’s KidsActing and the Zach 
Performing Arts School and that Davis and 
Richardson have studied with TexARTS (and 
Davis with Austin Musical Theatre before 
that) reflects well on the kind of musical the- 
atre training that is available for young peo- 
ple in Central Texas. Congratulations to 
Austin’s latest Broadway stars and to the art- 
ists who trained them. - Robert Fa ires 


While Austin boasts so many improvisational comedy 
troupes you probably couldn’t count them on 10 hands, it 
most likely can only boast one that was created because of 
an improvisation: Improv for Evil. “Most of us went through the 
Hideout school,” says Marc Majcher (pronounced “may-chur”), 
one of IFE’s founding members, “and after our graduation 
show, we went out to dinner with our instructor, Andy Crouch. 
Nadine Latief, who is Indonesian, and I were talking to him 
about how we were born in the same hospital in Buffalo, New 
York. And we had Andy going for a little while, and after a few 
minutes he realized we were lying, obviously, and he says, ‘Oh 
God, you guys, you can’t use improv for evil like that!”’ 

But they have used improv for evil just like that, to the 
tune of as many as six shows a month at venues all around 
Austin. Their latest comic wickedness is Cochise!, an entire- 
ly improvised, 70-minute takeoff on Seventies cop shows. 
Majcher informs me: “We got the idea from a Beastie Boys 
video. They do kind of a Seventies cop-show thing, and the 
fake TV show is called Sabotage, but the main character is 
called Cochise. We liked that. It was sort of a running joke 
in our troupe for a while. We were just like, ‘Cochi-i-i-ise!’ 
whenever someone would do something too wacky. And so 
we decided to make a show out of it.” 

But Majcher and his devilish cohorts didn’t come up with 
all their Seventies schtick without a lot of work. “We practice 
different sorts of Seventies cop-show tropes. We watched a 
lot of the source material, a lot of Kojak, Starsky & Hutch, 


some Baretta, a little The Streets of San Francisco, a little 
Cannon, and analyzed how the shows were structured. Then 
we improvised scenes around that structure. Early on, we 
were trying to stick to a rigid structure, but we found that 
was too limiting. So when we practice, we establish charac- 
ters and crime stuff and then just spin off that entirely.” 

And while you’ll find more than a few improv comedy 
troupes out there who rest on their laurels by sticking with 
tried-and-true characters and routines, you’ll find none of 
that with these evildoers. “We sort of discourage that as 
much as possible,” comments Majcher. “One of the best 
things about improvisation is the ability to completely take 
yourself by surprise and just have stuff come out of your 
brain and your mouth that you didn’t even know was there. 
So if you sort of stick to safe stuff, it might be funny, but 
it’s not as exciting. We try to play as close to the edge of 
what we think is possible as possible.” 

For Cochise!, that means not having any kind of plan beyond 
asking the audience for a setting and letting a different mem- 
ber of the troupe play the title role in each performance. To 
add further spice to the mix, they’ll have a guest artist join in 
every performance. “Every single thing is completely made up 
on the spot,” says Majcher. “Everyone plays everything. The 
cops, the bad guys. It’s 100 percent improvised. No byprod- 
ucts. Anything at all could happen.” - Barry Pineo

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Beyond the Frame 

Curator Elizabeth Dunbar likes art that 
punches through the gallery walls

She started with the exhibition that con- 
sisted of rearranging the walls inside the 
Arthouse building. She followed it with the 
exhibition that involved replacing a lawn 
with a vegetable garden. And soon she will 
present an exhibition on the history of punk 
rock in Austin. 

Whatever you may think of the shows she’s 
curated, you can’t accuse Elizabeth Dunbar 
of presenting art that’s safe and staid. Since 
becoming Arthouse ’s first full-time curator 
in April 2007, Dunbar has shown she takes 
the statewide organization’s mission to pro- 
mote contemporary art seriously. Her shows 
have featured artists exploring the frontiers 
of the form, in terms of media, in terms of 
conceptual approach, in terms of relation- 
ship to the community. Their work can’t 
be contained within a four-cornered frame. 
It punches through art’s conventions and 
traditions to find new places to be. In recon- 
figuring the space inside Arthouse, Florian 
Slotawa created a kind of time machine, 
focusing our attention on the 150-year-old 
structure that houses Arthouse so we might 
reflect on its history and, by extension, 
Austin’s. In creating an “Edible Estates” 
garden at the Sierra Ridge Apartments and 
hosting Sundown Schoolhouse workshops 
on food production inside Arthouse, Fritz 
Haeg engaged Austin in conversations about 
the aesthetics of our lawns and how we 
feed ourselves. With his forthcoming film 
about Austin punk, Matt Stokes will be not 
only preserving part 
of local history but 
reconnecting us with 
a DIY spirit that is an 
essential quality of 
the city’s character. 

This is art that tick- 
les the brain in new 
ways while we’re 
in front of it and 
leaves us thinking 
about it long after 
we leave the gallery. 

And that’s just how 
Dunbar likes it. 

The Chronicle 
caught up with the curator at the Jones 
Center for Contemporary Art as work for her 
latest curatorial effort, “Rapture in Rupture,” 
was being installed for its opening. She con- 
siders it her most traditional show to date 
in that it features mostly painting and sculp- 
ture, but the works by Lauren Kelley, Shiri 
Mordechay, Mindy Shapero, and Nicolau 
Vergueiro are nothing if not contemporary 
and offer plenty to tickle the brain. The 
curator shared her views on art today, 
what engages her, and her first 18 months 
at Arthouse. 


Austin Chronicle: Most of the shows you’ve 
done so far have focused on art that you cant 
put a frame around. Even after a century of 
modernism, there are still expectations that art is 
something that lives on the wall of a museum or 
gallery, and you go there, and you enjoy it there. 
Elizabeth Dunbar: A beautiful thing hanging 
on the wall that you can take aesthetic pleasure 
from, and that’s the sum of your experience. We 
hope that you take aesthetic pleasure from some 
of the work that we present, but at the same time, 
we want to make you think about it and expand 
the context in which you’re thinking about it. We 
really want you to relate it to your life, your expe- 
rience, and challenge you. You know, we want 
you to use your brain as much as your eyes. 

AC: So before you came here, did you feel that 
Arthouse already had some of that sensibility? 
ED: Definitely. The thing that appealed to me 
about Arthouse was that it was an experimen- 
tal space, that they were willing to take risks, 
that they encouraged you to take risks. They 
didn’t want to be this complacent little institu- 
tion. I remember sitting in my interview with 
some of the board members on the search 
committee, and it was like, “We want you to 
try new things, and it’s okay if you fail.” That’s 
a really wonderful thing as a curator, to have 
people who will stand behind you and sup- 
port you philosophically as well as financially 
and say: “We’re in an experimental space, and 
part of experimentation is the potential for 
failure. But there’s the potential for success, so 
go for it.” So, yeah, that’s why I’m here. 

AC: But Arthouse is a state- 
wide organization. Did you 
have any hesitation about your 
ability to do that across Texas? 
ED: I don’t know if I had 
any hesitation. I certainly 
thought a lot about what 
my goals were in my next 
career move and how they fit 
Arthouse’s mission, which 
is to bring appreciation to 
and foster the growth of 
contemporary art in Texas. 
That doesn’t mean that we 
only show Texas artists. We 
provide opportunities for 
them to exhibit but also to see work being made 
throughout the world, which puts their work in 
context and provides opportunities for them to 
meet other artists working outside of our region. 
I think it’s very important to bring in someone 
like Florian Slotawa, who had never shown in 
the United States. We bring him in, artists get to 
meet him, talk to him, see a completely differ- 
ent way of working, and that’s just as valid. 

AC: But you’re not just bringing in these artists 
from far away to say: “Here’s what I’ve done on 
the other side of the world. Look at it and respond 
to it.” You’re connecting these artists to this city 


by having them create work here. It deepens the 
bond we have with artists from other places. 

ED: That' s one of the reasons I’ve been trying 
to institute greater emphasis on site-specific 
projects or commissioned work. With Florian, 
it was about Arthouse’s building - it was about 
many, many things, but specifically using our 
building, of course, talks about our history and 
our upcoming renovation plans and all kinds of 
things. Fritz engaging with the community and 
bringing in all those people that worked on the 
workshops, it really was about Austin and was 
a great community-building project. And Matt, 
he’s focusing on the Austin music scene through 
the punk rock thread that runs through it, and 
the great thing about Matt is he’s a British art- 
ist and brings a slightly different perspective, 
but he’s really been able to integrate himself 
smoothly into the community here. He’s spent 
nearly three months working in Austin over the 
last year. He knows this material frontward and 
backward, but he brings a different skew to it at 
the same time, which makes it very exciting. 
AC: When you see a work that engages you, is 
there a tingle down the back of your neck? 

ED: Some physical reaction? I don’t know. 
That’s a difficult question to answer because it 
comes differently. Sometimes there’s something 
I’ll see that I’ll fall in love with immediately, but 
I’ll look at it for six more months, and then I’m 
like, “Ehh, I’m over that now.” And there are 
other things that bother me or trouble me, and 
I’m not sure how I feel about them, and I go 
back six months or a year later, and then it’s like, 
“You know, I really like that, because it’s holding 
my attention.” Those usually are the things that 
end up working their way into my exhibitions. 

I used to have a practice - I still sort of 
do it - where if I’m visiting galleries in New 


York or Europe or wherever, I pick up cards, 
announcements, press releases, whatever, from 
shows that I’ve seen that really intrigue me, 
and I throw them in a box, and six months 
later, when I get out the box and start going 
through that material, whatever I remember, 
then I know there’s something there, and I 
continue to explore it further. It’s the things 
that really get beneath my skin and make me 
think, that get me to scratch my head a little 
bit, that I really want to explore more. 

AC: And that you want to share with the people 
who come to Arthouse? 

ED: Exactly. Because it’s something original. If 
it’s made me scratch my head, and I see a lot 
of work, hopefully it will make everyone else 
scratch their heads a little bit, too. They may 
not love it on first view either, but that’s okay. 
It’s about having a conversation about what 
it is and coming back to it. I mean, there are 
things that I’ve seen, and years later I’m like, 
“You know, I hated that at the time, but now, 
in retrospect, that was really good.” 

AC: Are you able to assure people who don’t 
have that grounding in contemporary art that 
whatever reaction they have is okay? 

ED: We try. I’m not sure you can be 100 percent 
successful at that all the time, but we certainly 
try. One of the great things about Arthouse is 
that we’re free. So when you come in, your 
investment is you just walked in the door. You 
didn’t have to pay $20 to get in, and then you 
hated it. So come in; see if you like it. If you 
don’t like it, that’s okay. Think about it. What 
I’ve been trying to do since I’ve gotten here is 
provide didactic material for free. We’ve started 
doing brochures for every exhibition. So in addi- 
tion to the visual component, there is something 
written to help the, well, everyone. If they say,

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“Well, I just really didn’t understand what that 
was about,” they can sit down and read the 
essay and read more about the artist’s work, 
and hopefully that will provide some enlighten- 
ment. And they might think about the work in 
a different way afterward. 

It’s an issue with contemporary art. Sometimes 
it’s so conceptual that seeing it is one thing, but 
understanding all the references and layers to 
it is something else. “Rapture in Rupture” is a 
great example in that there are a lot of concep- 
tual ideas underlying most of these works, but 
at the same time, they’re visually very seductive, 
so you can appreciate it on multiple levels. 
You can love the way things look - the colors, 
the textures, the compositions, all that kind of 
stuff - and you can start digging, and there’s 
deeper meaning, there’s a lot of context beyond 
that. There’s so much information out there 
now. When you’re looking at art in the 21st 
century, you’re looking at it everywhere, and 
it can be made of anything. It can exist in all 
shapes, forms, sizes, and in every type of media: 
performance, dance, theatre, music - 
AC: Four dimensions as well as three. 

ED: Exacdy. It has no clearly defined look to it. 
So it is difficult. But at the same time, we’re liv- 
ing in this global community now, and you can 
look things up on the Internet - and I think part 
of this show is about that freneticism. There is 
this kind of chaos around us. The “rapture,” in 
a way, is that we’ve been in this era of unfettered 
information, as well as this global economic 
greed, this huge consumer culture; we’ve been 


buying stuff and stuff and stuff, and, boom, 
something hits, and we’re collapsing, and a 
lot of this work is about that collapse, these 
junctures, these ruptures that are happening, 
and it’s this rapture that’s been ruptured. And 
I’m not thinking of rapture in the biblical sense, 
although you could take it that way if you like, 
but for me, rapture was more about this global 
chaos and frenzy, and it’s rupturing right now. 
I was thinking about this show before the eco- 
nomic collapse, but when that happened, I was 
like, “Wow, that seems right on the mark.” 

AC: So how do you sum up your time at Arthouse 
so far? Are you where you wanted to be? 

ED: It’s been a very intense year and a half, 
and I think we’ve shown a lot of different 
things, but that’s exactly what I set out to do. 
What I set out to accomplish was really show 
a vast variety of stuff, that it wasn’t going to be 
just painting and sculpture; that we would do 
things like Fritz’s project, relational aesthet- 
ics; that we would bring in film and video, 
Matt Stokes; that we would do video gaming, 
something that’s not my area of expertise but 
something I’m interested in and connects 
with our community so nicely. I wanted to 
reach out to the community and take advan- 
tage of what’s here already, in a sense, but 
also expand far beyond that. Hopefully we’ve 
accomplished that. I think we have. ■

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COCONUT BLISS 

When Luna Marcus and Larry Kaplowitz 
started experimenting with ice-cream 
making, it was purely in self-interest: 

They had both given up dairy for health 
and ethical reasons but still wanted ice 
cream of some kind in their lives. They 
found the available soy and rice products 
unsatisfactory; some fell short in the 
taste department, and some just left 
them feeling bad from the inevitable 
sugar crash. With an ice-cream maker 
they got from Goodwill, they began experi- 
menting using coconut milk as a base 
and agave syrup as a sweetener. 

The results were delicious from the very 
first batch. Coconut milk is very rich, with a 
naturally creamlike texture. Unlike dairy 
cream, however, it is considered by many to 
be one of the healthiest dietary fats (possi- 
bly contributing to weight loss rather than 
gain) and extraordinarily easy to digest. 
Agave syrup has an extremely low glycemic 
index, causing such a gentle rise in blood 
sugar that it is tolerated well by those with 
sugar sensitivity, including most type 2 dia- 
betics. Not wanting to use anything but the 
best, Marcus and Kaplowitz devised 


flavors using only Fair Trade and organic 
ingredients, and the result is a frozen des- 
sert so delicious that many tasters, includ- 
ing myself, end up preferring it to ice cream. 

The texture and flavor of Coconut Bliss is 
largely indistinguishable from premium ice 
cream. It’s smooth and satisfying, meltingly 
creamy. The chocolate hazelnut fudge is 
dense with Fair Trade cocoa and organic 
chocolate fudge; the cherry amaretto 
highlights the classic combination of cher- 
ries and almond extract. The cappuccino 
combines Fair Trade coffee with organic 
vanilla, the Mint Galactica delivers 


minty chocolate chip, and the Naked 
Coconut, of course, tastes overwhelmingly 
of coconut, but the other flavors have little 
to no coconut flavor. What makes me prefer 
Coconut Bliss to premium ice cream is how 
good it makes you feel: There is no sugar 
crash, no dairy-related congestion, none of 
the “feeling yucky” that so often comes 
after a sweet indulgence. In addition to hav- 
ing a low glycemic index and being dairy- 
free, Coconut Bliss is also gluten-free, 
vegan, and kosher. (Available at Central 
Market and Whole Foods, $5.29.)

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WINES TO TAKE 
HOME FOR THE 
HOLIDAYS 

The holiday season is 
one of the best times of 
the year for wine-and- 
food pairing. Traditional 
foods like turkey, ham, 
dressing, gravy, and 
cranberry sauce are all 
wine-friendly foods that 
will work with both reds 
and whites. Despite the 
drop in the dollar, our 
neighbors down in 
Chile are still selling great holiday 
wines for less than $10. The Carmenere 
grape was a big part of Bordeaux’s suc- 
cess for centuries until a bug killed all of 
it in Europe. Chile’s border with the 
Andes prevented the bug from ever 
attacking its crop, so it has healthy vines 
more than a century old. The grape’s 



plumlike flavors marry with both 
turkey and ham, while its earth- 
iness sets off cranberry dish- 
es. The best budget buy comes 
from Concho y Toro’s Casillero 
del Diablo ($10) line. 

In Germany, a “QbA” 
wine ( Qualitatswein 
bestimmter 
Anbaugebiete) is a 
Riesling whose grapes 
didn’t get sweet enough 
to push the alcohol up to 
a normal level. 
Winemakers outside 
Europe would solve the 
problem by adding sugar before fermen- 
tation, but German authorities frown on 
that, so they force winemakers who 
raise their alcohol levels to put the 
equivalent of a scarlet letter on the 
label. Ergo QbA. In the meantime, we get 
those wines for low prices over here, like

the perfectly structured $11 Dr. Pauly- 
Bergweiler Noble House Riesling. 

My favorite turkey wine is a Cru 
Beaujolais from the Burgundy area of 
France. These wines have huge cherry and 
black-pepper aromas and enough acidity to 
fight through the richest foods on the table. 
The world has yet to catch on to these 
Beaujolais’ charms, so their price-to-quality 
ratio is ideal. Georges Duboeufs Morgon 
Jean Descombes ($13) is a wonderful ver- 
sion at a bargain price, but if you feel like 
celebrating, go for Louis Jadot’s Clos de 
Rochegres Moulin-a-Vent which, at $30, 
will beat a number of $100 Burgundies. 

Twin Liquors’ new Marketplace in 
Flancock Center has all of the wines; 
many of their neighborhood stores have 
the wines, and all can get them. The Dr. 
Pauly is also available at Whole Foods, 
and the Concho y Toro is also available at 
Spec’s, Whole Foods, and Central Market.

A couple of things happened last week that have 
The Austin Chronicle online archives very much on my 
mind. First off, distressed managers from the Hyatt 
Regency’s new SWB Southwest Bistro (208 Barton 
Springs Rd., 477-1234, www.austin.hyatt.com) called to 
report that several potential diners had tried to make 
reservations for Thanksgiving dinner based on informa- 
tion and prices they had found on the Chronicle’ s 
website - specifically, an article from 2001 about a 
previous Hyatt restaurant called La Vista. A word to 
the wise here: Unless you’re looking at a current or 
very recent issue of the Chronicle (or any other publica- 
tion, for that matter) online, there is a good possibility 
that some of the information provided may have 
changed. No publication can guarantee that the menu 
prices at any restaurant will remain the same over a 
period of years. Archives are by definition repositories 
of historical information. We don’t change or update 
archived reviews - they are a snapshot of the restau- 
rant at the specific time the review was written... And 
that brings me to my next point - some of the reactions 
in the online forums to our recent “Indie Pizzas” fea- 
ture (Nov. 14). Some readers feel that we’re obligated 
to write about all pizza restaurants when we write 
about any and that if we don’t, there is some kind of 
nefarious, discriminatory agenda at work. The most 
recent story focused on six relatively new, independently 
owned pizza restaurants that feature East Coast-style, 
thin-crust pies. One of the restaurants has been 
around for years but recently opened a popular new 
suburban location, three of them have been open less 
than a year, and the other two opened in 2006. They 
are all new to us in the sense that we had never 
reviewed them before - that was the criteria for inclu- 
sion in the story. For those of you who wrote or called 
about your favorite East Coast-style pizza restaurant 
that wasn’t covered in this particular feature, please 
check our online archives for the rave reviews of those 
eateries - I promise they have not been slighted, for- 
gotten, or overlooked. They’ve gotten well-earned recog- 
nition in the past. Wow - I feel so much better getting 
all that off my chest!... The owners of the ZuZu outlet in 
West Lake (6317 Bee Caves Rd., 732-2117, www. 
zuzuaustin.com) continue their tailgating tradition this 
week at a big potluck dinner for 200 to 300 family 
members of the UT football team before the Florns 
play the Aggies Thanksgiving night. The families will 
bring side dishes and desserts to complement the tur- 
keys prepared by the ZuZu staff. Sysco is providing the 
turkeys... Look for the new Russell’s Bistro (1 Jefferson 
Square, 467-7877) to open Dec. 5 in the former 
Vin Bistro location on Kerbey Lane. The new spot will 
feature morning coffee and pastries just like its sibling, 
Russell’s Bakery & Coffee Bar (3339 Flancock Dr., 
419-7877, www.russellsbakery.com), plus a menu of 
sandwiches, soups, and salads for lunch. Long-range 
plans call for adding weekend brunches and eventual 
dinner service...

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Fruitcake vs. Mincemeat 


As the holiday season approaches, foodie thoughts naturally turn to the two titans of the 
season’s sweet-treat groaning board: fruitcake and mincemeat pie. This reviled pair is per- 
haps the most denigrated of all desserts and the subject of great derision by detractors. I 
am proud to admit that I like fruitcake, and fellow Chronicle Food writer Kate Thornberry 
is equally fond of mincemeat pie. In the following article, Kate and I sing the praises of this 
most maligned dynamic duo while informing readers of the respective noble heritages. Come 
dear readers, and read with an open mind, suspend your prejudice, and find out what all the 
fuss is about. - Mick Vann 


Fruitcake 


Fruitcake, that darling of regifters, is a 
dense, heavy ceremonial cake commonly 
appearing during the holidays. It contains 
candied and dried fruits, citron, candied fruit 
rinds, nuts, spices, lots of sugar, and usually a 
varying degree of alcoholic liquid (rum, bran- 
dy, whiskey, liqueur, Sherry, Port, etc.). The 
ratio of fruits and nuts to batter is high; a 
proportion of 80% to 20% is not uncommon. 
Generally, the baker’s goal is to add just 
enough cake to the fruits and nuts to bind the 
mixture together. 

There are “light” and “dark” fruitcakes; 
light cakes tend to be less rich, with less 
spice, lighter colored fruits and nuts (golden 
raisins, apricot, pineapple, almonds, cashews, 
etc.), and white sugar and corn syrup. Lighter 
cakes often have a slightly higher ratio of 
cake to fruits and nuts. Darker versions are 
much more complex, using more spices, dark 
sweeteners (molasses, honey, and dark brown 
sugar), darker fruits and nuts (prunes, dates, 
cherries, raisins, pecans, walnuts, etc.), and 
usually more alcohol. This darker version of 
fruitcake is the one that most people are 
familiar with. 

Fruitcakes are blessed (or plagued) by a 
notoriously long shelf life, especially when 
they are “pickled” or “aged” and then refriger- 
ated. This process, also known as “feeding the 
cake,” involves wrapping the fruitcake in a 
piece of cheesecloth that has been soaked in 
booze of some form or another, seal- 
ing it in an airtight container, and 
popping it into the fridge or freez- 
er. Some simply drizzle the top of 
the cake with the liquor; the result is the 
same. Covering the top with powdered sugar 
is also common, but this dusting has its pur- 
pose. The high density of sugar and the alco- 
hol in the liquor both limit the possibility of 
bacterial growth, prolonging the life of the 
cake. 

The world’s oldest known fruitcake made an 
appearance on The Tonight Show With Jay Leno 
in 2003. It was baked on Nov. 27, 1878, by 
Fidelia Ford, to be stored until the following 
Thanksgiving. She passed away before the holi- 
day, and the family couldn’t bear to either eat or 
dispose of the cake. Her great-grandson Morgan 
gave Leno a taste of the 125-year-old cake, 


which the host described as smelling 
good but tasting “crystallized.” 

Some fruitcake bakers feel that it is 
necessary for the cake to “age” before 
it is eaten, preferring to make the cake sev- 
eral months to a year before it is to be con- 
sumed. The belief is that this aging process 
allows the cake to deepen its flavors while it 
matures; some even refer to the tannins in 
the fruits, which develop over time, much 
like fine wine. 

A primitive form of the fruitcake was said 
to be essential at Egyptian burials, as food 
for the journey to the afterlife. In ancient 
Rome, raisins, pine nuts, and pomegranate 
seeds were added to barley mash, producing 
a crude fruitcake valuable as a long-lived 
and compact food that sustained Roman 
legions during battle campaigns. 

Panforte, a shallow, chewy, dense 
Tuscan fruitcake made with a 


tropics, were being baked into fruitcakes all 
over Europe. 

European nut harvests also figured into the 
historical record. After the harvest, nuts from 
that season were baked into fruitcakes that were 
saved until the harvest of the following year. It 
was believed that eating the nuts from the previ- 
ous harvest would ensure and bless that year’s 
successful harvest. 


sugar and honey syrup, dates from 
13th century Siena. 

As fruitcakes marched inexorably through 
time, they gained ingredients. In the 15th 
century, dried fruits were imported to other 
parts of Europe from Portugal and the eastern 
Mediterranean. But it was the arrival of cheap 
sugar from the tropical colonies in the 16th 
century that proved to be the catalyst for the 
modem fruitcake; the discovery was made 
that soaking fruits in a concentrated sugar 
solution preserved their color and flavor. Soon 
all manner of fruits, including those from the

By the early 18th century, fmitcakes were 
being banned by the church across continen- 
tal Europe as being sinfully rich and decadent. 
By the early 19th century, the fruitcake was 
back in favor and was considered an essential 
ingredient at any proper English tea service. 
As European immigrants relocated to the 
West, the fruitcake was introduced to the 
American mainland. 

Fmitcakes are part of the culinary repertoire 
in many modem cultures. I’ve already men- 


tsj 


tioned Italy’s panforte, but don’t forget panet- 
tone, the Milanese fruit bread containing can- 
died orange, dry raisins, citron, and lemon zest, 
or panbriacone, the Tuscan sweet bread studded 
with sultanas and raisins soaked in sweet des- 
sert wine. Germany has its stollen, a sweet 
bread packed with candied fruits and marzipan. 
France has its gateau des rois, made with brioche 
and candied fruits, similar to the Portuguese 
holo rei and Spain’s roscon de reyes. Britain takes 
the standard fruitcake and coats it with marzi- 
pan and icing. All are consumed for the holi- 
days, while the Brits extend the fruitcake season 
to include pretty much any celebration. 

Nowhere in the world do fmitcakes suffer 
the abuse that they receive here in the States. 
They are received as gifts from well-meaning 
friends then thrown away or regifted. Fmit- 
cakes are used as doorstops, bookends, etc. 
For the last 13 years, Manitou Springs, Colo., 
has held its annual Great Fmitcake Toss, 
“encouraging the use of recycled fmitcakes”; 
if you don’t have one of your own, you can 
rent one for 25 cents. The current record is 
held by a group of Boeing engineers who last 
year built the Omega 380, a bicycle-powered 
compressed-air cannon that shot a 2-pound 
loaf of fmitcake 1,420 feet downrange. 

Buffalo, N.Y., on the other hand, held a 
Fruitcake Amnesty Campaign, where 
unloved fruitcakes could be passed along 
guilt-free so that they might be given to the 
homeless. It was only held one year and 
never repeated. Johnny Carson was famous 
for his joke: “The worst gift is fruitcake. There 
is only one fruitcake in the entire world, and 
people keep sending it to each other.” Calvin 
Trillin is quoted as saying, “There is nothing 
dangerous about fruitcakes, as long as people 
send them along without eating them.” To 
America’s credit, there is a Society for the 
Protection and Preservation of Fruitcakes 


Clash of the Titans: 
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(www.fruitcakesociety.org), but it doesn’t have 
actual meetings and exists only as a website. 

The largest fruitcake maker in the world is 
Collin Street Bakery in Corsicana, Texas 
(www.collinstreet.com). What began as a small- 
town hotel restaurant and bakery has turned 
into a business selling more than 1 million 
fruitcakes a year. John Ringling, of circus 
fame, stayed at the hotel every year when the 
circus performed in Corsicana and insisted 
that the cakes be sent to family and friends 
around the world, thus starting the mail- 
order business. In the mid- 19 40s, Lee 
McNutt bought the business upon the death 
of the owners and began to concentrate on 
the fruitcakes, which are made using an 
original recipe from Wiesbaden, Germany. 

These days, Collin Street bakes a full 
line of bakery products through the year, 
but between October and December, the 
staff increases from 60 to 700, producing 
30,000 fruitcakes a day. To ensure quality 
and supply, the company owns a 3,000- 
acre organic farm in Costa Rica, where its 
pineapples and papayas are grown. 
Cherries are imported from Oregon and 
Washington and raisins from California, 
and Collin Street has built the world’s larg- 
est pecan sheller to process its own nuts. 

We tasted the bakery’s Deluxe, apricot 
pecan, pineapple pecan, and the apple cin- 
namon pecan. We especially loved the 
apricot and pineapple versions and liked 
the apple, but the deal breaker for us on the 
Deluxe was the cloyingly sweet cherries. 

Jim Murphy of Austin’s own Sweetish 
Hill Bakery (www.sweetishhill.com) is a true 
devotee of the fruitcake and takes extraordi- 
nary steps to bake his version. “I grew up 
watching my grandmother and mom make 
fruitcakes. I love the process of making 
them: the candying process with the differ- 
ent fruits, all of the different steps involved. 
Sweetish Hill has always made fruitcake for 
the holidays, and over the years, we’ve 
really tried to improve it every season. 

“We candy our own fruits during July, 
August, and September, when the bakery is 
normally a little slower. The fruits are all- 
natural, and we use the peels of Ruby Red 
grapefruit and oranges from the Valley, 
Michigan Royal red cherries, Texas pecans, 
with pineapple, currants, and raisins. Once 
those fruits are candied, they get soaked in 
Myers’s Dark Rum for 24 hours and then 
get drained, and later the cake gets glazed 
with brandy-sugar syrup. I guess you’d call 
our cake a dark style, but it’s really moist 
and more cakey than most others so that 
the overall effect is lighter and less dense. 
Ours are best eaten fresh, rather than let- 
ting them sit around and age.” 

Before you decide you hate fruitcake, 
you must try Murphy’s incredible version. 
Taste a high-quality fruitcake made from 
great ingredients, and you’ll no longer be a 
hater; these are not the dense sugar bombs 
covered in fluorescent fruitlike blobs that 
you see in the chain groceries.

Mincemeat 


Mincemeat 


Many years ago, as I poked through the 
unwanted books (also known as “dollar” 
books) at Half Price Books, I came upon a 
coverless, broken book that looked unusually 
old. Upon closer inspection, it was revealed 
to be volume four of The Encyclopediae of 
Cookery, published in 1904 in Akron, Ohio. 
The other volumes had gone missing; only 
volume four remained. It was the first antique 
cookbook I had ever encountered, and, in 
addition to being totally old, it actually had 
photographs of the Victorian monstrosities 
popular at the time. At the turn of the cen- 
tury, it was extremely stylish to form jiggly 
towers of food or mold foods in curious, large 
molds so that they resembled castles, bombs, 
or other foods (the photograph of “Fish Ice 
Cream” comes to mind: a layer of lettuce 
topped by vanilla ice cream, fashionably 
molded into the shape of a fish). 

Of course I bought it! And absolutely pored 
over it, absorbing everything I could about the 
food ways of 1900. I came away with a strong 
impression that, despite the enthusiasm for 
bombast and sleight of hand in presentation, 
people in the olden days got to eat better food 
than we modern Americans. Everything was 
organic, everything was handmade, and, before 
refrigeration, everything had to be picked- 
that-moming fresh. 

Of course, many of the “old” dishes had 
passed out of circulation and become myste- 
rious: hoecakes, hominy, aspic, terrapin 
soup, steamed puddings, croquettes, and 
parfaits. I longed to try them all, but the 
recipe that intrigued me the most was the 
recipe for mincemeat. Apparently, it was a 
substance no householder could bear to be 
without! Gargantuan amounts were put down 
yearly in stone crocks. Without refrigeration, 
the mincemeat was used for months, straight 
from the crock. The intensity of interest in 
method and recipe, the sheer number of 
recipes that used mincemeat (not only pies 
but cookies, tarts, bars, puddings, and 
creams), and the enormous popularity of 
mincemeat seemed amazing to me. I had 
never known anyone to actually make (or eat) 
it, and like plum pudding, I had only read 
about it in books ... old books. Like Oliver 
Twist and Little Women. 

The earliest recipes for mincemeat date 
from the Middle Ages, and though recipes dif- 
fer in various respects over the hundreds of 
years since then, the essentials remain con- 
stant. First: minced meat. In fact, meatless 
versions of mincemeat only begin to show up 
in modem times (often called “mock mince- 
meat”), reflecting meat scarcity and World 
War II rationing. Secondly: fruit. Dried fruits, 
such as currants or raisins, diced apples, and 
citms peels. Then the fancy stuff: sugar, spic- 
es, and booze. 

The spices and citrus peels, and even the 
dried fruits, had to come from the Orient, 
and part of mincemeat’s initial cachet was its 



costliness. Prepared in medieval times by 
the great landowners and served to the ten- 
ants and laborers, for hundreds of years, 
mincemeat was the last word in sumptu- 
ous dining and showing off. As trade made 
the ingredients more affordable, folks 
began making their own mincemeat - still, 
however, reserving it for the holidays and 
cold weather. For a dish to be so beloved, 
for so long, and then to simply disappear 
... it didn’t make any sense to me. I 
decided to make it, the right way, from the 
Encyclopediae of Cookery recipe, and see 
for myself. 

The recipe from my 
beloved volume four reads 
as follows: 

7 pounds of cur- 
rants; 3Vi pounds 
cored and peeled 
apples; 3Vi 
pounds of beef; 

3/2 pounds of 
suet; half a pound 
each of citron, 
orange, and lemon 
peel; 2Yi pounds cof- 
fee sugar; 2 pounds raisins; 
four nutmegs; 1 ounce cinna- 
mon; a half-ounce cloves and mace; 1 pint 
brandy; and 1 pint white wine. Chop very 
fine, adding to pan as finished, cook, and 
store in stone crocks. 

Pretty simple, except: Where can you get 
citrons, and what are they? Like quince, a 
once common ingredient that has become so 
erased from our American cuisine that I 
couldn’t find a grocer who even knew what it 
was. I finally settled for grapefruits, reasoning 
that if a bitter and fragrant citrus fruit was 
called for (the definition in my dictionary), 
Texas pink grape- 
fruit was the best 
I could do (there 
was no Internet 
at the time). Not 
knowing if I 
would like it or 
not, the sheer 
cost, plus not 
having a pan 

huge enough, caused me to cut the recipe in 
half; I didn’t want to cut it down any further 
than that, because I really wanted it to be 
authentic. (As it was, I had to make it in an 
industrial kitchen, in a pan 2 feet in diameter. 
To make the whole recipe? One would have to 
have a missionary-boiling-sized iron kettle, the 
kind that is hung from a tree limb over an 
open fire. Seriously.) 

I cheated slightly and had the butcher 
grind the beef and suet for me, but every- 
thing else I minced fine with a steel knife, 
and believe me, it took all day long. (I think 
in the manor days, there would have been 
other kitchen serfs laboring alongside me!)

Also, the recipe 
called for citrus peels, 
not juice, so I also 
ended up with quarts 
of orange-grapefruit-lemon- 
ade left over, a total bonus! Coffee 
sugar is just an old-fashioned way to say 
white sugar (when the recipe was written, 
the cook would have had to grate a solid 
brick of white sugar against a grater to 
granulate it), and the spices and spirits were 
easily obtained (in stark contrast to the 
Middle Ages, or even the 1850s, when they 
would have had to come from the Far East 
in tall ships, at sea for months or years). 

When all was added to the gigantic pan 
and mixed and cooked, I tasted it. It was 
ambrosial. Truly. Heavenly transporting!

of those food- 
stuffs that is 
greater than the 
sum of its parts. 
Cinnamon and 
orange, brandy 
and raisin flavors 
predominate, in 
the exact propor- 
tion that “tastes like Christmas” - in texture 
strangely light, despite its richness, highly 
spiced and flavored, yet wholesome and 
digestible. A miracle food! 

A miracle in more ways than one: Food 
historian Paula Marcoux writes that it was 
also one of the first convenience foods. After 
all, it kept for months, and it was already 
made. That explains why mincemeat figures 
so heavily in the old cookbooks. Before the 
days of opening a can, it was one of the 
only things at a housewife’s fingertips that 
was ready to use. Mince pie for dessert? 
Easy! Make a pie crust, spoon in the mince- 
meat, and throw it in the oven. Way faster 


and easier than peeling a dozen apples or 
cracking a quart of pecans. Back when most 
families ate dessert twice a day, mincemeat 
was a godsend. 

Once I had it all jarred and sitting in my 
refrigerator at home, the challenge became: 
How was I going to get my friends to try it? 
Because, I quickly found, no one wanted to. 
Many of my friends had never even heard of 
mincemeat, and even if they had, the first 
question was always the same: 

“Is there meat in it?” 

Well, you can’t lie. I found that if I could 
persuade someone to take just one bite, the 
plate of mincemeat tarts would quickly dis- 
appear. That year I made quite a few mince- 
meat converts, some of whom ask me every 
November if I will be making mincemeat. (I 
had plenty of mincemeat for years after mak- 
ing that initial batch; even halved, that recipe 
made nearly 12 pounds! It freezes well, by 
the way.) 

Proselytizing for mincemeat opened my 
eyes, however. Without a doubt, aversion to 
the idea of meat in a dessert is the cause of 
mincemeat’s decline. Modern-day Americans 
think that mincemeat “sounds gross.” Unless 
strong-armed into trying it, most Americans 
will studiously avoid it (even meat-free ver- 
sions), simply because the name has the word 
“meat” in it. (If candy were still named 
“sweetmeats,” probably no one would eat 
candy either!) At the same time, we are 
becoming a more culinarily adventurous coun- 
try, and many of the dishes in my Encyclopediae 
of Cookery have made comebacks over the last 
20 years: grits, venison sausage, sorrel, and 
beets, to name a few. It could happen for 
mincemeat. This month, Saveur magazine has 
an article on mincemeat, with several recipes; 
don’t be too surprised if chefs begin to redis- 
cover this amazing, ambrosial concoction.

OUT OF THE DUSTBIN, ONTO THE WEB 

TAMI launches a new film-preservation initiative

It isn’t every night that a crowd gathers to 
sip wine and watch a one-minute, black-and- 
white, silent movie about nothing, but last 
Wednesday was no normal night. At the 501 
Studios, on the city’s Eastside, some 50 
people listened while Caroline Frick - film 
archivist, UT assistant professor, and founder 
of the Texas Archive of the Moving Image - 
introduced “Austin, 1911, Capitol Grounds,” 
in which a few horses and buggies trot 
noiselessly along Congress Street. The brief 
slice-of-life documentary was shot by the 
Tilley brothers, one of the earliest filmmaking 
teams in Texas, whose work has been all but 
lost to the dustbin of history. For preserva- 
tionists and history buffs, the Tilley brothers’ 
films are cinematic white whales, and so the 
recent discovery of “Austin, 1911, Capitol 
Grounds” was cause for celebration. And 
last Wednesday was its coming-out party. 

Well, not entirely. The film screening was 
actually a surprise, thrown in at the last 


minute by Frick as icing. The cake was a 
party celebrating the launch of Texas Film 
Round-Up, a public-service education and 
preservation initiative organized by TAMI 
that will travel the state offering free on- 
site digitization of home movies, industrial 
films, commercials, etc., and information 
on film and video preservation. In addition 
to preserving the physical integrity of these 
recovered films, the Texas Film Round-Up’s 
digitization process will allow all contribut- 
ed images to be made available online, 
free of charge, thereby rescuing a signifi- 
cant part of the state’s cultural history 
from eternal darkness. 

In return for providing partygoers with 
an exhibit about the science of film digiti- 
zation and as much wine and cheese as 
they could handle, Frick and her col- 
leagues entreated guests to keep an eye 
out for lost Texas films (by checking under 
beds and in underwear drawers, we’re 



guessing), even going so far as to pass 
out a wanted poster that listed their 10 
most sought-after prizes. The list includes 
1914’s “The Life of General Villa,” star- 
ring Mexican revolutionary leader Pancho 
Villa as himself, and 1929’s “Personality 
Plus,” an amateur production by high 
school students in San Antonio that was 
supervised by Birth of a Nation director 
D.W. Griffith. 

Should you stumble on any of these mov- 
ies, TAMI advises you to approach them with 
caution after notifying the proper authorities 
and not to store them in hot, humid areas 
or handle them “roughly or frequently.” ■

‘LIGHTS’ OUT, BUT TXMPA 
REIGNITES INCENTIVES CANDLE 

The bad news is that Friday Night Lights 

completed shooting its diminutive 13-episode 
third season for DirecTV and NBC last week, 
which leaves the state with nary a Flollywood 
or television project on its immediate radar. 
The good news is that you can soon expect a 
very interesting proposal from the Texas 
Motion Picture Alliance aimed at strength- 
ening a 5% statewide financial-incentives pro- 
gram that is seen as too minute to matter in 
its current state. Rep. Dawnna Dukes’ office 
confirmed she will be the House sponsor of 
the bill. “The desire is to move this through 
very quickly,” says Don Stokes, TXMPA presi- 
dent. “The program is being expanded to give 
it more impact and to be more competitive.” 

Among the major changes is a drop in the 
eligibility for incentives from a $1 million in- 
state spend to $250,000, a removal of the 
overall program spending cap, a drop in the 
number of days shot in-state to qualify, and an 
inclusion of corporate films, documentary 
films, and unscripted television projects. While 
an increase to a 15% film incentive has been 
long seen as the mark needed to compete 
with states offering 25% and more, the Texas 
bill may not feature an exact figure but instead 
may make that number flexible depending on 
the project, Stokes says. Also look for increas- 
es in the additional incentive given for projects 
shooting in “underutilized” areas, a new incen- 
tive for projects certified as “green,” and the 
potential to include actor/ director salaries in 
the incentives mix if they’re Texas residents. 
“The spirit of what was passed last time is 
retained; it’s just a matter of trying to modify 
it,” says Stokes. “That 5 percent is not really 
competitive. We’re trying to make it competi- 
tive.” The cause has been aided by fundraising 
events around the state, most notably 
Spaghetti Western, a recent Austin event fea- 
turing heavy hitters Robert Rodriguez, 
Elizabeth Avellan, Mike Judge, and Richard 
Linklater that raised $70,000 to fund TXMPA 
lobbying efforts before the 2009 Legislature.

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MAKING MUSHROOMS DANCE 

G133k’s audio geeks sound off on ‘Mushroom Men’

The aesthetics and processes of Matt 
Piersall’s studio prove a study in contrasts. 
“I’m pretty ghetto about it,” he says. “I don’t 
need a big space to sound pristine.” 

The president and “audio overlord” of 
Gl33k (pronounced “gleek”), the Austin- 
based game-audio boutique charged with the 
task of soundtracking Mushroom Men, knows 
his technology. He can lay claim to a computer 
and a soundboard, both looking impossibly 


expensive, and the Sennheiser 418 micro- 
phone he records on could easily warrant a 
“Do Not Touch” warning from its owner. 

But the right side of that same room is littered 
with what could have been Piersall’s childhood 
toys, tossed in the comer as if a 4-year-old 
swept through only a minute ago. Kept in the 
blue plastic bin next to Piersall’s bookshelf 
is an assortment of sound makers, pieces of 
plastic and scrap metal he keeps in his arsenal. 


T-shirts and vinyl shorts 
rest atop clotheslines 
and coat hangers, all of 
which Piersall and his 
team will use without hesitation to create any 
sound they may need to generate. 

Part of the reason why he doesn’t com- 
pletely trick out his studio is that Gl33k does 
a lot of fieldwork. Gl33k’s team of three will 
spend afternoons camped out under an air- 
conditioning unit at a house or run field tests 
in Zilker Park, recording the sounds generated 
from swinging a branch through the air. 

“It’s a whole collection of stuff,” says sound 
designer Bobby Arlauskas. “We’ll just put the 


mic down and play with whatever we find. 
Maybe the shoe doesn’t sound good as a foot- 
step, but it sounds better as a bag. So the bag 
doesn’t get used.” 

It’s particularly important for Gl33k to 
maintain such a high understanding of sound 
manipulation these days, because Mushroom 
Men takes place in the world as we know it. 
The multitude of scenes and levels includes a 
kitchen, a shed, and a front yard. 

“We’re working with environments that 
we’re used to,” says Piersall, “but you’ve got 
to make it trippy. You’ve got to find a different 
way of showing it. ”

Getting Small 

Austin’s Red Fly Studio puts things into perspective 


The fact that the game plays on the wildly popular and 
demographic-spanning Wii and received an “E for Everyone, 
10 + ” rating gives the promotional cloud a silver lining of 
swelled markets for Red Fly’s product. On the other hand, 
that same Wii popularity also prompted a bevy of mediocre 
(or worse) titles to flood the stores, making it difficult to dif- 
ferentiate quality titles from what’s been slapped together to 
capitalize on the Nintendo phenomenon. One would hope that 
a game with a mushroom for a protagonist would stand apart 
from the crowd, but Nintendo also houses two Italian plumb- 
ers who ingest psilocybin mushrooms to gain special powers. 

If the Rocky movies teach us anything, it’s always to root 
for the underdog. Cooked in the same mold, Pax and Red 
Fly both fought good fights. And while laissez-faire capital- 
ism has done nothing but spank America for 
believing in the little business that could, 
it’s hard not to hang on to hope that the 
little guy will emerge - however bloody and 
bruised - victorious. ■

Mushroom Men is a game of scale, and its central character, 
Pax, a small fish in a big ocean. More precisely, he’s a little 
bolete mushroom in an intimidatingly large back yard. The all- 
consuming Spore Wars rage around him as he fights spiders, 
insects, and even other mushroom tribes with whatever weapons 
can be MacGyvered together using what’s at hand (e.g., corncobs 
and Popsicle sticks). Our fungal friend searches for his roots and 
just maybe saves all of mushroomdom from bolete to morel. 

Pax’s digital creators at Red Fly Studio followed a pretty 
standard model in the gaming world. Talented people work 
for the man, dream of bigger (smaller?) things, take the indie 
plunge, and see their dreams realized ... or destroyed by poor 
planning or by any myriad of unforeseeable difficulties. In that 
way, Red Fly doesn’t break the mold. CEO and Creative Director 
Dan Borth and Art Director Kris Taylor have worked for almost 
every man in the industry: Nintendo, Sony, and, most recently, 
Microsoft. Their big dream centered on a tiny anthropomor- 
phized mushroom who took up enough of their free time and 
artistic passion to merit a leap into the void of self-employment. 

“It was the biggest risk around: 
two artists asking for millions 
and millions of dollars to make 
a game,” says Borth of the early 
days of shopping Mushroom Men 
around. Without the cash up 
front, both Borth and Taylor took 
on contract work doing charac- 
ter design for blockbusters such 
as Silent Hill and Gears of War 
to make ends meet. The con- 
tract waters were rough, though. 

Apparently, large corporations 
have a tendency to take advan- 
tage when small businesses are vulnerable (who knew?). 
“When you’re sitting there with a contract worth X amount of 
dollars, and that’s how your wife and kid eat, and then they 
say they want you to do it for half, there’s nothing you can do 
about it,” Borth explains. “When you’ve got someone like Kris 
Taylor - arguably one of the best artists in the industry - tak- 
ing orders from some turd in another company who shouldn’t 
be allowed to hold his jock strap, it’s incredibly irritating, but 
that’s how you make money.” Not all of Red Fly’s contract 
relationships merited fecal comparisons, however. Gears of 
War creator Epic Games asked for work, was happy with the 
end product, and paid Borth and Taylor accordingly. Red Fly 
was back in the air. 


Frank Teran, who had been with the Red Fly duo from 
the beginning (if remotely from New Jersey) and is now Red 
Fly’s lead concept artist, polished the Mushroom Men pitch. 
Soon it was in the hands of Austin publisher and indie dar- 
ling Gamecock Media. The timing was perfect, as Gamecock 
wanted original titles to promote. 

It quickly became obvious that artists alone do not a busi- 
ness make. Borth found himself an artist in an ill-fitting busi- 
ness suit - metaphorically, of course, as he’s a T-shirt and jeans 
guy. However, with the leap from character-design work to 
CEO of his very own game-design studio, the necktie of num- 
ber crunching and spreadsheet interpreting tightened around 
his neck. “I took a Business 101 bath pretty quickly,” admits 
Borth. About that same time, Mushroom Men was green-lit with 
roughly $5 million of investment green from Gamecock. 

With money in pocket and spores waiting to germinate, 
Red Fly’s office lunches expanded from one picnic table to 
an entire patio, and Pax’s world was designed, programmed, 
and tested for public consumption. A year and a half later, 
Mushroom Men was ready for its 
promotional polish. 

One speed bump remained. 
Mushroom Men publisher 
Gamecock found itself a victim 
of a tanked economy and was 
bought by SouthPeak Games in 
October. The timing could hardly 
have been worse for our heroes, 
both mushroom and human. As 
the two publishers signed the 
perfunctory papers and hashed 
out the buyout, Mushroom Mens 
release date was postponed from 
Nov. 11 to Dec. 2, and the promotional campaign sits in limbo 
between an all-but-defunct studio that put the money up for 
the game and the new stepparents whose love understandably 
doesn’t seem as strong as that of the game’s original overseers. 

Placing blame exclusively with SouthPeak or Gamecock is 
an oversimplification, but suffice it to say that external forces 
stacked the deck against Mushroom Men. A Dec. 2 release misses 
a decent chunk of holiday sales: a gaming sales season predicted 
to buck the overall dour economic trend and flourish. Add to 
that a less than full-throttle promotional push, and Red 
Fly’s hands are tied, but with fingers crossed, the team 
hopes that word of mouth and blog buzz can get units off 
the shelves. Even so, with movies as proof, word of mouth 
is good for a cult hit but rarely a holiday blockbuster.

That’s because his subjects stand approx- 
imately 3 inches in height and face the 
world not as people but as fungi. Everything 
is amplified. Gl33k’s job was to visualize 
these effects and put their repercussions 
into action. 


“We went the representative route,” 
Piersall offered. “Instead of using an actual 
object, we’re going to do a representation 
of where you’re at. And we watched Honey, 
I Shrunk the Kids and The Incredibles a lot 
for inspiration. 


“We didn’t just want to go in and pitch 
everything down, but rather we made it so 
the world breathes at this certain tempo.” 
That way, a regular window fan, harmless to 
humans, is a protagonist-shredding machine, 
a complete horror for a hero like Pax. 

“It’s more of a rhythmic thing and a cool 
musical thing than just making it sound 
really loud.” 

To generate this ominous shake, Piersall 
took a recording of his fan and spliced it 
through Pro Tools. “You gotta cut it up and 
start manipulating it,” he says, “so that 
whenever you pass [the fan] in the game, it 
represents this intimidating, massive thing.” 

Whereas many games today occupy free- 
formed soundtracks that respond entirely to 
the player, Mushroom Men is recorded to a 
beat. “You have sparks sparking in time to 
the music, and there are moments when the 
h background music backs out and you hear 
g the cricket cricking on beat,” says Jimi Barker, 
^ another sound designer with Gl33k. 

Piersall continues, “You want to make it 
seem like the world plays to a beat. ” 

It was a welcomed practice by the Gl33k 
team, as all three of the company’s employ- 
ees have spent time as gigging musicians. In 
fact, the connection between Arlauskas and 
Piersall was made at a meeting among Dallas- 
area laptop battlers. 

“We’re all from indie rock backgrounds 
and kind of a more rock & roll background,” 


Piersall says. “We got tired playing shows and 
that whole road and were like, ‘Let’s do video 
games.’ So we have this whole video-game 
band, almost.” 

Ever the performer, Piersall holds nothing 
back, bringing the same amount of energy he 
spent at Dallas stages to his virtual alternative. 
In his eyes, the only difference is the means. 
“Instead of playing the bass, I bang on crap. 
That’s why that stuff’s over there. It’s like a 
trash kit.” 

Through Gl33k, Piersall, Arlauskas, and 
Barker have found their way to perform the 
never-ending gig. 

“I feel like soundtracking video games, 
if you’re a musician, they become home,” 
says Piersall. “It’s a personal experience for 
each individual, like you’re playing a show, 
but you don’t need to be there. But it’s 
made for one person and always lays out 
differently than it did the time before. It’s 
way cooler.” 

That’s not to say the Gl33k team won’t 
welcome an extended set break now that 
Mushroom Men production has been complet- 
ed. Asked how much time they’ve spent on 
the game, the three collectively share a laugh. 
“Dude, like several hundred hours,” Piersall 
says. “Maybe thousands.” 

“On the audio side, you’re bringing the 
whole freaking thing to life. I’d say we play 
it more than the testers who are paid to play 
the game.” ■ 
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Jack’s Back

Man, I love me some Jack Bauer. Kiefer 
Sutherland’s modern-day swashbuckling 
hero of 24 returned to the airwaves last 
Sunday in a special TV “event” titled 24: 
Redemption, in a refreshing if not entirely 
new approach to building buzz for a series. 

24 was one of the early casualties of the 
writers’ strike. Series creators did not want to 
launch the serialized drama’s seventh season 
only to stop when the strike hit, thereby kill- 
ing momentum of the real-time drama and 
perhaps turning off viewers. Instead, they 
opted to delay launching the new season 
until the strike passed, waiting to return in 
the midwinter season. That meant almost 
a two-year wait before fans got their 24 fix. 
It was a long wait, but I suspect fans were 
overjoyed with 24: Redemption, and new fans 
were gained (if you missed the show last 
Sunday, it’s now out on DVD). 

The stand-alone episode featured Bauer 
saving a group of children in the fictional 
African nation of Sangala from being child 
soldiers, while offering a vague history les- 
son on the trafficking of child soldiers in 
general (really, there’s only so much you 
can accomplish in two hours). It also set 
up the new season, introducing our heroes 
and villains (24 has always has its do-good- 
ers and baddies very clearly labeled). The 
esteemed Broadway actress Cherry Jones 
joins the cast as the first woman president 
of the United States, Allison Taylor, while 
Powers Boothe returns as the lame 
duck President Noah Daniels, so 
bitter and nefarious he makes 
Richard Nixon look like Richard 
Simmons. Jon Voight is anoth- 
er designated baddie, play- 
ing Jonas Hodges, a high-level 
muckety-muck who is secretly 
investing in the rebel forces that 
tear Sangala apart for personal gain. 

Peter MacNichol’s Tom Lennox makes a 
brief but comforting appearance in his role 
as a White House staffer, ever on the verge 
of getting beat up by the bad kids when 
he tattles on them. In Redemption, he tells 
President-elect Taylor that President Daniels 
is turning his back on an impending coup 
in Sangala, precipitating a tense meeting 
between Daniels and Taylor on Inauguration 
Day, during which Daniels pointedly reminds 
Taylor that he’s still in charge. 

The California Terrorism Unit is no longer 
in the picture, but an extended trailer for 
the new season reveals that some old faces 
will be returning, including the hilariously 
brittle Chloe O’Brian (Mary Lynn Rajskub), 
former CTU Director Bill Buchanan (James 
Morrison), and the former CTU operative 
Tony Almeida (Carlos Bernard), who appears 
to have at least as many lives as Jack 
Bauer. Intriguing additions to the 24 cast 
include Janeane Garofalo as FBI agent 
Janis Gold and Ally McBeal alum Gil Bellows 



as a U.S. State Department officer. One 
disappointment is that it appears Robert 
Carlyle ( Trainspotting ) will not be repris- 
ing his Redemption role as Jack’s mentor 
Carl Benton, a former Special Forces agent 
turned missionary who is sheltering young 
boys from being drafted into service by a 
brutal warlord. Jack Bauer is a loner, a war- 
rior wounded psychically and physically, and 
few others besides Benton could understand 
what that feels like. Benton’s friendship 
provided a refreshing and believable coun- 
terbalance to Bauer that, in seasons past, 
would have been serviced by a doomed (and 
tedious) love interest. The guy-pal chemistry 
was strong between Bauer and Benton, but 
who knows - maybe Benton will prove as 
resilient Tony Almeida. 

The seventh season of 24 returns in a two- 
night, four-hour premiere Jan. 11 and 12 before 
settling into its regular time slot on Jan. 19.

Product placement: How 

much is too much, and is there 
a better solution? I can tell you 
exactly who 24: Redemption s 
sponsors were. While that 
might please the advertisers, it 
irks me. I have no need or inter- 
est in those products. In my view, 
“too much” is when the placement 
stands outside the narrative.

Through the Looking Glass 

An obscure, one-man recording project, Silent Land Time Machine 
thrives in the realm of escapism. The local artist crafts deeply affecting 
dream narratives, weaving layers of violin, acoustic guitar, and found sound 
into warm, ambient instrumentals that slowly accumulate force. Self- 
recorded over the past year and pressed on limited edition, 180-gram vinyl, 
SLTM’s debut, & Hope Still, which was released in partnership with Maine’s 
Time-Lag Records, recalls the hazy bedroom folk of Benoit Pioulard, the 
Books’ looped electro-acoustic pieces, and the minimalist drone of 
Godspeed You! Black Emperor. “It’s all very vague,” concedes Silent 
Land Time Machine, who speaks only on the condition of anonymity but 
emerges from the shadows at the Parish on Dec. 4 with classically mind- 
ed contemporaries Balmorhea. “I want to remove myself from the picture 
as much as possible to help create a really personal listening experience.”

Rolling Stone From Texas 

Facing charges of fraud and breaches of contract and fiduciary 
duty by the estate of beloved yodeler Don Walser, who died in 
2006, three local music corporations - Texas Music Group, 
Antone’s Records, and Texas Clef Entertainment - filed for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy protection on Nov. 18, but the individuals 
sued in the case - Heinz Geissler, Randy Clendenen, and 
James Heldt - have not. In what has become a legal battle on par 
with the legacy of Townes Van Zandt, the Walser estate seeks 
past due royalties from Geissler’s Watermelon Records, which 
declared bankruptcy in December 1998 (see “Going for Broke,” 
June 18, 1999), and, in lieu of the royalties from Texas Music 
Group (see “Texas Music Group,” Sept. 29, 2000), the right to the 
master recordings and the disgorge of TMG’s net profits. The dis- 
pute is estimated at $300,000. 

The case was due in state court on Dec. 1. Now that the three 
entities have declared bankruptcy, it will be more difficult for the 
Walser estate to efficiently acquire the masters, as the companies’ 
assets will likely be frozen as part of their reorganization strategy. 

Elsewhere on the legal front, New York’s Lorito Management, on 
behalf of Frank Carillo & the Bandoleros and special guest Augie 
Meyers, filed criminal charges with the San Marcos Police Depart- 
ment against executive producer Jerry Payne of World United 
Music Festival after being issued a bad check for $3,000 in lieu of 
the band’s contractual cash payment. The poorly attended three-day 
festival and radio conference pulled its own plug on Nov. 15, shortly 
after the Bandoleros’ performance, reportedly due to weather condi- 
tions and production conflicts. Payne left OTR a message last week 
saying he was still assessing the situation and has since been 
unavailable for comment after repeated requests from the Chronicle. 


The Big Come Up New Kid on the Block 


Having landed on Rolling Stone’s hot list, 
San Antonio Beach Boys enthusiasts and 
local favorites Hacienda back the Black 
Keys’ Dan Auerbach for a two-week tour 
beginning in late February, promoting his 
self-recorded solo debut, Keep It Hid. “I’m 
not really sure how we’ll fit into the pic- 
ture,” admits pianist/vocalist Abraham 
Villanueva, “but it’ll be nice to be in the 
background and concentrate on being a solid 
rhythm section.” Hacienda plans on spend- 
ing the rest of the year working on a follow- 
up to its stellar Auerbach-produced debut, 
Loud Is the Night (Alive), which is being 
pressed for vinyl in January. 


The backstory always reads the same - veteran songwriter 
moves to Austin for fresh perspective - but rarely has it worked as 
well as it has for Randy Weeks. Founder of 1980s roots purveyors 
the Lonesome Strangers, Weeks penned Lucinda Williams’ Car 
Wheels on a Gravel Road highlight “Can’t Let Go” and transplanted 
locally in 2006, hooking up with producer Will Sexton for his 
fourth and strongest solo outing, Going My Way (Certifiable), due in 
February. The album continues Weeks’ solid streak of exuberant, 
roots-pop but swings with the eccentric flair of South Congress, 
thanks in part to contributions from new acquaintances Tony and 
Eliza Gilkyson and Cindy Cashdollar. “It was a spontaneous 
decision, but I don’t regret it,” maintains Weeks, who settles into 
the Saxon Pub on Dec. 4. “I immediately seemed to be able to 
write more songs. I felt refreshed just to hang around town and 
meet new people.” 


Deck the Halls 

Capping off his caroling tour of Austin, Elephant 6 savant 
and Music Tapes founder Julian Koster (and his dog 
Rudolph) delivered some early holiday cheer at the Eastside 
home of Matt King last Friday. More than 40 fans gathered 
around the fireplace to witness the wassailing, including a 
handful of tots rapt at Koster’s soft-voiced storytelling and orig- 
inal banjo carols. The former Neutral Milk Hotel resident 
bowed and bent his saw for versions of “Hark! The Herald 
Angels Sing” and “The First Noel,” both of which appear on his 
latest, The Singing Saw at Christmastime (Merge). The highlight 
of the evening, though, came from Koster’s magic-trick encore, 
which left the room wrapped in a hypnotic, sugarplum nostal- 
gia. Santa has a tough act to follow.

The Next Fun 
Fearless Female 
Rock Star 

The now generation of local songwriters, 
native Austinite Suzanna Choffel

Striding across the full parking lot of Central 
Market near Ben White on a partly cloudy 
Wednesday before the presidential election, 
Suzanna Choffel resembles any of several 
working women heading to and from the 
store: preoccupied, breezy, and self-assured. 
Her car keys splay between her fingers as she 
deflects the sun from her tiny cell-phone 
screen to read a message, expressionless. She 
looks up, lifts her sunglasses, and smiles. 

Her big eyes glint a clear blue-gray that 
inspires songs about oceans and heaven. 
Those boundless horizons seem appropriate 
given that the sky’s the limit for Choffel, 28. 
In the two years since the release of her local 
debut CD, Shudders & Rings, in the fall of 
2006, she’s had the kind of attention young 
performers covet, and all on her own terms. 


As a contender for the Cosmopolitan 
StarLaunch contest and the winner of two 
online competitions, including FameCast; a 
featured artist on two compilations who tours 
nonstop playing private parties and concerts; 
and a CMJ showcaser with loads of critical 
praise for her CD and invitations left and right 
to collaborate, not to mention one of the hot- 
test videos on YouTube, Choffel arguably has 
the hottest name out of Austin at the moment. 
It’s more than enough to serve notice that 
she’s, quite literally, moving from the small 
stage to the big one. 

YouTube Sensation 

Sliding into a chair in the middle of Central 
Market’s late-lunch crowd, Choffel quickly 
ticks off her morning agenda 24 hours before 
leaving town to go on the road. Crammed on 


the morning list are running errands, renting a 
van for the upcoming tour, voting early, and 
then lunch here. 

“I stayed out too late last night seeing Grace 
Potter at the Parish,” she grins slyly with a girl- 
ish shrug. “Which is a big no-no, but ... 
whatever. Gotta have some fun.” 

She punctuates her sentences with precise 
fork stabs into a bowl of salad and regularly 
uses the adjective “super.” It gives her already 
effusive personality the air of someone who’s 
having the time of her life. And why not? On 
July 24, “Raincloud,” a video filmed locally at 
ME Television studios, was posted by Choffel’s 
manager in response to a YouTube casting call 
for video entries in Cosmopolitan s StarLaunch 
summer search for “the next fun fearless female 
rock star” (www.youtube.com/cosmostarlaunch). It 
sounds like PR piffle, but the results of the 
official contest launch weren’t. 

“That totally blew my mind!” stops Choffel 
midbite. “We were in New York when that 
happened. They launched the Cosmo thing on 
a Friday in October on YouTube. I was busy 
getting ready for a show, but my drummer 
Eldridge was logging in every 20 minutes or so 
and checking. He’s such an Internet freak. ‘Oh 
my God,’ he said. ‘There are 50,000 hits!’ 

“‘Really?’ I’d look at 
him and go about my 
business. My sister called 
and said, ‘You went from 
75,000 to 150,000 hits 
in half an hour. ’ 

“I opened up my in- 
box, and it was full. It’s 
crazy how many people are on YouTube at any 
hour of the day. It’s bigger than any festival I 
could play. 

“The Internet is overwhelming, because it’s 
so accessible. And because anybody can put 
stuff up there, there’s so much to sort through 
to get to the good stuff. Not to shoot anyone’s 
dream down, but anyone who thinks they 
have a chance at becoming famous has music 
on MySpace. It’s a beautiful thing, and it’s a 
terrible thing. It’s easier to get yourself out 
there, but harder to be discovered. I’m so 
amazed by FameCast, because it’s difficult to 
get your voice heard with so much music 
being made in the world.” 

That’s a potent statement and relevant to 
those who wonder the point of contests. 
Choffel believes that for her generation of 
musicians in the post-golden-age of record 
companies, the Internet is the DIY ethic come 
true. Few artists are beholden to labels or cor- 
porations, and fewer still will become big 
enough to partner with Wal-Mart in a distribu- 
tion deal. Contests offer painless gambles. 


Choffel’s coming-of-age story reflects a gen- 
eration of musicians bom around the time of 
the Chronicle's 1981 founding. Hers is a demo- 
graphic that was barely in its teenhood when 
Kurt Cobain committed suicide. She and her 
musical peers were bom into an MTV genera- 
tion with its do-it-yourself ethic borrowed from 
punk even as the original music-industry infra- 
structure was issuing its death rattle. 

The Cosmo StarLaunch competition ended 
Nov. 2 without Choffel among the top names, 
but she beat out 400 other acts to win first 
prize in September’s FameCast Pop competi- 
tion. Taking career in hand is the new model 
for younger artists calling their own shots, cut- 
ting the label strings, and still feeling appreci- 
ated, because deep in the heart of every musi- 
cian lies the unquenchable desire to be adored. 

I’m From Texas 

For most musicians, the multigenre sound 
is best left to singer-songwriter types com- 
fortable in their own folk skin. That’s a 
gross generalization, because the folk tradi- 
tion incorporates myriad genres and gener- 
ously embraces outside influences. Being 
somewhat elusive comes with inherent prob- 
lems, however: How do you describe your 
sound? A lucky few 
boast the get-out-of- 
jail-free card when it 
comes to holding the 
mixed bag by boasting, 
“I’m from Texas.” 

That phrase says it all 
to fans of Texas music 
as much as it mystifies non-Texas music lov- 
ers. Most non-Texas music fans believe Texas 
music to be simply country and cite Willie 
Nelson. Yet Texas music is a richly embroi- 
dered tapestry of sound. Its threads interlock 
in vivid flag colors: red for rock & roll, blue for 
R&B, white for country. What is woven with 
those aural strands is closely knit within the 
patchwork of American music - soft yellows of 
folk, the green of jazz, pink of Mexican, purple 
for classical, and all shades on the color pal- 
ette in between. Choffel’s music is a bright 
orange, a bold, sensual color guaranteed to 
elicit warm responses when she says, “I’m 
from Texas.” 

Suzanna Choffel can take that statement 
one step further: “I was born in Austin.” 

“Bom and raised in Austin, and from a 
young age, I knew I was going to do music,” 
she explains, stirring her fork in the salad 
bowl. “I grew up in the suburbs of North 
Austin, back when 183 was a two-lane high- 
way. When I was 12, my parents split, which 
was traumatic. We moved first over by the

Drag, at 31st and Guadalupe; that was a 
trip. It was so cool for me, having lived in 
the suburbs, to be exposed to the urban 
style. Six months later, we moved to South 
Austin, and my formative years were spent 
in South Austin, by Barton Hills. 

“My parents listened to music, but they 
didn’t listen to a lot of local music. When 
my mom met my stepdad, he was really 
into Omar & the Howlers and the Austin 
bands thriving in the 1980s and 1990s. We 
lived close to the Saxon Pub, Broken Spoke, 
and South Austin venues. So my mom got 
turned on to that, and as I listened, I was 
like, ‘Wow, those people are from here?’” 

Famous or Not Famous 

That little epiphany by Choffel is the 
unstated goal of Austin’s music community: 
for local talent to nurture and inspire local 
talent and preferably cultivate it at a young 
age. The capital city version of who can grow 
up to be president is Stevie Ray Vaughan. 
This makes perfect sense coming from a 
generation of parents who grew up wearing 
“Sex and Drugs and Rock & Roll” T-shirts. 

Choffel didn’t try to be a blues slinger, 
but she’s the poster child for what happens 
when kids are exposed to a self-generating 
music community and shown the power of 
music from a local point of view. The act of 
remembering this makes her stop eating, 
freeze-framing her fork in midair as she 
reaches into the past. 

“It was such an unusual concept for me, 
because let’s face it, I was into Mariah 
Carey,” she acknowledges. “But once I real- 
ized singer-songwriters from Austin could 
make and put out CDs just like her, it 
seemed cool that it could be done on a 
smaller level. When you’re a kid and think 
of being a singer, you think of being a pop 
star. You’re either famous or not famous; 
there’s no other way about it. 

“I saw other ways to do this, that you 
could play and get your stuff out there and 
don’t have to be a crazy-big pop star. That 
really influenced my thinking about music 
in the sense that I realized I don’t have to 
be a megastar and get signed by a label. I 
just wanted to develop my craft and do 
what I love, to get experience, perform. 

“But the way I developed, the way I 
rounded it out, took a more organic approach 
because of living in Austin. It was from the 
roots up. Austin had a huge influence in my 
development of a stage show because I had 
so many opportunities to perform.”

At 17, Choffel grabbed those opportunities, 
which meant having the guts to go sing Bonnie 
Raitt and Bessie Smith blues jams at Babe’s on 
Sixth Street. The budding singer then attended 
college first in San Marcos; transferred to a 
small liberal arts college in Santa Fe, N.M., 
where she graduated with a Bachelor of Arts in 
music technology; and finally returned to 
Austin. San Marcos’ scene of funky, folky blues- 
rock appealed to her, so she auditioned for 
local outfit the Humblebums and got the gig. 
So began her career, playing the town’s favored 
venues, Triple Crown and Lucy’s, plus a memo- 
rable summer night venturing into Austin. 

“We opened for the Scabs on July Fourth at 
Antone’s in 1999 or 2000. That was superfun. 
It was the biggest crowd I’d been in front of, 
and I was like: ‘Sweet! I’m at Antone’s! I’m 
onstage! It’s crowded! Life is good!’ 

“There are a lot of subtle ways Austin influ- 
enced me that I don’t think about until I com- 
pare it to other cities and wonder what I would 
have done there. I would’ve done music any- 
where, because I have a sincere belief that that’s 
what I was meant to do. I was bom with a gift 
and love it. There’s nothing else I’d rather do. I 
know I am talented, and I know I have some- 
thing great to offer, but I find it amazing that I 
have made it to the top of these various compe- 
titions that hundreds of people have submitted 
to. It feels like something’s on my side.” 

Texas Songbird Style 

Choffel has much in common with Austin’s 
classic female singer-songwriters - Eliza 
Gilkyson, Shawn Colvin, and Sara Hickman - 
as well as the modern mng with the likes of 
Terri Hendrix, Shelley King, and Carolyn 
Wonderland. Her smoky voice bears a resem- 
blance to Edie Brickell, the 1980s MTV sweet- 
heart from Dallas who ruled as the Texas 
songbird of indie rock. Choffel’s own willowy 
soul developed while she was still a stripling. 

“Though I didn’t pick up the guitar until I 
was 17, 1 was making up silly little songs when 
I was a kid, constantly writing lyrics, and took 
piano lessons at an early age so I could write 
melodies and play little things in between. 
The turning point was when I got a Casio 
keyboard when I was 9 or 10. I’d shut myself 
up in my room and play it and try to develop 
hooky little pop songs. I had a notebook 2 
inches thick full of little love songs. I came 
across it recently - I’m a pack rat - and found 
a song about the Gulf War from 1990 or ’91. 
It’s cheesy, ‘Please bring home the soldiers!’ 
but it’s very heartfelt. 

“I had my first heartbreak at 16 and was so 
depressed. My mom said, ‘We gotta get you 
out of this; let’s get you a guitar.’ I’d been bug- 
ging her forever about a guitar. So I wrote 
about a million heartbreak songs and was able 
to move on. I look back, and one thing that’s 
stayed with me is this interesting rhyming 


scheme. Even from an early age, I was all 
about finding the perfect rhyme and the per- 
fect rhythm. Even if the lyrics were hokey. 

“I’m the same songwriter I was when I was 
8, only different.” 

Choffel finds good humor as well as auspice 
in a current tour that lists San Antonio, South 
Texas, Phoenix, L.A., Santa Fe, Marfa, and 
Alpine on the itinerary. The latter two seem 
like trick questions compared to the other 
more common tour answers, but their odd 
presence is what defines Choffel’s quirk. In 
that broad horizon, the sky’s no limit. 

“October was odd because I’m not normally 
out of town this much, and this year has been 
daunting because of the amount of shows I’ve 
been playing. I still teach voice and guitar 
three days a week at Austin School of Music. 
As much as I love teaching and its support 
financially, I want to live the dream and do 
music full time. So as far as the whole ‘making 
waves this year’ thing goes, it’s been a big 
adjustment for me. I used to feel like I had a 
lot of free time, and now there’s no such thing 
as free time. 

“This has been a learning year with stress 
management, time management, dealing with 
people, communication conflicts - and I hate 
conflict. I’m a let’s-everybody-be-happy per- 
son, but I had to get a thicker skin this year. I 
want my career to be superfun, and it always 
has been fun, but I work my butt off.” 

What It Is, Right Now 

So what do you do when you’re the new 
darling of YouTube, your in-box is jammed, 
the tour itinerary is 
stacked, and fans are 
just discovering a 
CD nearly 2 years 
old? Make a new 
one, of course, yet 
on Choffel’s sched- 
ule, it’s a balancing 
act guaranteed to 
keep her on her tippy 
toes for months. 

Keeping her musi- 
cal equilibrium is 
tricky; keeping it 
among the seasoned 
vets she surrounds 
herself with is a high- 
wire act. It’s not a 
typical lineup of 
musicians, former 
Patrice Pike upright bassist John Thomasson 
plays to keyboardist Laura Scarborough on 
vibes and accordion. Drummer Eldridge Goins 
- the previously described Internet freak - lays 
down rhythms for Johnnie Johnson and 
Carolyn Wonderland while baritone-sax man 
Brad Houser played with Edie Brickell & the 
New Bohemians. 


“They’ve been in some of the best bands in 
Austin over the last 15, 20 years,” enthuses 
Choffel. “So when I first got with this band, I 
was supemervous until it became apparent they 
liked playing with me. They loved the music, 
and we loved each other. We’re all best buds. 

“But it’s definitely been an interesting year 
learning to be bandleader. It’s different from 
being friends or co-musicians. You have to 
step up. You make the decisions and the calls. 
You’re kind of the boss. You’re paying them for 
gigs. I have a certain amount of power that I 
don’t have to use very much, because I respect 
them so much as 
musicians, and I love 
what they do. I am 
okay with it being 
what it is, right now. 

“My name’s on the 
marquee - ‘Suzanna 
Choffel’ - but the 
music includes every- 
one. We’re a band. 
We’ve tossed around 
the idea of having a 
band name, but that’s 
a big thing. So for now, 
we’re sticking with my 
name, to keep that 
current going under 
‘Suzanna Choffel. 

The psychology to 
Choffel’s decision 
about staying with her own name keeps the 
audience focused on her music among her 
well-known bandmates. Scarborough, in par- 
ticular, has an established solo career, yet her 
presence in Choffel’s act is very organic. It’s 
Scarborough’s ethereal vibes and secondary 
vocals that give the irresistible “Raincloud” its 
cheeky edge, especially live. 


“That’s been another lesson this year,” nods 
Choffel. “In my effort to make everyone feel 
like they’re a part of the band, it’s free game 
for them to write their own part and do what 
they want. I love that they’re jazzy and great 
improvisers, and Laura brings that electronic 
thing to the table. I want them to stretch and 
do what they want. 

“With Laura, it’s kind of the female thing. 
I’ve always looked up to her because - wow! - 
she’s such an amazingly strong female per- 
former. She really brings that vibe to our show. 
People say they like watching two women in the 
band together, instrumentalists, not just singers. 
So I get to share the femininity, so to speak, and 
it takes a little of the pressure off me. Let’s face 
it, to some degree, women are always put in the 
role of sex symbol or object of desire, object of 
beauty. To have her onstage, we get to share that 
role, and it becomes more about the music.” 

In the interim, fans are happy with the 
Brown Bag Special, a live, 10-song CD that 
neatly captures her songwriting Zeitgeist and 
exuberant presence onstage. The atmosphere 
surrounding the renditions of “Hey Mister,” 
“First Breath,” and the ubiquitous “Raincloud” 
is joyous and spirited, the call of a new voice 
reminding the audience that more’s on the 
way. The CD sits on the restaurant table in the 
titular brown bag as Choffel spears the last 
bite of her salad. 

“Releasing Shudders & Rings did fantastic 
things for me. The last two years have been 
boom boom boom, build up, come up the lad- 
der,” concludes Choffel. “Now the big weight 
on my shoulders is doing this second CD. The 
main struggle is that we’ve found ourselves 
with so many great live opportunities, and we 
started recording in April but got superbusy 
with gigs. When we return from the tour, we 
will resume.” ■

KGSR BROADCASTS VOL. 16 

(107.1 KGSR Radio Austin) 

KGSR’s 16th annual double-disc 
compilation of exclusive live tracks may 
be the local FM frequency’s best in 
years, culling a number of its familiar 
playlisters along with top-shelf talent 
and newcomers that hold their own. As 
always, Texas turns up gold with Lyle 
Lovett’s “All Downhill,” Jimmy LaFave’s 
“Hideaway Girl,” and most exception- 
ally, Alejandro Escovedo’s “Sister Lost 
Soul,” live at the Continental Club. The 
rugged drawls of John Hiatt (“Love You 
Again”), Ray Wylie Hubbard (“Rabbit”), 
and cover boy Bob Schneider (“When 
the Sun Breaks Down on the Moon”) 
are countered by the gentle despera- 
tion of Aimee Mann (“Freeway”) and 
Shelby Lynne (“Pretend”), alongside 
the stripped pop of Ingrid Michaelson 
(“The Way I Am”) and Feist (“I Feel It 
All”). Disc one also features immacu- 
late instrumentals from Rodrigo y 
Gabriela, Kaki King, and Bobbie 
Nelson with her brother’s “Crazy,” as 
well as a virtuosic cut of Andrew Bird’s 
“Imitosis” backstage at the Austin 
City Limits Music Festival. Iron & 

Wine’s epic “Trapeze Swinger (for End 
Credit)” stands out with Daniel Lanois’ 
“Here Is What Is” and Sara Bareilles’ 
suave piano pop on “Love Song,” 
while R.E.M. strikes a classically 
nostalgic note with the band’s new 
“Supernatural Superserious,” as does 
Big Head Todd & the Monsters, though 
much less convincingly, in drudging 
up “Bittersweet.” Disc two rolls heavy 
on the acoustic, leading with the stel- 
lar trio of Buddy Miller (“Wide River 
to Cross”), James McMurtry (“Just Us 
Kids”), and Sam Baker & Gurf Morlix 
(“Slots”), though Landon Pigg’s trilling 
sincerity grates. Cowboy Junkies get 
gritty on the moaning blues of “I Don’t 
Get It,” and James Hunter grooves on 
“Don’t Do Me No Favours,” though 
neither matches Carolyn Wonderland’s 
scorching “Miss Understood.” Sharon 
Jones & the Dap-Kings smoke them 
all with the sultry, swaggering soul 
of “100 Days, 100 Nights.” The Hold 
Steady appropriately makes the 
last call with the bitter bar crawl of 
“Sequestered in Memphis,” closing out 
one helluva party.

Look Good, Feel Good 

Ben Mallott’s pearl 
snaps and patterned 
cowboy boots on the 
cover of his debut LP are 
a bit misleading. Although 
he’s backed at times by some solid steel and 
gently chugging rhythms, the Austinite’s pro- 
pelled by his impressively soulful vocals. Opener 
“Heartbreaks” showcases an impressively 
subtle range, and though there are touches of 
Damien Jurado, Daniel Lanois, and even Ray 
LaMontagne’s mellow grit, Mallott winds with 
dexterous versatility. Unexpected horns blaze 
mariachi on “Purgatory’s Last Massage Parlor” 
and Memphis on “I Want It All,” while “Love Is 
Cold Water” bounces with B-3 organ and a New 
Orleans’ jazz romp at the end. The sway behind 
Mallott’s low, breathy swells on “The Artful 
Dodger” counter the rockabilly piano romp of 
“Cold Feet.” Eliza Gilkyson lends her vocal magic 
to “Shotgun Suzy,” and tender numbers such as 
“Leaving,” “Over Time,” and the darkly twisted 
“Just Like Angels” are all beautifully wrought.

Bed,” it cuts deep with genuine experience. The 
Okie turned Texan’s fifth studio LP opens apply- 
ing that same defiant bootstrap mentality to the 
hurricane-hit Gulf behind a low, Waylon Jennings 
gruffness on “Sons and Daughters of Dixie,” and 
there’s a touch of classic David Allen Coe on 
the dark barroom ballad “Something You Don’t 
See Everyday.” Yet Boland also has a polish in 
his approach that aligns him with George Strait 
on tunes such as “No Reason Being Late” and 
“Alright,” his hard drawl working best on subtle, 
hard-luck realizations like the title track. “The 
Party’s Not Over” swings the dance hall with 
help from Robert Earl Keen, while “Outlaw Band” 
burns a mean fiddle and mandolin to close.

Necessary boasts all the necessary 
ingredients: density, gallop, and vocal ossification. Machine-gun kick drums flesh out the midsec- 
tion of lancer “Charlatan,” while the latter-half architecture of closer “Erase the Plague” proves 
the group’s potential. Mostly instrumental Austin progressives Baron Grod cite genre trendset- 
ters Isis as an influence and, though the band’s eponymous disc could use Hydra Head produc- 
tion from Aaron Turner’s indie imprint, its oceanic poundscapes push lemmings off jagged cliffs 
without mercy. Ryoko Minowa’s piano plays fire to the crescendo reign of guitarist David Finner 
and an appropriately seismic rhythm section on 11 minutes of “Whitechapel,” while the white- 
water vocal roar of “With the Look of a Gentleman” is in direct contrast to Asiatic atmospherics 
coloring another 11 minutes of “Thousand Year Lament.” Full-length at five songs, Baron Grod’s 
debut finesses epic keelhaul. Local death metal trio Lions of Tsavo pulls off that rare annual 
ritual: a just-under-the-wire Top 10 release. Ryan Chamberlain’s deadly bubonic guitar and necro- 
philiac vocals atop Josh Dawkins’ dam-burst drums and Matt Walker’s timbering bass incinerate 
the end-times avalanche of [Firelung] (Ovrcast). Scandinavian black metal has nothing on the bat- 
tlefield butchery this threesome wreaks, saving the best for last in the charging scorch of “Witch 
Horn,” the blood-spilling “Throne of the Compound Eye,” and the closing epic of the title track, 
which rages like the Russians taking Berlin during World War II, one of most brutal engagements 
in history, complete with a cease-fire middle section and lashing four-minute solo at the heart of 
its unrelenting 10 minutes of annihilation. A pride of Lions, no doubt. - Raoul Hernandez 


girlie action 

Ariel Abshire’s debut disc, 

Exclamation Love (Darla), is an utterly 
exquisite and remarkable recording. 

At 17, Abshire has a voice that booms 
full-blown, and the lean instrumentation 
courtesy of producer Andy Sharp frames 
those vocals gracefully. Once you get 
past being knocked out by her voice - 
Abshire studied at Natural Ear Music 
School and often performs with Alvin 
Crow’s Hardcore Country - her songwrit- 
ing takes center stage. “Goddamn geog- 
raphy and the tectonic plates, making 
America shaped this way; it would never 
work out, I know,” she 
sings in “Goddamn 
New Mexico” with 
enough passion and 
heartfelt soul to 
make her the premier 
singer-songwriter of 
Austin’s under-18 set. 

There’s a sweetness 
to Abshire’s writing 
that can be written 
off as youth, but it’s 
universal youth, the 
one that lives inside 
anyone who ever 
survived heartbreak 
at 16. The title of 
Ginger Leigh’s new 
recording, Don’t Be 
Shy, sounds like the 
advice she’s always 
given herself to record 
whatever she damn 
well pleases without 
regard for trend. That 
set of no expecta- 
tions marks her new 
album with confident mastery in “Paris 
My Secret” and “Best of Me,” which 
frame Leigh’s formidable vocals with 
cool pop jazziness. The gorgeous “Capri” 
and her love of wordplay on “Dissected” 
make this one of Leigh’s finest discs yet. 
Autumn followed up her notable 2006 
release, Sugarcane, by remembering the 
first lesson of a sophomore release: 

Give the audience plenty of what it came 
for the first time. Autumn’s warm voice 
wraps “Lessons Never Learned” and 
“Trains I Missed” in the blanket of folky 
Americana. The Walt Wilkins-Tim Lorsch 
produced Velvet Sky posits Autumn along- 
side Wendy Colonna among the strongest 
of Austin’s new songwriters. The charm of 
Penny Jo Pullus’ new CD isn’t diminished 
by the long and awkward title, My Barn 
Having Burned , I Can Now See the Moon. 
While she does well opening with Brian 
Setzer’s “Knife Feels Like Justice,” Pullus’ 
songs “Chimayo” and “This Time, Next 
Time” are powerful statements on their 
own, blending Pullus’ roots-rock tendencies 
with her love for old AM radio on hand- 
clapping tunes like “Little Black Dress.”

Peace Queer (Aimless) 

Todd Snider’s a misfit’s kind of misfit, and like his 
previous disc, The Devil You Know, his latest eight-song 
offering cuts biting satire into the truly poignant. “Mission 
Accomplished (Because You Gotta Have Faith)” talks blues couplets over 
George Michael’s rhythm, and “Stuck on the Corner (Prelude to a Heart 
Attack)” is rockabilly fervor. Spoken-word interludes offer more twists, but 
none more so than the haunted cover of CCR’s “Fortunate Son.” ★★★ 



CAROLINE CASEY & THE STRINGSLINGERS 

This Broken Crown (El Toro) 

With her first album since the Casey Sisters’ Crazy 
Spree in 2002, Caroline Casey unloads juke-joint gold in 
her solo debut, like Loretta Lynn at her sassiest. “Blazin’ 
a Champagne Trail,” “Little Pink Mack,” and “Caffeine, 

Nicotine” roll with raucous twang, while “Used Wedding 
Rings” is beautifully brutal. “Threshold of Heartache,” meanwhile, bursts with 
Spanish flavor, and Brennen Leigh duets on the flirty “Daddy’s Girl.” ★★★ 



ROY HEINRICH 

All Night All Day (3H) 

Plying roadhouse rousers and pure Texas honky- 
tonk, Heinrich’s rough Cash-like bass drawl and sense 
of humor are thoroughly bred in the barroom. “Drama 
Queen” and “Too Much Whiskey” pack wry, bottom-of- 
the-bottle wisdom balanced by the political kick of “The American Wall” 
and “Yesterday’s News.” “Twenty Thousand Reasons” and “She Grabbed a 
Knife” offer some rocking country swagger, but little versatility overall. ★★ 



THE DEDRINGERS 

Sweetheart of the Neighborhood (Dedcrow) 

Though the title puns the Byrds, the Dedringers’ debut 
LP opens with the Rolling Stones’ bruisin’ influence of 
“Sideman’s Blues.” The quartet rips a number of roots 
styles, crafting epic narratives that run through gritty 
Wilco-esque pop (“Tonight,” “Institution”), soft ballads (“Heart of Gold,” 
“Seven Days and Seven Nights”), and the rolling moan of Townes Van 
Zandt’s “Black Jack Mama” and the sex-driven title track. ★★★ 



FREDDIE STEADY’S WILD COUNTRY 

Ten Dollar Gun (SteadyBoy) 

Freddie Krc’s take on country is predictably eclectic. 

Though moments such as “Times Are Getting Tough” 
and “Ballad of Clovis Morose” are hilariously twang- 
ing, Krc takes his primary cues from the Sir Douglas 
Quartet’s Brit-flavored Tex-Mex (“What’s So Hard About 
Love”) and Elvis Costello’s spin on Americana (“Wild Wild West”). “Dat 
Crawfish” stomps zydeco, but “Pirate for Your Love” and “Roadhouse 
Rock” open up the powder keg. ★★V 

GEORGE ENSLE 

Build a Bridge (Berkalin) 

George Ensle calls himself a song painter, an apt 
enough characterization of his mood-set pieces and 
deft strokes of masterful picking. “Walkin’ Tall” opens 
on an infectiously easy back-porch ditty, matched by the 
loping “Circuit Preacher” and beautiful “Coming Back Around,” but Ensle 
also evokes darker hues with “Second Chances.” His bluesy gospel roll 
“Bread of Life” makes up for the overly saccharine “Everyday Heroes,” and 
“Christmas Truce of 1914” crafts a touching portrait. ★★V 




MATTHEW BALLARD 

Midnight Drive 

Matthew Ballard’s second disc features Austin’s 
A-list sessionistas, and as they always do, Redd 
Volkaert, Cindy Cashdollar, Paul Pearcy, and Eleanor 
Whitmore improve everything they touch. Unfortunately, 
try as he might, Ballard can’t help but sound like a second-rate version 
of Charlie Robison. The only bright spot, “A Day Off,” finds the young 
singer-songwriter with some smartass wordplay and a flash of a youthful

around the dance floor. Hudgins’ voice is the main draw, 
deep and trembling and so smooth as to effortlessly 
invoke icons like Charlie Pride and Conway Twitty. “Inside 
It’s Pouring” and “Three Chairs” quake with vulnerability, 
while David Leroy Biller’s pedal steel cries beautifully in 
commiseration. “Country Song” drives a harder tempo, 
and “More Whine” cuts the requisite puns that drift from 
familiar into trite, but “Your Heart Just Slipped My Mind” 
wrings the poignant from the clever, and “The Man Who 
Makes Her Cry” pounds out like Waylon Jennings.

Whether your political stripe is blue, 
red, or somewhere in between, all 
Americans rally around the concept 
of supporting our troops. Produced by 
the Welcome Home Project, a group 
of Texas-based music and media professionals, the 
first two Voices of a Grateful Nation anthologies center 
on local artists with the proceeds benefiting members 
of the armed services who served in foreign conflicts 
post-9/11. While the music varies wildly from track to 
track and disc to disc, the songs all concern the soldier 
at war, at peace, or coming home. Yet whether maudlin 
or uplifting, the performances are uniformly first-rate 
with the bluegrassy “Shipping Out to Iraq Blues,” a duet 
by Jesse Dayton and Johnny Bush; the righteous “We’ll 
Have Peace Some Day” by Lavelle White and Guitar 
Shorty; and Sally and Bukka Allen’s hymn, “Everyone Has 
Faded” immediately standing out. Others making appear- 
ances include long-timers Charlie Louvin, Ray Benson, 
Rusty Wier, Carolyn Wonderland, Malford Milligan, and 
Jimmy LaFave, as well as relative newcomers Dustin 
Welch, the Band of Heathens, and Brennen Leigh. With a 
little for anyone with a taste for roots music, both discs 
make interesting spins and a relatively pain-free way of 
showing support for war veterans.

PAUL MINOR 

The Marfa Project 
(Minor Productions) 

For his second solo album, local 
everyman Paul Minor headed to 
Marfa with a satchel full of melan- 
choly turns of phrase and a brood of 
musical all-stars, including Marfa City Council member 
and El Orbits frontman David Beebe on drums. Minor 
tries on an array of voices over 12 songs, giving Marfa a 
ramshackle, farm-to-market vibe. “Devil May Care” is a 
raggedy, roll-out-of-bed opener that dumps Elvis Costello 
by the side of Highway 290 with a wicked hangover. 

Minor stabs farther west on “Here I Am,” a meditation 
on high lonesomeness featuring an Augie Meyers-style 
organ solo that crackles to life like a distant San Antonio 
radio signal. Similarly, pop chestnut “Sweet and Sour 
Girl” gets a boost from Michael Crow’s strategic Moog 
workout at the bridge. By contrast, quieter moments 
such as “Windmills” and “Live and Breathe” come 
through with unabashed, lump-in-throat tenderness. Like 
a two-fingered wave on an empty highway, these dis- 
patches seethe with consoling charm.

JONATHAN TERRELL 

Trials and Stimulations 

Born and bred in the East 
Texas town of Longview, 

Jonathan Terrell seemingly has 
roots music in his blood. Trials 
and Stimulations may be only 
his second effort, but its 14 
songs span a lifetime of stories well told. Taking his 
cues from the likes of Townes Van Zandt and Steve 
Earle, the twentysomething songwriter moans poetry 
set to country and folk settings that kick up dust with a 
flourish. He then watches as it settles, examining the 
aftermath with a keen eye. A middisc trilogy of desola- 
tion (“The Lone Road”), twisted rockabilly (“Boots”), 
and Dylan-esque folk (“Terrible Man”) grounds the disc, 
perfectly illustrating Terrell’s talent for mood, melody, 
and lyric. At 55 minutes, Trials and Stimulations could 
use some editing, but Terrell’s songs are sturdy, his 
band above average and engaging.

WILL T. MASSEY 

Wayward Lady 

Creating a political album of 
lasting impression is an exer- 
cise in balance, disgust, and 
defiance, vitriol and honesty 
existing in equal measure. 

While Massey certainly has 
plenty to protest with Wayward 
Lady, he largely subscribes to a policy of speaking soft- 
ly and carrying a big stick. Effectively stark with subtle 
shades of Richard Bowden’s fiddle, Lady maintains a 
calm, reflective tone, and though the more direct and 
overt missives such as opener “A Soldier’s Love” and 
“American Prayer” are heartfelt and personal, Massey 
finds his best voice on tunes that weave his concern 
and frustration within more grounded narratives. 

“Peace Train” is a keeper, and the acoustic sing-talk 
of “Hooker With a Purple Heart” offers a moving tale, 
but most surprising is a beautifully stripped version of 
Pink Floyd’s “The Gunner’s Dream.” The odd allegory of 
“Wayward Lady U.S.A.” may best encapsulate Massey’s 
torn vision of hurt and hope, though: “You’re a wicked 
woman, but I love you.”

CRUISERWEIGHT 

Big Bold Letters 
(Doghouse) 

Local heroes 
Cruiserweight struggle 
with the challenge that’s 
faced posicore and emo 
bands for two decades 
now: how to indulge in 
sentimentality without 
coming off corny. Here, Cruiserweight’s strategy is to 
swing for the fences on the chorus, and they homer 
twice, with the crushing hooks of “Distraction” and 
“You Were Right.” Other songs - notably “Burst the 
Bubble,” “Balboa,” and “You Don’t Get It!” - have 
strong moments, but they’re offset by guitarist Urny 
Maxwell’s affable but conservative riffs and singer 
Stella Maxwell’s rambling melodies. The album’s pro- 
duction adds an extra, unnecessary layer of polish to 
the already-slick sound of 2005’s Sweet Weaponry, 
crowding Stella’s preternaturally smooth voice with a 
bank of generic backups as if to intentionally restrict 
her delivery and prevent her from selling the emotion. 
The Maxwells have the character to make earnestness 
stick, but it rarely comes through here.

CRUISERWEIGHT

Many people believe Israelis have more important things to worry about these 
days, but the city government of Petah Tikva (a Tel Aviv suburb) became the 
latest municipality to implement a registry of dog DNA to encourage owners to 
pick up after their pets in the city’s streets and parks. Abandoned droppings 
will be analyzed and those dogs’ owners punished. 


LEAD STORY 

When a four-bedroom house inhabited by 
50 tenants partially collapsed in October in 
Honolulu, at least 10 of the residents said 
they had been pressured to let the property 
manager give them experimental stem-cell 
injections. Manager Daniel Cunningham, 56, 
a delicensed chiropractor, said he has been 
injecting the substance phenol into himself 
for years to treat gnarled hands (though the 
hands appeared to a Honolulu Advertiser 
reporter to be deteriorating to the point 
where Cunningham wears socks over them). 
One man said Cunningham injected him 
directly into the eye, and others complained 
of various side effects. Cunningham ran for 
mayor of Honolulu this year and in the 
September primary received 737 votes on a 
platform of complaining about government’s 
meddling into health care. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

Deceitful mating strategies may be rife in 
the animal kingdom (especially among 
humans), but Australian researchers recently 
documented the sexual guile of a group of 
orchids that basically trick male wasps into 
pollinating them by resembling the look and 
smell of female wasps. Writing in The 
American Naturalist, the authors noted that 
female wasps reproduce both with and with- 
out sperm, with the latter creating male off- 
spring. Consequently, the researchers 
hypothesized, when orchids commandeer 
sperm, it indirectly leads to the birth of more 
future pollinators. (Charles Darwin’s subse- 


quent book, after The Origin of Species, was 
The Various Contrivances by Which Orchids 
Are Fertilized by Insects.) 

The remote Manitoba First Nations tribes 
in Canada have largely moved away from 
alcohol abuse, according to an October 
Winnipeg Sun report, to the abuse of much 
more potent “superjuice,” made with a fast- 
acting yeast that encourages quick brewing. 
According to a local probation officer, though, 
underbrewing results in the swill’s continuing 
to ferment in the stomach after consump- 
tion, causing violent pain and progressive 
inebriation lasting for days. 

In 2003, retired Colorado businessman 
John Haines, who was concerned about dan- 
gerous cracks in the Tomb of the Unknowns 
at Arlington National Cemetery, went to great 
lengths to find and purchase a huge slab of 
the identical high-grade white marble of the 
tomb and offered it, free of charge, shipping 
included, to the Army (which has been con- 
sidering reconstruction of the tomb since 
1987). In the ensuing five years, according 
to an August Denver Post story, the Army has 
continued to ignore Haines, yet periodically 
has shown interest in opening the recon- 
struction to competitive bidding but mostly 
has just allowed the idea to languish. 

THE SACRED INSTITUTION 
OF MARRIAGE 

In September, a Wisconsin appeals court 
suppressed the surveillance video that 
allegedly captured David Johnson, 59, hav- 
ing sex with his comatose wife in a 
Portage nursing home, obviously violating 


the state law against sex without consent. 
Nursing home caregivers had installed the 
camera to protect the wife, but the court 
ruled it an invasion of the privacy of the 
marital relationship. 

In November, the Bombay high court 
expunged the arranged-marriage records of 
an Indian couple who had separated immedi- 
ately after their 1998 honeymoon when the 
husband complained that he had been 
unable to consummate because the bride 
had large boils on her face. She has since 
been cured of her disorder and did not want 
future suitors to read of her past. 

THE NEW NATURE OF WORK 

1) Officer Keith Breiner, suspended from 
the police force in Beaumont, Texas, for 
crossing the line during an undercover prosti- 
tution sting (that is, he actually had sex), 
defended himself in an August hearing: “It 
was a job, sir. I didn’t have pleasure doing it.” 
It was, he said, “something I did for the city.” 
2) In his murder trial in October in Leeds, 
England, chef Anthony Morley testified that 
the killing was in self-defense, but he did 
admit to carving, cooking, and eating part of 
the body afterward. “At some point [the vic- 
tim’s] body had just become something I 
would deal with at work, a piece of meat. ... 
That’s my daily task, preparing meat.”

1) In October, the local government council 
in Worcester, England, ordered Bill Malcolm 
to take down the 3-foot-high, barbed-wire 
fence he had installed to deter the thieves 
who had broken into his storage shed three 
times in the previous four months. According 
to the Daily Mail, the council said it feared 
the government would be sued by a wounded 
trespasser. 2) In August, the local govern- 
ment in Dymchurch, England, said a tradition- 
al celebration of the inspirational character 
Dr. Syn would have to be altered because 
the town had been unable to obtain liability 
insurance. According to legend, the swash- 
buckling Dr. Syn braved enemy troops to 
bring food to starving villagers by horseback, 
but without liability insurance, the man por- 
traying Dr. Syn would now have to merely 
walk through the village. 

KIDS, LET A PROFESSIONAL 
HANDLE THIS 

Two high school boys in Markesan, Wis., 
were hospitalized in September with broken 
pelvises after a prank went bad and a class- 
mate inadvertently drove over them as they 
lay in the road in front of her car. On the other 
hand, professional Tom Owen (known as the 
“Human Speed Bump”) was hospitalized in 
October with similar injuries after he attempt- 
ed to break a Guinness World Record by being 
run over by eight vehicles (with the last one, a 
box truck, leaving him in bad shape). Owen 
got certification, though, because the truck 
did pass completely over him.

J P Seven 
Christmas Trees, 

between Hearne and 
Bryan in Texas, looks 
like a field of giant 
green caterpillars 
with pointed spines 
snaking across the 
rolling hills. Some- 
where among the 
neat rows of conical 
trees is the perfect holiday tree waiting to be cut down by an 
appreciative family. 

The drought this year hasn’t affected the trees as much as expected, says J.P Van Buijtenen. 
After a dry spell late in the summer, the farm got 5 inches of rain. Then, Hurricane Ike blew through 
in September without doing much damage. He doesn’t irrigate, other than watering new trees by 
hand, so Van Buijtenen must rely on Mother Nature. 

The well-timed rain prompted enough new growth that Van Buijtenen had to trim the trees a third 
time this year. Usually he only prunes the trees in May and July to maintain the symmetry of the 
Virginia pines. That means shaping about 1,000 trees on his 20 acres. It’s a lot of physical work 
for a job that was supposed to be part-time on weekends. “I thoroughly enjoy it, though,” the 
retired Texas Forest Service employee and Texas A&M professor says. 

J P Seven Christmas Trees is known for being a good distance out in the country and for having 
wonderfully fragrant and thick trees. Van Buijtenen blames both traits on his original mistake of get- 
ting in the Christmas-tree business. “When I first looked over the hill toward the river, it was just 
beautiful,” he says. He knew right away that it was the ideal place to grow perfect Christmas trees. 

Thirty years ago, he picked the spot in the Navasota River valley because the deep sandy soil 
was just right for growing trees. His was one of the first commercial Christmas-tree farms in 
Texas. Most retail tree farms are within 10 miles of a metropolitan area. He’s nearly twice that far 
from Bryan. 

“Back when we started, we didn’t know anything about growing Christmas trees in Texas,” Van 
Buijtenen says. "But neither did anyone else.” 

The farm offers few frills other than a beautiful country drive and a hayride through the field of 
dreams once you get there. It’s fun to watch the families scatter among evergreen trees like an 
army of ants critiquing the strengths and weakness of each bush until they can find the one they 
can all agree upon. 

J P Seven Christmas Trees is 15 miles northeast of Bryan off Highway 21. For directions, go to 
www.texaschristmastrees.net/jpseventrees.htm. The farm can be reached at 979/846-7916. The 
field is open the Saturday after Thanksgiving and on following weekends from 9am to 5pm 
through Dec. 14.

Compared to a crowd of 98,000- 
plus that regularly fills Darrell K. 
Royal-Texas Memorial Stadium 
these days, a gathering of a mere 
4,324 people may seem a paltry 
thing. University of Texas volleyball 
fans cramming into UT’s Gregory 
Gymnasium know better. 

They know that when it comes to athletic 
arenas, size doesn’t matter. What really mat- 
ters is intimacy and togetherness. True, you 
also get that in spades at a Longhorn foot- 
ball game, but you almost never do at UT 
soccer or basketball games, and the reason 
has little to do with the team or the competi- 
tion. The reason why is that the venues those 
teams play in just blow. They’re too big, too cavern- 
ous, too alienating. You come away feeling vaguely 
lonely. Not so at Gregory Gym. Not when quite possi- 
bly the best athlete on campus is strutting her stuff 
on national television. 

I’m speaking of the spectacular Destinee Hooker, 
who invariably shines when the television cameras are 
on. (It’s why they call her D-TV.) Against No. 3 Nebraska 
last week, she was blinding. In the first set alone, she 
had 12 kills with zero errors - half the team’s points. 

I don’t really understand how volleyball statistics 
are kept. Fortunately, watching Hooker, I don’t have 
to. At her best, she keeps things stunningly simple, 
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delivering one emphatic spike after another. Coach 
Jerritt Elliott was no less agog. “I have seen noth- 
ing close to that,” he said after Texas closed out 
the match 3-1 and positioned itself to claim a No. 1 
seed going into the NCAA tournament. “Twelve kills 
in a game to 25? Wow! Everything she touched was 
golden. She couldn’t do anything wrong.” 

Perfection creates its own problems, however. After 
getting out of rhythm and losing the second set 21-25, 
Elliott knew that he couldn’t keep “dipping into the 
same well.” The Longhorns had to make some adjust- 
ments, diversifying their attack, not relying exclusively 
on Hooker. It was a good lesson to learn heading into 
the NCAA tournament, which begins today 
(Thursday, Dec. 4). 

The Longhorns were in an almost identi- 
cal position this time last year. Once again, 
they have only three losses. Once again, 
they’re winning more than 80% of their 
sets. Their hitting percentage is almost 
identically dazzling. 

Yet to my uninformed eyes, the 2007 squad was 
better than this year’s. Keying their game to all- 
American setter Michelle Moriarty, they played with 
precision and ease, scarcely dropping a set for weeks 
on end - until, that is, Southern California intruded 
on the storybook season with a 3-0 drubbing in the 
regional finals of the NCAA tournament. Elliott sees 
some differences, as well. “For this team,” he said 
comparing the two squads, “it hasn’t come as easy. 

I don’t know if we peaked too early last year, but it 
definitely went a lot smoother. This year, ever since 
we lost to Oklahoma, we’ve had our eyes opened.” 
National championships can’t be won any other way.

College report: The Texas A&M women advanced to the NCAA Elite 
Eight, coming from behind with two goals 46 seconds apart to win 2-1 at 
Florida. They’re the last Texas college team left alive, because the top- 
ranked Trinity men were upset by Amherst, 1-0, in the Division III quarterfi- 
nals. Also out in the quarterfinals: the Midwestern State men and Texas 
A&M-Commerce women. Portland, who ended UT’s season last week, also 
advanced to the quarterfinals, while setting a new season attendance 
record for women’s soccer. The Aggies, with the nation’s second-highest 
season attendance, also beat the old record. 

The Columbus Crew won the MLS Cup Sunday, beating New York 3-1, 
with all three goals coming on assists from MLS Player of the Year Guillermo 
Barros Schelotto. The Crew became the first team in six years to have 
the best regular season record and the championship in the same year.

George Bernard Shaw 
wrote the play in 1908. 

He was a critic and writer 
famously ahead of his time, 
someone fully invested in 
equal rights for women and 
class awareness. His work 
often came as a shock to 
Edwardian England, and while 
Getting Married doesn’t men- 
tion gay marriage, it might as 
well, given the dismay and 
astonishment expressed by 
many of its characters. 

Getting Married is less of 
a play than it is a playground 
for Shaw’s outrageous ideas 
about the legal relationship 
between a husband and a 
wife. The story opens as the 
parents of Edith Bridgenorth 
(Nora Davidson) prepare for 
her wedding. The guests arrive in various 
states of emotional disarray, the result of 
divorce, rejected marriage proposals, and 
extramarital affairs in their own lives. They 
discover that the bride and bridegroom are, 
that very morning, having second thoughts. 

It isn’t that the two don’t love each other. 
Edith and her fiance, Cecil (Daniel Rigney), 
gaze at each other with a tender, adoring 
regret that is sweet to behold. The thing is, 
they’ve educated themselves as to the exact 
legal relationship between a man and a 
woman once they get married, and now the 
idea doesn’t sound so appealing. 

In his play, Shaw surgically removes all 
sentimentality from the marriage organism 
and dissects what’s left. Is there any ben- 
efit to be had, after all? The guests rally 
around the doubting lovers and decide to 
create a new contract, one that is like mar- 
riage but with an extensive prenup designed 
to protect all legal and financial interests. 
Edith’s father, Bishop Bridgenorth (Randall 
Lorenz), surprises the gathering by support- 
ing the effort: “I’ve a very strong suspicion 


that when it is drawn up, it will be so much 
worse than the existing law that you will all 
prefer getting married.” 

Different Stages’ production does its 
very best to maintain the witty momentum 
of Shaw’s dialectic. It’s perhaps not the 
fault of the company members that things 
begin to sag in the final third under the 
weight of a resolution that takes its own 
sweet time getting there. Modern audienc- 
es, especially in Austin, where many shows 
are considered long at 90 minutes, aren’t 
geared up to examine a single idea for two 
and a half hours. 

True to style, director Norman 
Blumensaadt’s work is thorough and spe- 
cific. The cast of 13 performs this intellec- 
tual symphony with confidence and careful 
thought. Their British accents are uneven, 
but the actors work through this heavy text 
with gusto. As an ensemble, they clearly 
have fun together. The fun is catching for 
an audience that wants to see what hap- 
pens when you crack open the rib cage of 
an old social convention to find out what’s 
really there. - Elizabeth Cobbe

A dog is a man’s best ... lover? 

Though there is never any bestiality in A.R. Gurney’s Sylvia, 
the line between furry pal and mistress definitely gets blurry. 


The play runs the gamut from cute to facile 
to moving. Unfortunately, Austin Playhouse’s 
production has more of the first two qualities 
than the last. 

The essential gimmick here is that 
Sylvia is a dog but is played by a human. 
All of the dilemmas, the surprises, and 
the humor stem from that device. It is a 
pleasing premise but so simple that it can 
become predictable. 

Greg and Kate are a wealthy couple liv- 
ing on the Upper West Side of Manhattan. 
Their kids have left for college, so Kate is 
pursuing a midlife career, and Greg is pur- 
suing a midlife crisis. He is a lawyer and 
has grown bored with his work, which he 
repeatedly describes as no longer seeming 
“real.” When the play opens, we find Greg 
and a frisky blonde named Sylvia together 
in his apartment. (It helps at this point to 
imagine that you do not yet know that Sylvia 
is a dog.) She is smelling the furniture. He 
is nervously awaiting his wife’s return. Kate 
gets home and is irked. She doesn’t want a 
dog in their small apartment. She doesn’t 
want to clean up messes while Greg has all 
the fun. And so it goes. Greg falls further 
and further in love with Sylvia, devoting all 
his time and energy to her, even losing his 
job. Kate grows more and more furious as 
she watches her husband disappear into his 
affection for “the other.” 

Michael Stuart’s direction reaches for the 
obvious humor rather than digging deeper 
into the true challenge of this script - find- 
ing the distinction between different kinds 
of love. Andrea Osborn is a talented actor 
and could have gone in more subtle direc- 
tions with the title role. She is fully com- 
mitted and fun to watch, but her dog antics 
become a bit one-note. The production’s 


take on Sylvia is very tongue-in-cheek. More 
look-how-cute-l-am than the self-unconscious 
affection of an actual four-legged creature. 
The result is that Sylvia is more amusing 
than lovable, and that undermines our abil- 
ity to eventually side and sympathize with 
Sylvia over the jealous Kate. 

The evening belongs to Bernadette 
Nason, who plays Kate. Her fury, her hurt, 
and her resorting to drinking are great fun 
and greatly endearing, providing a com- 
plex offset to Sylvia’s simple personality. 
Nason carries the world of the play most 
vividly. You believe this woman has kids in 
college, has a mortgage to worry over, has 
the city of Manhattan to impress. David 
Stahl is a great Greg. He is enamored with 
Sylvia and disenchanted with his own life. 
He is oblivious to the hurt he is causing 
Kate. He is a lost little boy in the form of 
a middle-aged man. 

Sylvia is confused in its message. It 
wants to be about a man’s relationship 
with his dog, but it also wants to be about 
“the other” that can enter a relationship 
and destroy it. It wants to make Kate’s 
suffering real, but it doesn’t want to send 
Sylvia away. In an abrupt maneuver, the 
very end of the play has Kate deciding: 

“Ah, what the heck? You can keep her.” 

(A moving monologue by Osborn about 
the ferocity of a dog’s love for her mas- 
ter helps to sell this sudden change of 
heart.) Ultimately, this play seems to be 
an argument for owning a dog. Or for dog 
obsession as a healthy manifestation of a 
midlife crisis. Or for the feasibility of lov- 
ing a dog and a wife simultaneously. It is 
certainly a fun evening, but in the end, this 
cute play about a dog doesn’t leave you 
with much to chew on. - Hannah Kenah

Austin Symphony Orchestra 
With Robert McDuffie, Violin 

Dell Hall at the Long Center, 

Nov. 21 I 



Perhaps my New England roots are to blame, but for me, there’s 
a seismic cultural shift that comes with the arrival of cooler times 
in Austin. The thinning tree cover and the shift from light to dark 


seem to usher in a reflective mood for the city. 

To accompany a crisp autumn night this 
past Friday, maestro Peter Bay programmed 
a hearty mix of Central Europe-inspired 
works for the Austin Symphony Orchestra’s 
latest concert, as well as an Austin welcome 
for one of the world’s top violinists. 

With a resume as impressive as any 
virtuoso performing today, Robert McDuffie 
came to the Dell Hall stage as part of a 
16-city U.S. tour, bringing with him the Violin 
Concerto by Miklos Rozsa. A rarely per- 
formed orchestral piece by the three-time 
Oscar-winning film composer, the concerto 
was originally written for Jascha Heifetz for a 
1956 Dallas premiere. The piece celebrates 
the dense modality of Hungarian folk music, 
as well as the furious brilliance of the late 
instrumental master. 

Oscillating between lush lyricism and stun- 
ning energy, this powerful concerto deserves 
a wider audience. McDuffie, a fine ambassa- 
dor, made of the piece a signature personal 
statement, pairing near perfect intonation 
with brilliant technical flourishes. Though 
attention fell naturally on the soloist, the 
work posed a tremendous technical chal- 
lenge to the supporting players of the ASO, 
who triumphed under Bay’s baton. 

As the third movement began, a neighbor- 
ing audience member muttered, “Looks like 
we’re in for a ride.” What followed was quite 
a ride, indeed. Stormy, furious, and thrilling 
from the first bars, the outer sections of the 
movement showcased McDuffie’s mastery of 
spiccato, balanced with a tender, evocative 
rendering of the unsettled middle passage. 
As the concerto’s last notes reverberated in 
the hall, the crowd cried out for an encore. 


As McDuffie returned to the stage, I 
wondered, “How do you up the ante after 
such a towering piece?” Enter the Kreisler 
Scherzo, a powerhouse tour of the violin’s 
technical capabilities. McDuffie transcend- 
ed the solo piece, scoring a winning post- 
script to an exciting performance. As I sus- 
pect others who hadn’t heard of McDuffie 
before this concert felt, I’m very curious to 
hear more. 

For the second act, ASO took the stage 
for Brahms’ Fourth Symphony. To many his 
magnum opus, the work presents the com- 
poser at his most inventive, assured, and 
emotionally diverse, with sweeping brush- 
strokes of color and texture. Though officially 
in E-minor, the first two movements flirt with 
many modes, highlighting Brahms’ passion 
for Central European folk traditions. The third 
departs abruptly, joyously rooted in C-major, 
changing course yet again to usher in the 
masterful, brooding final movement. 

A roller-coaster passacaglia of more than 
30 variations on a theme from earlier in the 
symphony, the fourth movement’s subtler 
moments exposed some intonation issues 
within the ensemble, particularly in the 
woodwind section. On the other hand, bal- 
ance was strong throughout the later varia- 
tions leading into the grand final statement. 
The solo flute variation was notably memo- 
rable, executed gorgeously by Rebecca 
Powell Garfield. 

It’s exciting to watch the ASO accompany 
its proud new home with concerts that exem- 
plify the artistic spectrum of the city it repre- 
sents: new sounds, new faces, old favorites, 
and a curious ear to the seasons still yet to 
come. - Michael Kellerman

ANITA O’DAY: THE LIFE OF 
A JAZZ SINGER D: Robbie Cavolina, Ian 

McCrudden. (NR, 91 min.) 

A celebratory documentary that skips 
briskly along to cover a 60-plus-year career, 
Anita O’Day: The Life of a Jazz Singer begins 
in 1941 when O’ Day was discovered by the 
bandleader Gene Krupa and follows the 
artistic development of this white jazz singer 
whom many put in the same league as Ella 
Fitzgerald, Billie Holiday, and Sarah Vaughan. 
With a vibratoless voice that brings to mind a 
French horn, O’Day took her 1940s big-band 
swing style and over time added new shades, 
such as bebop hipsterism. She was the first 
singer who recorded for the venerable Verve 
label, where later Holiday and Fitzgerald 
would find a home. A true vocal virtuoso, 
O’Day could put on displays of “rhythmic 
exhibitionism,” as one of the documentary’s 
commentators puts it. A clip of O’Day scat 
singing proves the point. Anita O’Day: The 
Life of a Jazz Singer features excerpts - often 
frustratingly brief - from interviews O’Day 
gave everywhere from Dick Cavett’s talk 
show to NPR’s Fresh Air. Often, the subject 
is her nearly two decades of drug addiction 
and other personal troubles, and the film 
attempts to be clear-eyed about this mate- 
rial. O’Day on heroin? Yes, it was bad, we’re 
told - but none of the sordidness is shown 
or even much described. What we see from 
her junkie period are clips of O’Day brilliantly 
performing numbers where she’s command- 
ingly in charge of her band, including her 
stunning rendition of “Sweet Georgia Brown” 
at the 1958 Newport Jazz Festival, where she 
looks fashionably cool in a cocktail dress and 
garden-party hat. Co-directors Cavolina and 
McCrudden obviously like their subject too 
much to let the proceedings become uncom- 
fortable. It takes Bryant Gumbel, of all peo- 
ple, to make O’Day bristle during an interview 
in which she’s visibly trying to keep the tone 
breezy. Given the long time period that Anita 
O’Day: The Life of a Jazz Singer covers, the 
quality of the archival material varies wildly, 
and the filmmakers work to create a visual 
coherence by adding graphic-design elements 
such as borders around frames and lines 
bisecting the screen. It’s unfortunate, then, 
that the co-directors didn’t take more care to 
make their own contemporary interviews look 
better. But the story of 0’ Day’s talent and 
innovation is well told. A sequence dissecting 
how she has performed “Let’s Fall in Love” 
over a 40-year period is alone worth the price 
of admission and shows the best of what a 
documentary can do. - Theresa Everline

AUSTRALIA D: Baz Luhrmann; with Nicole 

Kidman, Hugh Jackman, Brandon Walters, David 
Wenham, David Ngoombujarra, Bryan Brown, Ray Barrett. 

(R, 170 min.) 

Baz Luhrmann has never been afraid 
to go big, and with this, his long-awaited 
follow-up to 2001 ’s Moulin Rouge, his can- 
vas stretches as wide as the continent it 
chronicles. But the bigger the scope, and 
the bigger the ambition, the less control 
Luhrmann seems to have on his epic pro- 
ductions. That anything-goes - and will 

- mentality befitted the lust-addled teens 
of William Shakespeare’s Romeo & Juliet 
and the burlesque theatricality of Moulin 
Rouge’s courtesans and dwarves and mur- 
derous dukes, but Australia is cut from a 
different cloth. It’s a fairly straightforward 
and occasionally quite involving love story 
between a man and a woman, a woman and 
an orphaned child, a people and the land. 
Kidman - her face lacquered into a look that 
teeters between imperious and quizzical 

- plays Lady Sarah Ashley, a British aristo- 
crat who travels to Australia on the eve of 
World War II. Her goal is to reclaim a stray- 
ing husband from the money pit of a cattle 
ranch he owns in northern Australia, called 
Faraway Downs (a name that quickly takes 
on the mythic quality of Tara). Lady Ashley 
hitches a ride to the ranch with a rough-and- 
tumble cattle driver known only as Drover 
(Jackman, game as ever), who rather ruffles 
her delicate sensibilities with his love of bar 
brawls and progressive views on the coun- 
try’s second-class citizenry, the indigenous 
aborigine. (That’s not all Drover ruffles: Lady 


Ashley - alongside, I suspect, solidly 50% 
of the viewing audience - is not immune to 
the tight-pantsed Jackman, Australia’s eye- 
candy designate.) Upon arrival at Faraway 
Downs, Lady Ashley discovers her husband 
has been shot dead, a nefarious cattle 
baron is seeking to buy out the ranch, 
and an adorable half-aborigine, half-white 
6-year-old scamp named Nullah (newcomer 
Walters) is in danger of being forcibly taken 
from Faraway Downs as part of a govern- 
ment directive to remove all mixed-race 
children from their homes and train them 
for domestic service. And that’s only the 
first 20 minutes. It’s an overpacked film, to 
be sure, and Luhrmann front-loads the best 
stuff in the first of the film’s three distinct 
sections, including a breakneck cliffside 
cattle stampede that ends in a gorgeous, 
three-person clutch that collapses to the 
ground, telegraphing the makeshift family 
unit that engines Australia. It’s a fantastic 
set-piece and sets a standard, tonally and 
visually, that the film never again meets. 
(Curiously - and despite the on-location 
shoot - background landscapes tend to 
have the flat feel of green screen.) The 
problem goes back to control: Luhrmann 
wants it all - comedy and tragedy, bombast 
and wet-eyed sentimentality. When it works, 
his kid-in-a-candy-store giddiness is infec- 
tious. When it doesn’t - when he goes from 
silly to turgid in 60 seconds flat - he punc- 
tures Australia’s proportions down from epic 
to simply overwrought. - Kimberley Jones

THE DUKES D: Robert Davi; with Davi, 

Chazz Palminteri, Peter Bogdanovich, Miriam 
Margolyes, Elya Baskin, Melora Hardin, Frank D’Amico, 
Bruce Weitz. (PG-13, 96 min.) 

You might not recognize the name Davi, 
but there’s very little chance you wouldn’t 
recognize the face that goes with it. After 
30 years as an actor, Davi - he of the 
sandpaper cheeks, penetrating stare, 


charcoal-and-whiskey voice, and subdued 
outer-borough menace - is who Hollywood 
turns to when a movie or TV show needs a 
tough guy who’d just as soon elbow you in 
the larynx as help you with your groceries. 

So it was a little bit surprising to find that 
Davi’s debut as a writer and director, The 
Dukes, was such a genial project, a light 
comedy almost entirely free of violence or 
even anger. I can’t see inside the man’s 
head, but I’m guessing Davi had his fill of 
being typecast as the baddie and decided 
that the only way he was going to have a 
chance to play a true protagonist - in this 
case a likable schlub more sinned against 
than sinning - would be to write it him- 
self. The result, divorced dad Danny, won’t 
make anyone forget Davi’s performances 
in License to Kill, Die Hard, or The Goonies, 
but there is a certain pleasure in watching 
a professional intimidator shake off time- 
worn affectations and shrug his way toward 
a quiet and unnoticed midlife redemption. 
Danny needs that redemption, too; once the 
leader of a famous doo-wop group called 
the Dukes but now in his fifties, without 
money, career, or fame, Danny is desper- 
ate to get his life moving again. He and his 
brother, and fellow Duke, George (Palminteri) 
are willing to try anything - working in kitch- 
ens, prostituting their songs and their pride 
in humiliating TV commercials, even taking 
part in an elaborate medical-lab heist - in 
order to grab something resembling the 
brass ring. They’re middle-aged men who 
don’t have the common sense to realize 
they’re in the midst of an existential crisis, 
instead smiling and taking life’s punches as 
they come. As light as a feather and about 
as memorable, The Dukes is a pet project 
all the way, just a lark for Davi and his bud- 
dies (almost all of whom come from the 
l-swear-l’ve-seen-that-guy-before school of 
character acting) to star in and screen for 
one another like a home movie, a chance to 
make goofy jokes and indulge their love of 
doo-wop music and big-boned women and 
take part in scenes of consequence-free 
crime in a consequence-free world where 
even a life of depredation and defeat isn’t 
anything falsetto vocals and a big plate of 
pasta can’t fix. - Josh Rosenblatt

FEAR(S) OF THE DARK 

D: Blutch, Charles Burns, Marie Caillou, Pierre Di 
Sciullo, Lorenzo Mattotti, Richard McGuire; with the 
voices of Aure Atika, Arthur H, Francois Creton, Guillaume 
Depardieu, Nicole Garcia, Louisa Pili, Christian Hecq. 

(NR, 83 min., subtitled) 

This French anthology of six short ani- 
mated films, which are thematically linked 
by their dark tonalities and stirrings of 
dread, will have greater appeal for anima- 
tion buffs than horror hounds. Taken togeth- 
er, they tap into our deep-seated, primal 
fears: invasive insects, haunted houses, 
fierce dogs, mysterious disappearances, 
the amorphous existential nightmare. 

These stories won’t make you flinch or 
recoil with fright but instead allow you to 
appreciate such things as humanity’s uni- 
versal repulsion of skin-crawling insects. 

Our hopes and dreams may vary, but our 
fears, it seems, are virtually prehistoric. 

The work of six of the world’s finest graphic 
artists and their writing partners is on dis- 
play here, and while Fear(s) of the Dark 
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doesn’t escape the uneven, hit-and-miss 
results that plague most anthology proj- 
ects, the collective film is an effective 
mood piece. The untitled segments are 
bound together by Blutch’s recurring piece 
featuring a nobleman from a previous cen- 
tury walking four fang-bearing hounds chaf- 
ing at their leashes. One by one, each dog 
breaks free to devour the perceived human 
menace in its path. These pencil drawings, 
which look almost like scribbles, convey a 
sense of uncaged fury and madness that 
might be almost humorous were it not for 
the nasty undercurrent about the upper 
classes unleashing the hounds of hell on 
society’s weaker subjects. Another seg- 
ment by Di Sciullo, which also reappears 
throughout the film, features geometric 
shapes metastasizing in space while a dis- 
embodied voice (Garcia) prattles on with 
an endless litany of modern fears (“I’m 
afraid of being incredibly bourgeois”; “I’m 
scared of never being useful”). There are 
two standout shorts in this series. The 
first is by Burns and is a high-contrast, 
black-and-white-rendered story of a geeky 
male student (voiced by Depardieu) whose 
girlfriend metamorphoses, Kafka-style, into 
a predatory insect. It recalls the pages of 
EC Comics and old issues of the Insect 
Fear comics series. (Insect fear is a recur- 
ring motif in numerous segments.) The 
most sublime segment is the film’s final 
episode by McGuire, in which the artist 
turns a standard-issue haunted-house story 
into a thing of graphic beauty.

No yuletide season would be complete 
without the crappy Christmas movie. A 
holiday tradition on par with returning 
unwanted gifts for cash and contributing 
last year’s fruitcake as a dessert dish for 
the office luncheon, the crappy Christmas 
movie has little purpose but to capitalize 
on our desperate need to get into the spirit 
of the season. This year’s entry in this 
lowly subgenre is Four Christmases, a D-list 
comedy with A-list actors. (No doubt, the 
five Oscar winners in the cast were moti- 
vated by an easy paycheck and the audi- 
ence exposure found in a critic-proof movie 



starring Vaughn.) In Four Christmases, 

Brad (Vaughn) and Kate (Witherspoon) are 
a happily unmarried couple living in San 
Francisco, who have no future plans involv- 
ing either weddings or babies. They’re like 
modern-day yuppies, without the Izods 
and horn-rimmed glasses. Each year, they 
concoct an elaborate lie to avoid spend- 
ing the holiday with their fractured families 
(they’re both children of divorce) so they 
can instead spend that time together at 
an exotic destination halfway around the 
world. As Paul Lynde so famously asked, 
“What’s the matter with kids today?” When 
Brad and Kate’s deception is exposed just 
before departing for a two-week getaway to 
Fiji, the couple decides to make amends 
by cramming four family Christmases into 
a single day. Never mind that the logis- 
tics of this premise defy credibility - the 
travel time spent in crisscrossing the San 
Francisco/Oakland greater metropolitan 
area alone would require much more than 
a mere 24 hours - the oddballs encoun- 
tered during the course of this day resem- 
ble nothing like real people. It’s a freak 
show inspired by notions of sloppy con- 
temporary comedy, rather than something 
grounded in the more believable eccentric- 
ity of characters in a Frank Capra or Wes 
Anderson movie. Generously speaking, Four 
Christmases plays like a series of skits 
randomly connected to one another: A skit 
about a family of rednecks executing body 
slams on shag carpeting is followed by 
one in which an overly hormonal group of 
females pants in the presence of new male 
meat, which is followed by ... you get the 
picture. So, when the script turns a serious 
corner to impart a warm and fuzzy mes- 
sage about the importance of a traditional 
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Mediocre, but with one or two

Statham has become something of a poor 
man’s James Bond via this international 
action smorgasbord franchise, and frankly, 

I’m all for it. Statham’s Frank Martin, a stoi- 
cally unflappable transporter of illicit goods 
(who sports abs that rival freshly minted 007 
Daniel Craig) is neither stirred nor shaken; he 
simply is. No messy romantic backstory here. 
Just automotive and martial-arts mayhem 
plain and simple, with the occasional and 
always welcome appearance of Martin’s comic 
foil, Marseilles detective Tarconi (Berleand). 

All three films are the brainchildren of Luc 
Besson, who seems to have nothing much 
else to do these days but pen testosterone- 
fueled action comedies (such as the endear- 
ingly daft Taxi series, which is essentially 
the Transporter with, you know, taxis) and 
testosterone-fueled action uncomedies (the 
exhilarating District B13 and the vicious 
Danny the Dog). Besson’s last directing gigs 
were the tepid, lame Angel-A and the forget- 
table kids film Arthur and the Invisibles, so 
maybe we should count our V-8 blessings and 
pray he keeps to the keyboard in lieu of the 
lens. In the meantime, Transporter 3 is ter- 
rifically stupid fun, in the very best (or worst, 
depending on your tolerance for this sort of 
thing) sense. Like everything Besson has a 
hand in, it smacks of post-globalization Euro- 
cool, most breathtakingly in the person of 
Statham’s co-star and eye candy, Rudakova, 
who, if the press-kit hype is to be believed, 
was working in a Manhattan salon where she 
was spotted by one of Besson’s casting crew. 
Ukrainian girls get all the breaks (lucky us). 

As Valentina, the kidnapped daughter of the 
Ukrainian environmental minister (Krabbe), 
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she’s Martin’s “package,” due to die (or 
maybe not - plotting has never been an 
exact science in the Transporter films) 
at the hands of a cadaverous baddie 
(Knepper). But hey, this is Besson - even 
if the whipcord direction is credited to 
Megaton - and so before death must 
come 1) oodles of Audi S8 car porn, 2) 
Frank Martin pursuing an Audi S8 on a 
BMX, and 3) Valentina liquored up and roll- 
ing balls out on Ecstasy while her perpetu- 
ally cranky driver tries valiantly not to lick 
the freckles off her face. Tough gig, I know, 
but someone’s gotta do it, and it obviously 
isn’t going to be Daniel Craig. Transporter 
3 is so far over-the-top that it more than 
once spills into outright cartoonishness, 
but only Besson could pen dialogue such 
as, “His beloved automobile will be his 
grave,” and make you guffaw at the whole 
mad, mock-serious world of cars, girls, 
and balding antiheroes in their awesome 
Audi S8s.

father (Burke) in the permanently overcast 
town of Forks, Wash., she gets more than 
just a change of scenery. Although much of 
Twilight's first half is devoted to Bella’s new 
school and social life (oddly, she seems to fit 
right in, making friends with almost everyone 
almost instantly), the heart of the story is her 
burgeoning romance with the pallid school 
hunk Edward Cullen (Pattinson), one-sixth of 
a local vampire “family” which has sworn off 
the human populace in favor of other sources 
of the crimson. Bella and Edward’s courtship 
is played out with plenty of dreamy, slo-mo 
nuance (director Hardwicke previously helmed 
the superior Thirteen), but Pattinson’s cheek- 
bones keep getting in the way of the story, 
and the third-act arrival of a trio of “bad” 
vampires appears out of nowhere and goes 
nowhere, too. It’s all just too much like an 
ABC Afterschool Special on teen abstinence, 
but with the surreal, presumably unintentional 
twist of metaphorical oral sexuality being the 
Unspeakable Act. Another annoyance is how 
Meyer and Twilight’s screenwriter Melissa 
Rosenberg play fast and loose with traditional 
vampiric lore. Not only do these bloodsuckers 
lack anything resembling fangs (!), but they 
don’t even succumb to sunlight, instead burst- 
ing into shimmery sparkles like raver-fairies 
on acid. Twilight, to be sure, is critic-proof, 
but vampirism aside, even its allegedly super- 
romantic core left this hopeless romantic 
hoping for so much more. Oh, the horror, the 
horror.

It’s a time and place simultaneously 
inhabited by both piquant reveries and full-bodied 
corruption. Jolie earns kudos as Christine Collins, 
a solid and loving single mother whose 9-year-old 
son goes missing without explanation. She plays the 
cloched Christine as an everywoman made heroine 
by virtue of her intransigence, and the performance 
does everything to make the film feel as gripping 
as it does. Changeling plateaus early though, and 
it has at least two more endings than it really 
needs, including a series of courtroom sequences 
that stops the story dead in its tracks.

a deep appreciation of Bible quotes that are short 
enough to fit on a refrigerator magnet.

CHILD SUPPORT - 
HOW MUCH WILL I PAY? 

It looks like I am going to get a divorce. I’ve got one 
daughter, but my soon-to-be ex-wife will have custody after 
the divorce. How much will I have to pay in child support? 

You and the mother will have the opportunity to 
reach an agreement on how much child support you 
should pay. Assuming, however, that you and the 
mother are unable to reach an agreement on child sup- 
port, a court would hear the case and decide how much 
child support should be paid. 

Texas has created guidelines to be used by courts 
when calculating the amount a noncustodial parent 
(i.e. , the parent who does not have primary custody) 
should pay for child support. The guidelines work on a 
sliding scale, depending on the number of children that 
the noncustodial parent needs to support. 

Under Texas law, if the noncustodial parent’s net 
monthly income is less than $6,000, the amount paid 
for child support would be the following percentage of 
the monthly income: 

20% for one child, 

25% for two children, 

30% for three children, 

35% for four children, 

40% for five children, 

not less than 40% for six children. 

So using your case as an example, if we assume you 
have a net income of $5,000 per month, and we apply 
standard Texas guidelines, the amount of monthly child 
support owed would be $1,000. Keep in mind that 
some special rules may apply in cases of split or joint 
placement or multiple children in different households 
or when net income exceeds $6,000 per month. 

In addition, courts will base child support on the 
noncustodial parent’s earning potential if he or she 
is not making as much money as he or she could. So 
if the noncustodial parent were an investment banker 
who decided to quit and take a job that paid only a 
fraction of his or her banker’s salary, the court will use 
the income that he or she could potentially earn (the 
banker’s salary) to determine the adequate amount of 
monthly child support payments.
